property between Ridge and 
Cambridge Streets by the Con- 
servation Commission.

At present there are no School 
Department vehicles, two having 
been lost in accidents during the 
past academic year. One station 
wagon is used by the repairman, 
while the other is at the disposal 
of the schools’ currier. The ve- 
hicles are also available to stu- 
dent groups on some occasions. 

Rome School 

As one of the first items of 
business, Dr- Stanley Haas, head- 
master of the Rome School in 
Italy, discussed this school with 
members of the Committee. 
Founded after World War II as 
an Anglo-American school, it has 
grown to approximately 850 stu- 
dents, kindergarten through 
grade 12, composed of about 70 
per dent Americans. It is the 
only non-denominational school in 
Rome and has a special program 
for refugee children. Tuition, 
which is graduated, contributes 
about 96 per cent to costs. 

Dr. Haas, who called the cur- 
rent exchange of ideas, materials, 
and people with the Winchester 
staff “very positive,” welcomed 
the extension of this program 
which he feels is “doing a job 
for America.” Besides this ex- 
change among school systems, he 
outlined such program purposes 
as the promotion of world under- 
standing and an education into 
what is happening throughout 
the world. 

Dr. Klemer added that the cost 
of this program to Winchester 
was in time and people, and 
quoted the figure $94.91 for the 
fiscal year 1969. Winchester is 
one of only 40 towns selected in 
the United States to participate. 

Mrs. Robert J. Grenzeback, 
principal of Lincoln School and 
active in the preparation of this 
program, announced that a re- 
ception for Peter Rockwell was 
being scheduled to raise money 
for scholarships for students par- 
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zens’ petition, was slated as num-

Chester Rotary Club for its annual care, shelter for the aged, school 
country auction community ser- athletic awards, etc. 
vice project. 

Other winning projects includ- 
ed an anti-pollution river cleanup 
in Michigan, a drug addict re- 
habilitation project in Pennsyl- 
vania, a young person’s rehabili- 
tation center in Australia, a child 
care center in South America, and 
a medical supply project which 
originated in England and tra- 
velled " across the continent to 
India. 

In naming the club as this 
area’s winner, Rotary Internation- 
al cited the club’s hard work and 
enthusiasm in its year-round fund 
raising endeavor. 

The project reaches its climax 
each spring with an annual all 
day country auction and bean 
supper at the Town Hall which 
takes place this year on Satur- 
day, April 25th. However, it is 
by no means a single clay effort. 

In contrast, its success is derived 
fiom an all-year voluntary par- 
ticipation by all the Winchester 
Rotarians in collecting and stor- 
ing used furniture, appliances, 
books, china, toys, glassware, 
paintings, tools, and a variety of 
household articles, much of which 
require repair and refinishing by 
club members to make them sale- 
able merchandise. 

The Winchester community’s 
reaction and acceptance of this 
project is substantiated by its 
continued growth in popularity 
and in receipts which in the past 
five years have expanded from 
$10,000 to $15,000 yearly, with 
this year’s project expected to

Monday’s meeting opened with 
an invocation given by the Rev. 
John J. Bishop, rector of the 
Church of the Epiphany. 

Opening the meeting. Town 
Moderator Harrison Chadwick 
asked Attorney William Speers 
Jr- to speak on Article 35, the 
first article to be considered. 
Moderator Chadwick reminded 
the meeting that they had voted 
at the previous session of the 
adjourned Town Meeting Mon- 
day, March 23, to consider Ar- 
ticle 35 out of sequence. 

Attorney Speers, beginning his 
presentation, thanked the Town 
Meeting tor Its indulgence in al- 
lowing the article to be consider- 
ed out of turn as he had to be 
out of town on business later this 
week. 

Commenting that he represent- 
ed the Berndt Realty Company, 
owners of the Parkview Apart- 
ments on Swanton Street, Attor- 
ney Speers briefly outlined the 
history of the construction of the 
apartment complex. 

Noting that the old Beggs and 
Cobb property on which the high- 
rise building had been construct- 
ed was formerly zoned for indus- 
try, Attorney Speers stated that 
the Town Meeting had rezoned 
the area “business” to accommo- 
date construction of the Park- 
view. 

Subsequently, a Special Town 
Meeting amended the building 
code to place a height limit on 
apartment construction. Properly, 
the amendment should have been 
to the zoning bylaws and not to 
the building code, Attorney 
Speers noted, however, an amend- 
ment to the zoning bylaws re- 
quires a two-thirds vote of the 
Town Meeting and an amend- 
ment to the building code only 
requires a majority vote. 

Building Code 

Then, in 1966, the Town Meet- 
ing swept apartment house con- 
struction from the building code, 
Attorney Speers commented. 

Apartment house construction 
in the business zone was elimin- 
ated, however, all references to 
apartment houses were not elim- 
inated from the code, he said.

‘And what else do all your friends 
do?’ ‘My friends aren’t drug ad- 
dicts, if that’s what you mean.’ 
“With astonishing speed Joe is 
angry and glaring. ‘Pot’s pot hab- 
it-forming, it doesn’t lead to any- 
thing else — you think I’m stu- 
pid? So I smoke a couple sticks of 
pot a week, maybe — man, that's 
no big deal, doesn’t do any harm.’ 
He looks at his mother. ‘Look 
Mom, honest to God I’m not get- 
ting into trouble — don’t worry.’ 


The problem of drug addiction 
among the young is estimated to 
be six times worse in the United 
States than in Britain, and it is 
still growing. 

The following is the first of two 
articles examining the effect of 
this newest social disease — par- 
ticularly heroin addiction, now in- 
creasingly reaching children in 
their early teens in middle-class 
American families who thought 
it could never happen to thorn . 

Plague Year in America 

“There are no plague miarks on 
the doors of the houses in the busy 
cities, the upholstered suburbs, 
the quiet little rural towns. You 
can’t tell where the disease has 
struck. But every month now, be- 
hind the most unexpected of those 
doors, it disrupts more families 
and plights more lives. Junk, dope, 
horse, stuff, H — they all stand 
for heroin. 

“It begins, usually, long before 
the parents know what is happen- 
ing. They are totally ignorant of 
addictive drugs, however much 
they may know about alcohol. And 
since their son — or daughter — 
is at the age of adolescence which 
may be expected to produce ‘dif- 
ficult’ behavior, months may 
elapse before they begin to suspect 
that something is wrong. 

“Son’s school marks begin to 
grow erratic: he fails examina- 
tions, he seldom shows enthusiasm 
for any aspect of his work. His 
way of life becomes erratic too; 
one day he is away from home for 
hours, the next day he may spend 
lying moodily in his room. He 
murmurs secretively into the tel- 
ephone, he rushes at odd hours on 
vague errands. At one moment 
he is bright and euphoric; at the 
next withdrawn and irritable. 
Trivial family rows begin to in- 
crease. ‘What’s wrong with Joe?’ 
says his mother one day, wistfully 
recalling the affectionate uncom- 
plicated boy of a year or two be- 
fore. ‘Ah, don’t worry,’ says the 
father. ‘It's a tough stage. Teen- 
agers . . . maybe he’s in love. 
After all he’s not a kid any more. 
Be in college soon.’ 

‘‘But mother continues to wor- 
ry. Young Joe, always a healthy

ticipating in the program. A 
showing of the artist’s works will 
be held on April 14 at a New- 
bury Street gallery.

CONCERN 

Reporting on the recent CON- 
CERN meeting Committeewoman 
Mrs- Mary Mears noted that the 
group’s booklet on drugs was 
soon to be distributed, that the 
student-to-student program was 
progressing, and that the “living 
room dialogues” were still being 
conducted. She also informed 
members that smoking of mari- 
juana was known to be taking 
place in an area of the high 
school known to students as “the 
zoo.” 

Superintendent Klemer addres- 
sed the Committee on this prob- 
lem, saying that High School 
Principal Howard A. Niblock has 
since made “the zoo” off-limits 
to students, that school personnel 
patrol the lavatories, and that 
students have been sent home and 
suspended for smoking. A volun- 
tary program at the junior high 
level and the Ostrach program 
are presently in use in the 
schools. He hoped that a sequen- 
tial drug education program 
could be developed over the sum- 
mer. One of the main concerns, 
he noted, was to “reduce the ease 
by which drugs are passed a- 
round.” 

Committee member Paul R. 
DelRossi expressed disapproval 
of using the “taxpayers’ $6,000” 
for personnel to take on the task 
of policing lavatories. He would 
rather see the money devoted to 
the drug education program. A 
member of the audience also que- 
stioned whether these matrons 
were qualified for such positions 
in their knowledge of drugs and 
drug laws. 

Dr. Richard B. Lawrance, a 
member of the School Committee 
and the Elementary School Buil- 
ding Sub-committee, reported on 
the latter committee’s recent 
meeting. He remarked that the 
sub-commitee was “excited” a- 
bout the imaginative architecture 
being utilized in Marycliff and 
that this work may serve as a 
teaching device to the Town on 
the effective use of other elemen- 
tary schools in the future. 

The report of the sub-commit- 
tee, which probably will not be 
distributed before the end of 
Town Meeting consists of two 
parts, one covering last year’s 
events and a second up-dating, 
showing the effects on the orig- 
inal document of Marycliff acqui- 
sition. 

The meeting was moved into 
executive session shortly after a 
discussion of various personnel 
matters. 


For Resignation 
Explains Reasons 

Editor of the Star: 

I would like to clear up any 
misunderstanding of my resigna- 
tion on March 19 as president of 
the Winchester High School Stu- 
dent Council. I have received many 
querries as to my reasoning and 
there has been much speculation 
about my being ‘pressured’ out. I 
was under no pressure at any time 
to resign and in fact, if I had ever 
been pressured I would not have 
resigned under that circumstance. 

The reasoning for my resigna- 
tion was contrived over a period 
of several months and, was a ra- 
tional, calculated decision. My mo- 
tives were a combination of appre- 
hensions over the future direction 
of education within the high school, 
the school system us a whole, and 
the role of students with the 
various bodies and institutions 
which determine the quality and 
direction of their immediate en- 
vironment. There were no specific 
incidents which manifested my res- 
ignation but, the following is an 
indication of my apprehensions. 

Apathy wus of singular signifi- 
cance. Not only of students, but 
of faculty and administration as 
well. Eric Fromm in his book, 
"The Sane Society,” characterizes 
the individuals I speak of: “Today 
we come across a person who acts 
and feels like an automaton; who 
never experiences anything which 
is really h's; who experiences him- 
self entirely as the person he 
thinks he is supposed to be; whose 
artificial smile has replaced genu- 
ine laughter; whose meaningless 
chatter has replaced communicative 
speech; whose dulled despuir has 
taken the place of genuine pain.” 

On a more practical level of ar- 
gument, the new high school offers 
an excellent example. It is the be- 
lief of many members of the high 
bdioul faculty ami administration 


that the new building will solve all 
problems. That belief is an absurd- 
ity in itself. A new building is an 
absolute necessity. From all per- 
spective the new building will serve 
as a mechanism for development, 
experimentation, and implementa- 
tion, but, the building itself is not 
the argument. 

The argument is whether the 
present faculty and administration 
are genuinely committed to the 
essential in-depth analysis of pres- 
ent academic material and policy. 
At this point in time I see no such 
commitment. Further, there is a 
complete lack of communication on 
a person-to-person basis between 
the general student body and the 
fs’ulty and administration. Regard- 
less of the lack of space and funds, 
(which is another point of conten- 
tion, i.e., Town Meeting 1969 bud- 
get cuts for a new personnel nnd 
programs, continuous battles over 
bond issues, etc.) is no excuse for 
intellectual stagnation now, and 
leave the student body and their 
leaders doubting the town’s com- 
mitment to education. 

I hope my resignation will bring 
serious discussion between stu- 
dents, faculty, and administration. 
The dialogue itself is a primary 
step towards attainment of human- 
istic education in Winchester. At 
the very least, a general sense of 
direction. 

I would like to thank all the 
people who have given me support 
and encouragement over the past 
three years, I would not want them 
to feel it was not greatly appre- 
ciated, it was.

A WALK TO THE HILLS 
OF THE DREAMTIME 


by James Vance Marshall 

The people of the Bindibu, an aborigine tribe in 
Australia, are among the most primitive on earth. 
They own no property, they do not wear clothes or 
have any personal possessions. What they do have, 
wives, children, food and drink, is shared equally 
by members of the tribe. Their lives are devoted to 
survival, and in the central desert of Australia this 
is a full-time job. For twenty thousand years they 
have conducted their lives in very much the same 
way, a Stone Age culture. 


We should not, however, assume, in our twentieth 
century superiority, that because they are primitive 
they are uncivilized. In many ways we are the more 
barbarous. The Bindibu are a gentle, peaceful people 
having a strong sense of harmony with the land. 
Each member of the tribe has his own place with its 
duties and privileges and there is mutual respect 
for each other. 


“A Walk to the Hills of the Dreamtime” is a fic- 
tional account of this tribe, but the author has based 
it on solid research. He says of his work, “My por- 
trait of them and the land they live in is as accurate 
as it is possible to make it; but some details inev- 
itably are based on conjecture.” 


Sarah and Joey, aged fourteen and eleven, respec- 
tively, were the orphan children of an aborigine wom- 
an and a Japanese fisherman and lived in a mission. 
Without warning an accident suddenly cast them 
adrift in the nearly untouched wilderness of the Aus- 
tralian Outback, Naively they discuss attempting a 
walkabout across the desert to the Kimberleys to find 
their mother’s people. Sarah, maturer and more 
deeply committed to the mission way of life, is hesi- 
tant, but Joey overrides her. Her heritage urges 
him strongly toward the life of the Bushman. It is 
where they belong, he says. 


They set out, mercifully unaware of how remote 
was the chance of their ever reaching their goal. 
They were intelligent children and more capable of 
surviving in that stark land than any white child. 
But they were woefully ignorant in comparison to 
the native children whose whole lives had been spent 
in the desert. Their journey through the Outback is 
described graphically — the subtleness, the intense 
colors and grotesque shapes of rock formations, the 
shimmering heat, the tenacious vegetation, all in viv- 
id detail by one who knew and loved the Australian 
interior. 


The charm of this work lies not in the story of the 
two childreri, but chiefly in the picture of life in the 
Bandibu tribe whom they encounter on their travels 
and by whom they are tentatively adopted. Sarah 
cannot easily let go of her Christian values. She has 
trouble adapting herself to the life of the tribe al- 
though she does make friends with a group of young 
women in spite of the language barrier. Joey, on 
the other hand, is in his element and does not have 
the feeling of being torn between two entirely dif- 
ferent worlds as does his sister. He learns to make 
a primitive spear and is invited to go on a hunt with 
the older men. When the initiation rites for the 
young boys are celebrated, he is among them. 


Through the eyes of these children we see that 
these people are truly civilized. The little food and 
water hut they have is shared ungrudgingly. The 
feeble old ones und the babies are helped when they 
flag on the walkabout. No one is scolded or ostra- 
cized or made to feel unimportant. Even when Joey 
and ^arah inadvertently violate one of the strongest 
tabus of the tribe and are thought to have angered 
the gods and brought bad luck to all, there was no 
resentment or punishment. And when death seemed 
to be imminent each one faced it calmly and without 
regret. It was the time appointed to die and they ac- 
cented it was equanimity. 


“The marijuana debate lasts in- 
termittently for a week, going 
through sweet reason to bitter ar- 
gument. It ends when Joe’s father 
says flatly that marijuana is a 
drug, and illegal, and that if he 
ever finds any in the house or sees 
his son showing the effects of it, 
he will flatten him. Joe promises 
that no pot will be smoked in the 
house. He promises nothing else. 
It wouldn’t make much difference 
if he did. 


"For a while the household is 
relatively tranquil, but soon Joe 
jO'ows even more erratic than be- 
fore. Once or twice he come home 
very obviously 'high;’ says that he 
smoked a couple of sticks over at 
Freddie’s house, very sorry. won’t 
do it again. He seems very often 
sleepy; spends long hours in the 
bathroom and is once found there 
fast asleep on the floor; falls 
asleep over his books, and several 
times burns holes in his bedclothes 
by falling asleep while smoking 
in bed. 


How Much? 


“ ‘How much of that damn stuff 
is he smoking?’ says his father, 
and raises the subject of marijua- 
na now and again — producing 
always a furious shouting match 
which ends with Joe rushing out 
of the house, and one, in a lit of 
violence which terrifies his moth- 
er, throwing a chair across the 
room. 


“He is always broke, always 
borrowing a dollar here and a dol- 
lar there without paying them 
back. His friends, who telephone 
him several times a day, have the 
same weedy, semi-entranced look 
that he often has himself. When 
not snapping, sulking or dream- 
ing, he will sometimes embrace 
his mother in a fit of affection so 
maudlin that it worries her even 
more than the violence. 


“On the day when she first finds 
a hypodermic syringe in a small 
unfamiliar box on his dressing- 
table, Joe comes into the room 
and sees her with it. ‘That’s Fred- 
die’s, Mom. Freddie’s in trouble, 
he’s on dope, I kept it overnight 
for him. Don’t tell Dad. I'm giv- 
ing it back to him now, that’s 
what I came in for. Don’t tell 
Dad. Freddie’s going to kick. I’m 
helping him, but his old man 
would kill him if he found out — 
I gotta help him, Mom . . .’ 

“He goes on and on, he is very 
convincing: Mother does not tell 
Dad about Freddie’s syringe. But 
she begins to pay more detailed 
attention to the frequent articles 
in American newspapers about 
drugs. Though Joe has sworn to 
her, wide-eyed, that he touches 
noting but marijuana, one night 
when he is asleep she peers caie- 
fully at the insides of his arms. 
She has no idea what an addict’s 
‘tracks’ look like, and in relief 
she dismisses the few marks that 
she sees as the remnants of child- 
hood scratch-scars, with a freckle 
here and there. 

“She does not of course want to 
believe that her son is a junkie. 
She feels disloyal even in contem- 
plating the idea. After all he is 
a nice ordinary boy, from a nice 
ordinary home; he has never been 
either deprived or spoiled; family 
relationships have always been 
warm . . . 

“Within a week or two she 
meets Joe coming out of the house 
carrying his ski-boots: a curious 
burden in the July sunshine. ‘Just 
going to show them to someone, 
Mom.’ A few days later she no- 
tices that the radio has vanished 
from his bedroom. ‘I lent it to 
someone,’ he says. ‘And my rec- 
ord player. For a party.’

Drugs — The Scene Here 


Mailed to Winchester this week wus a little 
red pamphlet that deserves the attention of 
every person in town. Titled “It’s time for 
CONCERN," the pamphlet represents many 
hours of diligent and difficult work by the mem- 
bers of Winchester’s hard-working drug action 
committee, the Committee on New Concepts of 
Educational and Therapeutic Needs. 

The introduction to the booklet says, “In an 
age of drug oriented living, we must realize 
that along with the comforts of medically ap- 
proved drug use, there lies an accompanying re- 
sponsibility to recognize the problems of DRUG 
ABUSE. 

“Young people are ‘turning on’ in increasing 
numbers across the nation. Lives are being de- 
stroyed by sofiie of the very same chemicals 
which we designed to save man. 

“The youngsters of Winchester arc 'turning on’ 
too. 

“This booklet is designed to help you to un- 
derstand our problem, what wc are doing about 
it, and what you can do about it. 

“Please he concerned. Now is the time." 

Now is definitely the time — not tomorrow 
after Winchester has followed the footsteps of 
neighboring Arlington and Needham and re- 
corded a heroin-related death of one of its young 
people. It ran happen here and it will happen 
here unless every one of the adult residents of 
this community reulizes a responsibility and as- 
sists CONCERN in every way possible. 

CONCERN can’t carry the burden alone — it 
is up to each individual parent to discuss the 
drug situation with his child. And not just high 
school students, hut the elementary children who 
want to emulate the high school students and are 
unwittingly led into the drug scene because the 
“big kids” are doing it and are uiaking it look 
glamorous. 

There is nothing glamorous about a young per- 
son, naked and freezing in the snow on an LSD 
trip. There is nothing glamorous about a young 
person jumping off the roof of a building under 
a drug-induced belief that lie can fly. And these 
things have happened here — not in Needham 
or Arlington, hut in W inchester. Not to some- 
body else’s child but to children who live here, 
who attend schools here. 

In W inchester there are housebreaks and 


thefts related to someone’s need for money to 
feed a heroin habit. IT HAPPENS HERE. 

Young people here approach druggists with 
false prescriptions. 

In the past several weeks, “Column from CON- 
CERN” on the front page of the Star has dealt 
with the feelings anil beliefs of ^ inchester stu- 
dents about drugs. These letters have not been 
“put up” jobs. They are the actual feelings of 
young people about the drug scene. The writers 
range in age from junior high through high 
school. Despite their sophistication, these are 
young people — our young people — speaking 
about a situation that existed only in the ghet- 
tos and in the slums a generation ago. Now it s 
a fact of life in middle class America. The push- 
ers aren’t shifty-eyed characters from the slums 
or long-haired hippv-types either. They are the 
young people themselves. 

Letter “B" in the Star on March 26 says, re- 
ferring to LSD, Mescalin, speed and other drugs, 
including marijuana. “All these are easily avail- 
able to any young person in the community who 
has the desire to try them.” This is here — not 
Arlington, not Needham, but Winchester. 

— In CONCERN’S booklet it is stated. “The 
number of drug oriented runaways reported in 
1967 was 21. The number of cases in 1969 ex- 
ceeded 30." 

— The pictures below were taken this year at 
a meeting of CONCERN. The marijuana and 
the needles were confiscated here by W inchester 
police. 

This is here; this is now. We can’t urge too 
strongly that Winchester must not become com- 
placent. The drug scene is here. It is on the 
increase. Hard drugs such as heroin are in the 
scene. This is not simply CONCERN'S problem. 
It is everyone's problem. 

Don’t throw the booklet away. Read it. 

Reach the young people. Growing up in this 
generation is different — but the facade of soph- 
istication does not mean our young people don't 
need help in handling adolescence. The drug 
secne offers a seeming escape from the myriad 
problems of becoming an adult in our complex 
society.

resulted in increased rates for 
municipal borrowings, the inability 
to expect a proportionate share of 
tax monies to he returned from 
state and federal governments, and 
n consequent need to increase again 
the local tax rate.

there would be 
not mean that no services would 
be required. 

The current structure, he said, 
contains approximately 29 units 
per acre which is twice the den- 
sity desired by the Town and the 
additional structure 
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proposed 
would bring this number to 42 
per acre. 

Noting that 52 per cent of the 
tax base goes to areas other than 
schools, he said that the building 
will use its proportionate share 
of services. 

The additional increase in the 
Town valuation, not offset by an 
increase in the school population, 
he said, would be detrimental to 
reimbursement of school costs by 
the state since valuation and 
school population are used in the 
formula to determine reimburse- 
ment. 

Mr. Schaefer concluded that 
the construction would not bring 
a net gain for the Town.

In This Area 


Are Predicted 


Books Reviewed 
By Mrs. Rudkin 
At Fortnightly 


Mrs. Marion Rudkin was the 
guest speaker at The Fortnightly 
on Literature Day. 

The meeting opened with a social

How much will the government 
lie collecting from residents of 
Middlesex County when tax day, 
April 15, rolls around? 

Will it be more than it was last 
April when local contributions, in- 
cluding the amounts paid via with- 
holding taxes, added up to approx- 
imately $805, 077,000?- 

It will ho well above that, the 
Treasury Department expects, be- 
cause earnings in the local area 
were larger, on average, than they 
were the year before and because 
the 10 percent surtax was in effect 
throughout the year. 

The size of the tax load borne 
by area residents is estimated from 
figures released by the Internal 
Revenue Service covering the State 
of Massachusetts as a whole. 


They show that individual in- 
come taxes collected . in the. state 
last year came to $2,949,000,000, 
with local taxpayers producing 
some 27.3 percent of the total. 

Just how much bigger the tax 
haul will be this year, if the gov- 
ernment’s expectations are real- 
ized, is indicated in the budget re- 
cently submitted to Congress. It 
predicts that personal income taxes 
will reach $92.2 billion nationally, 
or about $5 billion more than last 
April. 

Taxpayers in Middlesex County, 
in line with the economic advances 
made in the local area in the past 
year, are counted on for a propor- 
tionate share of this hike. 

Their tax payments, based upon 
preliminary income reports, are 
expected to be about $853,382,000, 
or some $48,305,000 more than in 
the previous year. 

In the following fiscal year, ac- 
cording to the budget, personal in- 
come taxes will be $1.2 billion low- 
er than this year. 

That is because the economy 
generally is in the doldrums, with 
more unemployment in 1969, and 
because the surtax was reduced 
from 10 percent to five percent for 
the first half of 1970 and will be 
eliminated entirely in the second 
half of the year. 

As a partial offset to this loss, 
the Administration has proposed 
a speedup in the collection of cer- 
tain taxes, to produce a one-shot 
windfall of $1.6 billion, an increase 
in taxes for those using the na- 
tion’s highways and airways, a 
delay in paying wage increases to 
Federal employees and certain 
other adjustments.

Reduction In 
Mumps Cases 
Is Statewide 

Statistics from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health 
disclose that the State has achieved 
a 50.4 per cent reduction in mumps 
in 1969. The Winchester Board of 
j Health records six cases of mumps 
in 1969, as compared to nine in 
1968. 

I A total of 4,476 cases were re- 
ported in the State in 1969. This is 
down from 9,024 cases in 1968. In 
Middlesex County the figures arc 
1,351 in 1969 and 1,631 in 1968. 

The live, attenuated mumps vac- 
cine was licensed on January 5, 
1968. The vaccine is safe and effec- 
tive. There are practically no reac- 
tions following its use. 

The cost of the vaccine prohibited 
its distribution to private physi- 
! cians so the statewide program was 
j limited to the immunization of sus- 
I ceptible students from kindergarten 
; through junior high school. 

It is hoped that by the end of 
; 1970, immunization of the remain- 
ing susceptible school population 
j from kindergarten through junior 
! high school will have been com- 
pleted. Then attention can be fo- 
cused on immunizing the susceptible 
[ preschool children beginning at age 
one. 

Nicholas J. Fiumara, director of 
the division of communicable dis- 
eases for the State then concludes, 
“It is reasonable, therefore, to ex- 
I pect that if clinical and public 
health medicine continue at their 
present efficiency, mumps will be 
eliminated from Massachusetts in 
two more years.”

Mrs. Mary Murphy of Richard- 
son Street, chairman of the Public 
Housing Study Committee, spoke 
on the article. In her remarks, she 
noted that her committee had been 
formed by a unanimous vote of 
the 1969 Annual Town Meeting to 
study the need for low-income 
housing, especially for the elder- 
ly, in Winchester. 

Emphasizing that the commit- 
tee was mandated only to study 
the problem and not to propose a 
definite program, Mrs. Murphy 
said the committee had found that 
the need for housing for the elder- 
ly surpasses all others. 

Residents Queried 

Noting that the Committee pub- 
lished advertisements in the Win- 
chester Star and in the Woburn 
Times for information on the 
needs of the elderly, Mrs. Murphy 
said that over 2,000 question- 
naires were sent out, over 1,500 
of which were returned. 

From studying the responses to 
the questionnaires, it was the 
opinion of the committee that 
there is a definite and urgent need 
for housing for the elderly, she 
said. 

The committee, Mrs. Murphy 
said, urged the formation of the 
five-man Housing Authority nec- 
essary for state and federally sub- 
sidized housing programs for the 
elderly. 

“The need is great; the time is 
now,” she concluded, adding that 
the elderly have spoken through 
the study.

Speaking for 
the Committee, Town Meeting 
Member Joseph J. Riga quoted 
figures showing that Winchester 
is currently paying approximate- 
ly $1 per hour for the rental of 
buses as compared to a 50c per 
hour rate generally where buses 
are municipally owned. It was 
also reported that relatively few 
towns own buses. 

Also acted upon were Article 
20, “To see if the Town will vote 
to rename Marycliff Academy 
and take any other action in re- 
lation thereto,” and Article 21, 
“To see if the Town will approp- 
riate a sum of money for tile 
purchase or lease of portable 
classrooms for the public schools, 
and take any other action in 
relation thereto.” School Com- 
mittee chairman Harriet Diete- 
rich informed Members that this 
sum had been incorporated in the 
School Budget.

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THE PUSHBUTTON BUTTERFLY

“The Hashbury. Epicenter of the hippies. The 
Western world’s first psychedelic culture. I 
didn’t see any monument to Albert Hofman, the 
Swiss chemist who synthesized lysergic acid die- 
thylamide in 1938. But this forty-four-block area 
rested as solidly as the old gingerbread houses 
on the LSD experience ... It was late for many 
of the younger residents. Some would have the 
problem of finding enough bread to get home, or 
a place to crash for the night in the subdivided 
flats. Some had the reality of being fifteen, 
strung out on meth at midnight and nowhere to 
crash but a cold doorway. Some were looking for 
whatever it would take so they could forget they 
were there at all. A young acne-marked mer- 
chant was hustling the listless curb-sitters. He 
would be selling grass, meth, acid, lids, match- 
boxes, psilocybin-coated grass, peyote buttons, 
or mescaline. “This acid ain’t been cut with 
strychnine,” he said. “I drop it myself. Jl know 
it’s good stuff.” 


There is a remarkably vivid word picture of a 
member of the “Hell’s Angel” gang. 


“He wore a Navajo head-band. His hair was 
shoulder-length and unkempt, his beard straggly. 
On the back of his sleeveless denim jacket he 
wore his colors. The Hell’s Angels marker. His 
patch of red letters on a white background was 
spotted with grime and blood. The winged death 
skull grinned underneath. The little MC patch 
below said he was a motorcycle-club member. 
Under his collar was the diamond-shaped “lVr- 
er” badge. The “One-Percenters” are an elite 
group. The figure represents their realistic opin- 
ion of their chances with the law ... He wore 
a gold earring and a smile pasted on his face. He 
was stoned ...” 


Then there is the Guru Maharishi Viparina. 


“He was in the next room. A short roly-poly 
dark-bearded man, the top of his head no bigger 
than a cue ball and with no more hair. His eyes 
were large and black and luminous. He sat 
quietly on a small rug, his legs twisted into the 
pretzel design of the Lotus. His eyes were fixed 
on a wall design similar to the one in the Medi- 
tation Room, the decorated rectangle overlapping 
the field of concentric circles. He was humming 
softly, with pursed lips protruding like small 
flap doors over yellow-stained teeth. The hum 
became a long-sounding word. OM. Then he bent 
forward with impressive flexibility and touched 
his head to the floor without dislocating his 
spine. He came back up after a while and got to 
his feet in one smooth flowing movement.” 


The irritation caused to this purist by Mr. Kin 
Platt's many verbless sentences was countered by the 
pace and interest of his absorbing mystery novel. 


This is the first adult mystery novel by Kin Platt, 
whose previous story-telling has taken the form of 
cartoons, comic strips and juvenile mysteries, one of 
which. “The Boy Who Could Mnke Himself Disap- 
pear,” is to be made into a movie. 


Mr. Platt’s style is reminiscent of Raymond Chand- 
ler’s and focuses the contemporary California scene 
as Chandler did 20 ye*rs ago. His “private eye” is 
Max Roper, a “CID army trained private operator” 
who is just through with a narcotics job which has 
tried him hard physically, and is now handed an as- 
signment to look for a missing girl, which should be 
a comparatively easy job. Needless to say, this op- 
timistic assessment proves false. 

Roper’s search takes him to Haight-Ashbury.

Drugs — Part II 


Drugs have become an increasingly important 
topic of conversation in \\ inchestcr. As more 
children become involved, more parents ask 
“Wliv didn’t we know there was a problem 
here?” Many people have approached us. and 
have approached the police department, asking 
why more news regarding drug incidents is not 
reported in the Stur. The release of such news, 
they feel, would remove the need for parents to 
ask this question. 

Laws concerning news media use of stories of 
violations by juveniles are quite strict. By law. 
the media is forbidden to use the names of those 
under IT years old. anti the Star follows a policy 
of not using the names of first offenders, no mat- 
ter what their age. 

Because of our concern with the drug problem 
in Winchester, we are printing the following 
statement from Police Chief Edward Bowler 
regarding drug abuse and his policy toward pub- 
licity of it. 

STATEMENT ON THE 
DRUG ABUSE PROBLEM 

By Edward F. Bowler, Chief of Police 
“There is a drug abuse problem of serious 
proportions in Winchester, as there is in every 
city and town in Metropolitan Boston. The po- 
lice department, the Winchester Ecumenical As- 
sociation. and the committee called ‘CONCERN’ 
have been saying this for several years, so it is 
no secret. 

“Just how many persons arc abusing their 
bodies and minds with drugs, no one knows, and 
it is impossible to find out, despite statistics is- 
sued by certain so-called authorities. Our teen- 
agers claim that the use of marijuana is common. 
The experience of the police department is in 
line with that claim. 

“As for stimulants such as dexedrine, benze- 
drine, and speed, and depressants such as nem- 
butal. they probably are being used frequently. 
The use of LSD is not common in Vt inchestcr as 
far as the police can determine. Heroin is rare 
in this town, although we do have heroin addicts 
here undergoing treatment for their miserable 
condition. 

“Drug abuse is not practiced openly. Pushers 
and users are highly mobile ami secretive. The 
drug scene spreads across town and city lines. 
It is not easy for the police to secure witnesses 
and evidence. Parents may consult a physician, 
clergyman, psychiatrist, social worker or others 
when their child becomes a casualty of the drug 
menace, but seldom do they go to the police. 
Few people care to get involved in police inves- 
tigations, so they hush up. 

“It is safe to say that the great majority of nar- 
cotic drug abuse cases do not eoiuc to the atten- 
tion of police. This may surprise some people, 
who delude themselves that the police files are 
bulging with drug cases. Irresponsible people 
make wild statements, but they are — irrespon- 
sible. 

“The police department thoroughly investi- 
gates every case which comes to its attention. 
We make arrests and take |>eopIe to court for 
drug violations. We investigate on our own 
initiative, and we keep surveillances on certain 
persons, vehicles, and locations. 

“We are trained in the field of drug abuse. 
Lieutenant Cogun and Juvenile Officer Beaton 
have twice annually attended the Federal Nar- 
cotic Drug Bureau school in Washington, D.C. 
Sergeant Amico will graduate Friday of this 
week from a two-week course sponsored by the 
same bureau in Boston. Sergeant Inspector Hag- 
gerty attended a conference held recently by the 
l .S. Attorney General on the drug abuse prob- 
lem, and In* is scheduled to start a two-week 
course April 17 offered by the State Attorney 
General in Boston. 

“The drug abuse problem is big and compli- 
cated. It is not going to be solved by any one 
agency, such as the police, or by any simple

‘CONCERN.’ which is comprised of represen- 
tatives from the entire community under the 
leadership of Dr. Donald McLean. 

“‘CONCERN’ is accomplishing a great deal 
in the drug abuse field, and it is our best hope. 
The Chief of Police, Lieutenan*. and the Juve- 
nile Officer are active members of ‘CONCERN. 

“My opinion is that the two elements needed 
most to solve the drug abuse problem are super- 
vision and education. Supervision by parent-, 
teachers, the clergy, the medical profession, the 
police, and other responsible persons. Parents, 
especially, should open their eyes and use their 
other senses, not go about blindly. 1 hey say, 
‘Why didn’t some one tell me?’ Parents, your 
child is being exposed to drugs. You have been 
told. Wake up! 

“As for education, everybody wants to get into 
the act. But the best results, I am told, are 
achieved by the use of persons who themselves 
have suffered the ravages of drug abuse, and can 
reach the minds of our children, who are mighty 
hard to reach. 

“What are the signs of drug abuse? Every 
magazine and newspaper is full of this type of 
information. Look in the centerfold of the little 
red pamphlet that was left in your mailbox, 
called ‘It’s Time for Concern.’ The symptoms 
arc set out there. But look, also, for behavioral 
changes in your children. Are they acting ex- 
cited, giddy, dopey, depressed, suicidal? Do 
they stay away from home overnight or run 
away? Do they hide in their rooms? Could be 
drugs. 

“Take a good look at their associates. If they 
arc hanging around w ith a queer-looking crowd, 
that could be a sign. Why do you think they run 
hack and forth to Harvard Square, Beacon Hill 
and the Back Bay so frequently? Why do they 
burn ineense in their room? It may be to cover 
up the odor of marijuana. The drug user is 
verv deceptive. He may even drink beer to make 
you think he is under the influence of alcohol 
instead of drugs. Some misguided parents think 
drinking beer is all right for their kills. Some 
even think marijuana is not so bad. They are 
hopeless. 

“What is the policy of the police department 
regarding drug abuse publicity? Our policy is 
that the public through the new* media has a 
right to know what is going on in the community. 
This means giving the press access to news that 
is fit to print. We arc not, however, engaged in 
the business of disseminating news. Our business 
is public safety and we must exercise restraint 
in certain sensitive areas. 

“For example, publishing the names of chil- 
dren under 17 who arc charged with delinquency 
is illegal. Pre-trial publicity may infringe upon 
tlic rights of a defendant to a fair and impartial 
trial in court. An investigation may be spoiled 
by premature disclosure of certain information. 
Innocent victims and witnesses may be embar- 
rassed, disgraced, or injured by disclosure of 
their identities. These are some of the restraints 
we must exercise before releasing drug abuse 
stories. 

“In addition, if a child or his parents or family 
are going to be hurt, then we have to weigh that 
against the good to be gained by publicity. Some 
of these parents are going through hell over their 
kids, some of the victims of drug abuse are in 
a precarious mental condition, and it does not 
always help to put their troubles on the front 
page. Physicians and psychiatrists have asked 
us to avoid publicity in certain cases for fear 
of worsening the condition of their patients. 

“For such reasons it becomes necessary for the 
police department to consider each ease indi- 
vidually before releasing the story for public 
consumption. If it cun be released without undue 
barm, the story will be released on the policy 
that the public has a right to know.” 


Urges Director 
To Pick Up 
Drop-In Center 

Editor of the Star: 

I am writing in reply to a letter 
which appeared in your paper two 
weeks ago (March 26, 1970) re- 
garding the closing of the Drop-In 
Center Youth Facility. I tend to 
agree with the feelings of the young 
lady who wrote and I feel that 
there are many others in Winches- 
ter who feel the same way. I would 
first like to explain why the Drop- 
In Center was closed and how it 
could have been saved. 

The number one problem for the 
Drop-In Center was a lack of 
chaparones. Although there were 
many people who were quite co- 
operative in this task, there were 
even more who cared less about 
what the youth of our town did 
and where they did it. Many a 
night 40 to 50 teenagers sat outside 
the youth center waiting for a 
chanarone who promised to be 
there at 7 p.m. precisely. When 
this happened we told the kids to 
see if they could get someone to 
come down, on five minutes notice 
of course. 

Problem number two was re- 
lated to the first because it was 
a money problem. Members were 
asked to pay very minimal mem- 
bership dues (which I thought was 
wrong from the beginning because 
I felt that this facility was some- 
thing that should have been pro- 
vided for the youth of Winchester 
free of charge). Members would 
only pay membership dues if they 
were completely convinced that the 
center would be open all the time 
it was supnosed to be open. When 
the chaparones stopped coming, 
then the kids stopped paying their 
money. Can you blame them? 

The last major problem was that 
of lack of communication and co- 
operation from our committee and 
our adult advisory board who are 
still in operation legally, in fact 
they are still signing checks with- 
out the signature of the youth rep- 
resentative or president. 

Since the Drop-In Center was 
closed, only one organization really 
was interested in the revival of the 
center. This organization was the 
Jaycees, but after conducting a 
very successful survey throughout 
the high school (which showed that 
a large percentage of students 
wanted a youth center) the Jay- 
cees suddenly “dropped the hall!” 
Nothing has been done by them 
since that time. 

The town Selectmen and Recrea- 
tion Director have expressed no 
interest in the revival of the Drop- 
In center or any other similar 
youth center. The Recreation Di- 
rector feels that if he asked for 
money from the town for a recre- 
ation center that they would prob- 
ably deny him any future raises 
in the years to come because he 
has such a tight budget which 
only includes the elementary age 
children and the Senior Citizens) 
of whom he takes very good care. 
Naturally, high school kids can’t 
have a say in any part of the 
appointment of the director, where- 
as the older folks do have some 
say in the appointment of the di- 
rector. 

In conclusion I feel that it is 
now the responsibility of the Town 
Recreation Director and the Com- 
mittee behind him, to pick up the 
ball on the Drop-In Center project 
and do something constructive for 
the High School students. Maybe 
we could solve our local drug prob- 
lem if we gave the kids something 
to do instead of turning our backs 
on them and condemning them. 


Maybe our drug problem wouldn’t 
have been ns serious if our Drop- 
In Center didn’t close. 

I will expect to hear from Mr. 
Spinney on my comments and hope 
that he may put in an appropria- 
tion for the next session of the 
Winchester Town Meeting. The 
kids are counting on you Mr. 
Spinney . . . Don’t let them down.

Suggests Ceiling 
For Budget 

Editor fo the Star: 

Mr. Barrett (March 19) has ad- 
vanced an eminently appealing sug- 
gestion: determine a reasonable 

tax increase, and then fit the town 
budget to it. 

In each tax-supported budget — 
town, county, state, and federal — 
the decision is made by others as 
to what goods and services we 
want and require, and we are then 
informed how much we shall pay 
to finance them. But note the sig- 
nificant reversal of financial policy: 
in our personal budgets — and in 
our business budgets — we first 
determine what our income will 
probably be and then adjust ex- 
penditures accordingly. As Mr. 
Barrett so plausibly asks: why not 
apply the same technique to the 
town budget? 

I do not think Winchester suffers 
from the costly corruption that 
inevitably seems to attend state 
and federal government, and the 
town taxpayer is close enough to 
the town government to be heard 
and to be influential. Nor does 
Winchester suffer from the mind- 
boggling and purse-depleting ex- 
travagances that seem to prosper 
at remoter levels. Yet the Win- 
chester budget is beginning to de- 
mand the same amount of support 
from the taxpayer as the federal 
budget. 

We would have to agree freely 
that to vote a budget ceiling is to 
vote a reduction in the rate of in- 
crease of goods and services for 
ourselves. I am ready to. I think 
Mr. Barrett is ready to. Quite pos- 
sibly a lot of us are ready to. 

For those with fixed incomes — 
especially the retired and the el- 
derly — the effect of the current 
corrosive tax increases may well 
be forcing out of this town many 
who have been personally respon- 
sible for building it up to where 
it now is. I think we have as great 
a responsibility to provide some 
relief for this older generation as 
we do to provide good education 
for the coming generation and the 
rights of the first cannot and 
should not be subordinated to the 
rights of the second. If nothing 
else, those in the middle may find 
it wise to try to establish "a pre- 
cedent for when — not so long 
from now — they themselves will 
be looking to the town for some 
relief. 

It is obvious that nothing can 
be done this year, but nothing will 
be done next year unless we start 
now. 

I ask, as a first step, that Mr. 
Chadwick, or someone suggested 
by him, indicate through the col- 
umns of The Star whether the 
imposition of a budget ceiling, via 
either a vote of the town meeting 
or a referendum, would be legal 
and binding upon all sections of 
the town budget.

Mr. Amico, spooking; for the 
Board of Selectmen, noted that 
the Board began to receive letters 
from the Town’s elderly about 
threw years ago. "The letters sent 
to us reflected the pride of the el- 
derly in meeting their financial 
obligations. It must have been 
very difficult for them to write to 
us about their financial obliga- 
tions. We wondered how many 
more there were who had too 
much pride to write.” 

Explaining that the Board felt 
the problem was great, Mr. Amico 
said that the Selectmen consulted 
with the Planning Board on its 
plan for the elderly. After that 
consultation, he said, the Select- 
men placed an article in the 1969 
Annual Town Meeting warrant 
asking that a Housing Study 
Committee be appointed. 

The Selectmen also filed special 
legislation with the State to pro- 
vide for relief from the tax bur- 
den for tho elderly to equalize the 
Town’s elderly with those in towns 
not using full valuation. Since it 
was not approved, the legislation 
has been resubmitted this year. 

Pointing out the drawbacks to 
a Housing Authority, Mr. Amico 
noted that it would be s a separate 
entity; that it would have the pow- 
er of eminent domain; and that 
it might use the so-called “snob 
zoning” act to avoid the require- 
ments of local zoning and building 
laws. 

Mr. Amico also said, however, 
that the Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council has said that Win- 
chester would need 549 units un- 
der the “snob zoning” act and that 
it might be preferable to have 
them built by a local authority. 

Concluding his remarks, Mr. 
Amico said, "To say that we can’t 
help, especially when so many 
neighboring communities have 
helped their el^jerly, would be 
wrong. We unanimously recom- 
mend favorable action.” 

Otto Schaefer, speaking for the 
Planning Board, asked whether 
the Housing Authority members 
would be paid. Ho expressed con- 
cern that the State statute on 
Housing Authorities provided for 
substantial salaries for members. 

After being told that Housing 
Authority members would be un- 
paid, Mr. Schaefer noted that the 
Planning Board concurred that 
there was a need for the housing 
and that formation of a Housing 
Authority seemed necessary. The 
Planning Board unanimously sup- 
ported favorable action on the ar- 
ticle, ho said. 

Eugene Rotondi Sr. and Robert 
Winn both urged the Town to do 
something for the elderly as the 
Town has waited long enough. 

In response to a question on 
cost of the housing, Mrs. Murphy 
indicated that the state and fed- 
eral aid would cover the cost. 

Vincent Celia, a member of the 
Public Housing Study Committee, 
noted that Housing Authority 
members were always unpaid. He 
also added that the state and fed- 
eral governments would fund the 
project. 

Arthur Hewis urged the mem- 
bers to act cautiously on Article 
18. Stating that he wanted hous- 
ing for the elderly, he said that 
the disadvantages of a housing 
authority far outweighed the ad- 
vantages. 

He suggested that the Town 
form a corporation within its own 
government to construct housing 
for the elderly over which the 
Town would have complete con- 
trol. , 

Reading from the Boston Globe 
of March 12, Mrs. Lenore Frazier 
noted that several bills were be- 
ing introduced in the state legis- 
lature to force towns to form 
housing authorities. 

The Finance Committee, said 
Chairman Robert Grenzeback, 
recommended favorable action. 

The motion was passed. 

Taken next was Article Three 
which had been tabled pending a 
report of the Methods and Pro- 
cedures Committee. The article 
dealt with the purchase of the 
Honeywell 110 computer now in 
use by the Town. 

Town Moderator Chadwick, who 
is acting as a temporary member 
of the Committee, told the meet- 
ing that the committee had to 
be revamped when two of the 
members resigned and the third 
was sent out of town on a busi- 
ness assignment. New members 
of the committee are James Bur- 
ger and Stanley Hart. 

Noting that they were very 
pleased with the work of the pre- 
vious committee, Mr. Chadwick 
said the committee was pleased 
with the current equipment and 
wished to continue with it. 

Mr. Chadwick said they had 
carefully considered the financing 
of the computer and had unani- 
mously concluded it was in the 
best interest of the Town to pur- 
chase the equipment. 

Technical Assistance 

Dr. Barger explained the tech- 
nical aspects of the equipment 
und told the meeting that it wus 
expected to have a useful life of 
10 years. He also outlined some 
of its present and projected uses. 

Explaining the financing tff the 
purchase, Mr. Hart said the equip- 
ment would cost the Town $80,000 
to purchase it, plus $7,000 annual- 
ly for a service contract and in- 
surance. By purchasing, the Town 
would realize a net annual saving 
of $21,500 as the equipment costs 
$28,500 per year to lease. The net 
saving would equul the cost of 


crease towing and storage charg- 
es made against owners of veh- 
icles which interfere with snow 
removal operations. The rates are 
set by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities and at 
present the cost of such removal 
to the Town is greater than that 
which it can charge according to 
the Bylaws. 

Under Article 25 Town Meeting 
Members agreed to indefinite 
postponement for improvements 
of the Mill Pond Island. 

An appropriation of $65,000 
was made in Article 26 as the 
next step in a series of projects 
undertaken by the Water and 
Sewer Departments over the past 
years. Richard ,T. Donovan, chair- 
man of the Water and Sewer 
Board, informed Members that 
action on thiB article would ac- 
tually deal only with the denn- 
ing and lining of water mains in 
Highland Avenue and miscellan- 
eous small mains. 

Reporting from the Water and 
Sewer Board on Article 27 was 
Ernest A. Phillips Jr. As passed 
the article amends the General 
Town Bylaws to allow an increase 
in the water and meter rates. The 
Town will buy water from the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion at 40c per cubic feet of 
water, then sell it at 42c. The 
Water Department has been op- 
erating at a deficit each year. Un- 
less this change was made its 
deficit would tend to grow. 

Passage of Article 28 appropri- 
ated $1,200 for the salary of the 
secretary and all other expenses 
of the Permanent Building Com- 
mittee. Leroy Long, chairman of 
the Committee, made the report 
to Town Meeting Members. 

Following the address of Wil- 
liam R. Kimball, chairman of the 
Artificial Ice Skating Rink Sub- 
committee, approval was given 
by Town Meeting Members to 
grant the committee time for ad- 
ditional study. There was no mon- 
ey requested at this time. 

Article 30 

Article 30 deals with minor 
amendments to the Building Laws 
of Winchester. Deletions and sub- 
stitutions were made in the loads, 
materials, and stresses and in the 
piling divisions. 

The final two articles acted 
upon at this session dealt with 
construction of sidewalks. Arti- 
cle 31 appropriated $4,400 for 
such construction on the easterly 
side of Main Street from No. 831 
to the Swanton Street railroad 
bridge. Charles T. Doucette Jr. 
stated that when trucks, etc. 
block pedestrians and snow plow 
from using this side, the westerly 
side is utilized. However, ho 
noted that this produces incon- 
venience and is potentially dan- 
gerous. This walkway will also 
bear the traffic from the new 
high school in the future. Ap- 
proximately 550 feet of sidewalk 
with granite curbing is involved. 

Under Article 32 an appropria- 
tion of $8,250 for construction of 
about 3,000 total feet of sidewalk 
on Cross Street was made. Favor- 
able action was recommended by 
the Board of Selectmen on both 
Articles 31 and 32. Chairman 
Amico stressed the heavy use of 
Cross Street particularly by ele- 
mentary-aged school children. It 
is hoped, he stated, that eventual- 
ly the Town will be able to work 
an alternate route to the indus- 
trial area here. 

The first item scheduled for 
discussion at the next session will 
be Article 33 concerning the con- 
struction of a fire station on the 
West side of Town. 


purchase in slightly less than four 
years. 

Over the ten-yenr life of the 
computer, he said, the saving to 
the Town would l>e $135,' 000. 

Both the Selectmen and the Fi- 
nance Committee recommended 
favorable action. Mr. Grenzebnck 
noted that the purchase was not 
included in the Finance Commit- 
ten’s projection of the tax rate, 
however, the Town’s decision not 
to proceed with Town Hall reno- 
vations cancelled any increase. 

The School Committee, accord- 
ing to its chairman, Mrs. Harriet 
Dietarich, had not taken a posi- 
tion on the purchase, however, 
they desired continued use of the 
equipment. 

She outlined the uses to which 
the School Department has put 
the computer this year. 

Questions which followed in- 
cluded whether the computer’s 
memory system would be adequate 
for the Town’s needs for 10 years; 
whether the c ommittee had inves- 
tigated a third party lease; and 
whether the projections of sav- 
ings from the computer had indeed 
been realized during the past 18 
months. 

The motion was acted upon fa- 
vorably. 

Taken up following the article 
were Budgets 1075 and 1100, for 
data processing and for the comp- 
troller. These had been tabled 
pending the outcome of Article 
Th ree. 

A reduction of approximately 
$13,000 was made in the contrac- 
tual service section of the data 
processing budget due to the pur- 
chase of the computer. 

Budget 1075 involves $52,719. 
Budget 1100 involves $44,877. 
Both were passed. 

Vietnam Resolution 

Following the recess, Emmons 
S. Ellis proposed a motion from 
the floor that the Town Meeting 
act on a resolution which had been 
sent to all the Town Meeting 
Members concerning Vietnam. 

In speaking on the motion, Mr. 
Ellis noted that the required num- 
ber of residents had signed a pe- 
tition to have the Selectmen in- 
clude the resolution in the war- 
rant but that it had been left out. 

Mr. Chadwick read to the Town 
Meeting from the General Laws, 
Chapter 39, Section 10 which 
states that "no action shall be val- 
id unless the subject matter there- 
of is contained in the warrant.” 

He also read from Section 15 
concerning the Town Moderator’s 
duties. Noting two court decisions 
that the Town Meeting is called 
only to consider the subjects in 
.the warrant, Mr. Chadwick said 
that the vote on the motion would 
be meaningless since the action 
would not be valid. 

The Moderator, he said, has no 
leeway with respect to the motion 
which was presented. Nothing re- 
lating to it was in the warrant 
and because of that the Town 
Meeting had no right to act upon 
it, he added. 

Therefore, he ruled, the motion 
was out of order and would be 
laid aside. 

Mr. Ellis asked why the proper- 
ly presented petition was not in- 
cluded in the warrant by the Se- 
lectmen. Mr. Chadwick replied 
that the question must be taken 
up with the Selectmen at another 
time. 

Mrs. Barbara Joslin asked for 
an appeal of the decision, however, 
Mr. Chadwick said that there was 
no appeal from a ruling of the 
chair. 

One Town Meeting Member 
rose and walked out in protest of 
the chair’s ruling. 

Mosquito Fogging 

The last article considered at 
Thursday’s session was Article 24, 
concerning an insect and mos- 
quito program. It was voted to 
take the article out of sequence 
as members of the Board of 
Health, sponsors of the article, 
had to bo out of town during the 
next session. 

Dr. Lawrence Quigley Jr. of 
the Board of Health told the meet- 
ing that the Board was coming be- 
fore the Town to seek direction in 
the program. 

Prior to the 1965 meeting, he 
said, the Board had received re- 
quests for a program. The Board 
brought a proposal for a fogging 
program to that session of the 
Town Meeting and it was denied. 

In 1968 the proponents of the 
fogging program presented an ar- 
ticle in the Town Meeting war- 
rant and the program was accept-

of the elementary schools, the 
drawing of school district lines 
and the number of children con- 
tained within these districts, Mr. 
Beekley said that there was not 
equal distribution of student pop- 
ulation among them. The rule is 
rather based upon the use of a 
half-mile radius. Busing becomes 
a problem otherwise. Mr. Hewis 
made a motion for indefinite 
postponement of Article 22. 

Town Meeting Member Otto E. 
Schaefer Jr. expressed approval 
for the acquiring of this land as 
“prudent, economic.” He stated, 
"We’re improvising, and we will 
be for the next 10 years.” Feel- 
ing that it was clear years ago 
that the Town was going to have 
trouble with elementary schools, 
he pointed to the Town’s need 
to plan ahead and that this re- 
commendation was based upon the 
best population studies that the 
Town had. 

Noting that the future cost 
would only escalate, Mr. Schaefer 
later expressed approval of tak- 
ing the land by eminent domain. 
Tho comments of School Com- 
mittee member Paul R. DelRossi 
were similar. “Regardless of the 
method,” he said, the price would 
be higher, in five yenrs probably 
over $48,000. Acquisition of the 
land is favored by the School 
Committee. 

Appended to the discussion of 
Washington School was some con- 
cern over the future of Lincoln 
School. Noting that school dis- 
trict lines were vacillating and 
arbitrary, in particular he named 
the Lincoln School area, Town 
Meeting Member G. William Car- 
ter III stated that Lincoln School 
would probably be phased out in 
a number of years. Mr. Beekley 
added that it might possibly be 
kept alive longer by a student 
population from closing parochial 
schools or perhaps ultimately to 
enlarge the new high school area. 

Eminent Domain 

As debate began to center more 
upon the subject of eminent do- 
main, Selectmen Chairman Paul 
Amico said that the Board was 
in favor o-f the eventual purchase 
of the property. They are opposed 
to its taking by eminent domain 
at this time and would prefer a 
negotiated settlement. He ques- 
ioned why the Town should use 
this method for this particular 
piece of property at this time. 
Perhaps such action would be 
more suitable in seven or eight 
years. The Bonrd recommended 
unfavorable action. 

The Finance Committee concur- 
red in opinion. Chairman Robert 
J. Grenzeback stated that the 
"casual use” of eminent domain 
was not recommended. 

Answering Town Meeting 
Member Lewis L. Wadsworth’s 
request for the Selectmen’s policy 
concerning property valuation. 
Selectman John J. Sullivan quoted 
the procedure. Following discus- 
sion of the land with various 
Town boards, the Selectmen re- 
turn to the owners with a fair 
market offer. If necessary, an ap- 
praisal is then made by a firm 
agreed upon by both parties at 
the expense of the Town. The 
Board of Selectmen then make a 
recommendation and the Town 
takes subsequent action upon it. 

It was one Town Meeting Mem- 
ber’s comment, however, that his 
land was taken by eminent do- 
main even after he and the Se- 
lectmen had agreed upon a price. 
He also pointed out the disparity 
of appraisals recently given for 
Marycliff. The Low property has 
been appraised at approximately 
$37,000. 

When a vote for indefinite post- 
ponement was taken the motion 
was killed. Moderator Harrison 
Chadwick informed the Meeting 
that the Chair still possessed two 
other motions. A brief recess was 
called while the Board of Select- 
men formulated their motion to 
acquire the option. 

Reaction to the Selectmen’s 
motion was favorable from the 
Finance Committee. It was re- 
commended that figures other 
than the stated sum of $1,000 not 
be quoted at the Town Meeting 
at this time. Acting Town Coun- 
sel Vincent Clarke reassured 
Town Meeting Members that the 
Board could spend no more than 
this $1,000, according to the mo- 
tion. 

W’hen put to the Town Meeting 
Members the motion was passed.

Approval of Article 23 was 
given after brief discussion. It

hooked again, you have three al- 
ternatives. You can go on as be- 
fore. which will cost you much an- 
guish and accomplish nothing. 
You can have Joe committed to a 
hospital for full-time psychiatric 
care, which will also accomplish 
nothing unless he goes willingly. 
Or if he won’t give up drugs, you 
can tell him okay, good-bye, you’re 
on your own. That appalls you, 
but it may be the only way. A lot 
of addicts have to hit the bottom 
of the barrel before they get any 
urge to come up again.” 

The is the pattern of the plague 
now wrecking so many quiet 
American homes — and a number 
in Britain too, of course, though 
as yet a far smaller proportion. 
There are a great many potential 
Joes in America, both male and 
female; there always have been, 
but suddenly now the wide avail- 
ability of drugs makes their ado- 
lescence a more dreadfully peril- 
ous time than it has ever been be- 
fore.

Story Appalling 

The story of young Joe’s road 
to heroin appalled innocent par- 
ents almost as much as the dis- 
covery that he was an addict. 
“Well, I started with pot, I guess. 
In ninth grade (14 years old). All 
the kids in the high school smoke 
pot — well, maybe three-quarters 
of them. Not everyone digs it, you 
know. But it’s no good saying I 
went on dope because of pot — I 
mean, I’d tried liquor first of all, 
you might as well say it was that. 

“And anyway there were all 
kinds of things around that sum- 
mer. Bennies, dexies, reds — kids 
have all kinds of pills, you just 
try the different ones for kicks. 
LSD, speed. LSD doesn’t do too 
much for me. Speed I tried now 
and then, but I don’t really dig it. 

I guess I musta tried just about 
every drug in the book. Sm*e, that 
was before you even knew I was 
using marijuana. You think kids 
all go homo and tell their parents 
hey man, I found this new high 
today . . . ? f 

“Well, then I got on dope. Her- 
oin. Junk. Ora couple other names 
I wouldn’t use in front of Mom. 
if you want to call me a junkie, 
go ahead. 1 do dope because I like 
it. I can stop any time I want to. 
I just don’t want to, that’s all. 
I mean I’m sorry it upsets you and 
all, but there it is. . . . ” 

But although Joe is claiming to 
be master of his habit, he knows 
better. Heroin is the master; it 
always is. When, after bitter ar- 
gument, he agrees to kick, he does 
not choose the experience of “cold 
turkey,” the sudden withdrawal 
which would substantiate his

Commissioned in January of 
1969, First Lieutenant Doherty 
began his tour of duty in Viet- 
nam five months later. He is 
scheduled to leave Vietnam in 
May of this year, but has extend- 
ed this term until August. He will 
complete his service with the 
Army in January of 1971. 

Having recently completed a- 
bout a week of rest and recupera- 
tion in Australia, a country which 
impressed him, he is considering 
entering law school upon dis- 
missal from the Army. He has a 
sister and a younger brother. 


The motivated teenager who has 
a particularly sturdy talent or 
interest or is fully committed to 
some ambition or activity, is un- 
likely to become involved with any 
drug but marijuana. But remem- 
ber from adolescence how many 
are instead like Joe — restless, un- 
committed, probably intelligent 
but lazy, with little sense of iden- 
tity. Today these arc* easy meat, 
in a bored and frustrated moment, 
for the friend offering a sniff of 
heroin, or a pill, an LSD-spiked 
sugar cube or a needle. And quite 
apart from the resultant total 
waste of the period in life most 
crucial to development of person- 
ality and talent, nobody yet knows 
what is to become of them. Only 
five per cent of heroin addicts 
ever fully kick their habit. There 
seem to be signs that they may 
"grow out of it” after the age of 
30 or so, hut by then a large pro- 
portion are either in prison, des- 
titute, or dead. 

And what happens next? Now 
that President Nixon has begun 
to make noises, Federal spending 
on the drug peril may begin be- 
latedly to improve. But a groat 
many more teenagers may have to 
die — as at the present rate they 
will — before state governments 
fully realize the emergency on 
their hands. 

Much more will have to be done 
on education of under-fifteens, 
treatment of addicts, rehabilita- 
tion of ex-addicts, and of course 
on the near-hopeless task of track- 
ing suppliers. One useful legal 
break may be provided by a case 
just beginning in New York: a 17- 
year-old girl voluntarily took her- 
oin and died, and the friend who 
gave it to her is being charged 
with manslaughter. 

But the end, like the beginning, 
really depends on the swing of 
fashion in teenage l>ehavior. The 
cure for the plague of heroin, and 
for that matter all drugs, rests 
ironically in the hands of those 
who can’t provide it yet: the gen- 
eration of America at present un- 
der ten years old. They may, per- 
haps, react against their prede- 
cessors and decide that drugs are 
not cool, but dumb. One cun only 
educate them und hope, fervently, 
that they do.

So Joe is clean. His parents pay 
his drug debts; he manages to 
graduate from high school; he gets 
a summer job. His friends, how- 
ever, are not clean. Within two 
months he is back on drugs; first 
amphetamines, then heroin. He 
loses his job. The psychiatrist 
puts him back on methadone; Joe 
does not swallow the methadone 
pills, but grinds them up and in- 
jects them into his arm. He kicks 
the heroin habit again, but with 
eager help of his friends contin- 
ues to feed his craving for a high 
with an assortment of pills, prob- 
ably amphetamines. 

His parents, still trying, still

Mini- Bikes 
Must Meet 
Standards 

Registrar Richard E. McLaugh- 
lin recently reminded parents and 
guardians that mini-bikes which 
do not meet the equipment require- 
ments set forth for motor vehicles 
may not be registered and are 
barred from our highways. 

“You are doing your children an 
injustice when you supply them 
with these unsafe, improperly 
equipped motor vehicles,” Mr Mc- 
Laughlin said. "Even in the few 
cases of those which do meet 
equipment requirements, the opera- 
tor, in addition to holding a motor- 
cycle learner’s permit or a valid 
motorcycle license, must wear ap- 
proved protective headgear.” 

Equipment requirements for 
mini-bikes include: 

1. An approved braking system 
capable of stopping within 30 feet 
from a speed of 20 miles per hour. 

2. SAE (Society of Automotive 
Engineers) approved tail light, 
stop light, headlamp, and plate 
light. 

3. A rear view mirror and horn. 

4. Fenders must be in place. 

5. The hot exhaust system com- 
ponents which could contact the 
operator must be suitably caged or 
screened.

Hearing On Drugs 
Conducted Here 
By Sen. Kennedy 

I estimony given on the drug problem by members of local CON- 
C.l.RN .ind other panelists participating in a field hearing conducted 
by Senator Edward M. Kennedy last Friday in Winchester will become 
part of tin: record of the special Senate Subcommittee on Alcoholism 
and Narcotics. 

Senator Kennedy, acting chairman of the subcommittee, initiated 
the recent hearings in Winchester and Lynn to provide grassroots 
information for possible new legislation dealing with prevention and 
control of drug use. 


Members of three panels, the 
first composed of Boston area 
school administrators and stalT, 
the second from Project CON- 
CERN, and the last from Mal- 
den’s ACID, exchanged remarks 
following the introductory state- 
ment given by Senator Kennedy 
to young people and adults crowd- 
ing Winchester High School’s au- 
ditorium. 

Composing the first panel were 
Earl S. Johnson Jr., a mathemat- 
ics instructor at McCall Junior 
High School. Mrs. Rose Picone, an 
Arlington High School teacher, 
Roger Aubrey, a guidance coun- 
selor at Brookline High School, 
and William Powers, superintend- 
ent of schools in Needham. Both 
Arlington and Needham have ex- 
perienced recent heroin-overdose 
deaths. 

Reiterated by several panelists 
was the need for clinics and en- 
forcement of drug restrictions. 
Superintendent Powers, quoting 
students’ statements to him that 
“you can educate us, but you 
can’t tell us what to do,” stressed 
that perspectives on drug use 
should be emphasized. Noting 
that present laws often “penalize 
unjustly,” he said that the death 
of someone close to the students 
from drugs has had some affect. 

Speaking from contact with 
students Mr. Johnson stated that 
young people were seeking ex- 
citement in the use of druga, but 


noted that this independence turns 
on itself, becoming dependence. 

CONCERN Reports 

Representatives from CON- 
CERN were Dr. Donald McLean 
and Mrs. Jean Bradley, both mem- 
bers, John Puffer, president of 
Winchester High School”s senior 
class, and Janice Richardson, a 
member of the student-to-student 
program. 

Dr. McLean outlined for the 
Senator the main areas in which 
the Winchester project was in- 
volved, those of community co- 
operation, the student-to-student 
program, retreats, and drug ad- 
diction in the schools presently 
down to the eighth grade and an- 
ticipated for the elementary level 
next year. While acknowledging 
that the age of users is steadily 
dropping, he estimated that only 
one in 20 addicts are optimistic 
about being rehabilitated and 
leading a successful life. The ad- 
vance of preventive medicine and 
growth of drug clinics are looked 
forward to with expectation. 

Mrs. Bradley noted the success 
of the recent retreat sponsored by 
CONCERN for about 30 to 35 
people. She had l>een informed by 
one participant that the experi- 
ment had eliminated “gut” feel- 
ings abhut drugs. Praise for this 
retreat was later repeated.

I. The years before: 

When I first contemplated 
smoking marijuana it was very 
easy and still is relatively easy to 
come by, and it is of course accom- 
panied by a small five dollar fee. 
This was approximately three 
years ago and at the time no on© 
had ever told me of the conse- 
quences of smoking grass and of 
getting busted. Well, I had my 
grass on the weekends, off and on, 
and never once had any scruples 
as to what could happen if I was 
ever caught, let alone what would 
happen to my mind. I knew I’d 
never get busted. 

II. The last buy: 

Almost exactly one year ago I 
was out to get my supply of grass 
for the weekend, I went out at 
night and hadn’t been smoking at 
all, this was an added safety pre- 
caution I used so as not to be 
picked up for being stoned. Well, 


I met my pusher (friend?) paid 
for and received my grass and 
was on my way home when I was 
apprehended by the authorities, 
whereby they then took me to the 
“interrogation” room for ques- 
tioning. It’s almost impossible for 
me to express on paper the feel- 
ings that went through my mind 
that brief moment and the days 
following. I was very scared and 
emotionally upset. After a brief 
period of questioning I was told 
to call my parents, you can just 
imagine how frustrating it is to 
call your parents to inform them 
that you’d just been arrested for 
“possession of marijuana.” 

III. The next clay: 

The first thing to happen was 
that I was to he dismissed from 
school for an indefinite period of 
time (two weeks). Next came the 
constant questioning by all of the 
officials involved in my “case.” I 
was also sent to numerous doc- 


tors. Once I returned to school I 
came to find that I was failing 
miserably and would have to at- 
tend summer school. I might also 
insert at this point that I was 
ostrasized by everyone except a 
few close friends and my parents. 
My parents I might add took the 
whole thing very well and rather 
than punish me for my “crime” 
they chose to help me overcome it. 
I also received invaluable help 
from an unmentionable doctor. 

IV. My day in court: 

I won’t go into any vivid details 
of what a court session is like but 
it’s a very scary experience for a 
17 year old person. Well, I was 
given a reduced sentence “Being 
in the presence of marijuana” and 
given a $100 fine and they threw 
in a permanent record that will 
hinder me for the rest of my life 
and on that record is one very 
defaming word . . . FELONY.

Four Ministers Give Resignations 
At First Congregational Church 

Members of die First Congregational Church Monday received 
loiters of resignation from all four ministers who serve the church. 

Resigning lor varying reasons were the Rev. Oliver Powell, the Rev. 
Richard (J. Diehl, the Rev. John C. Rinehart, and Associate Pastor 
Rev. Kenneth R. Henley. 


The resignations of the Rev. 
Dr. Powell and the Rev. Mr. Diehl 
become effective August 31. The 
Rev. Mr. Rinehart wishes to 
leave on July 31 and the Rev. Dr. 
Henley has offered to remain un- 
til December 31 unless the church 
members desire him to terminate 
his service earlier. 

Dr. Henley cited reasons of 
health for his resignation, “in 
light of whut is taking place, 
that is, the resignation of your 
three full-time ministers.” He 
serves as a part-time pastoral 
assistant, without pay but with 
expenses paid. 

In his letter, the Rev. Mr. Rine- 
hart notes that in leaving the 
Winchester parish, he will leave 
the ministry. Commenting on the 
decision, he cites the overwhelm- 
ing physical and mental strain 
and fatigue of the job. “This is 
a decision which has been a long 
time coming and for which the 
First Congregational Church does 
not bear the burden," ho said. 

Rev. Rinehart assumed his po- 
sition us youth m in iiler ut the 
church lust Fall. In his letter he 
noted, “It would appear that tho 


thrust and style of my ministry 
among youth is one which is not 
compatible with the major thrust 
of the body of this church at this 
time.” 

Two Conclusions 

Dr. Powell, in his letter, stated, 
"My decision is rpoted in two 
conclusions which 1 have reached. 
One is based on a realistic assess- 
ment of my ministry in this 
church; the other on an honest 
acknowledgement of who and 
where I am us a man and as a 
professional person ut this stage 
in my life.” 

"The first of these is an in- 
creasing awareness of a basic 
disparity between what I believe 
the majority of our members take 
to be the essential role and func- 
tion of their pastor and my own 
particular thrust of leadership,” 
he suid. 

Noting that he felt he had met 
the established responsibilities of 
ministering, he suid that it was 
obvious that the special attention 
he hud given to certain areas bus 
raised serious questions.

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Campus Plan 
Is Extended 
Through June 

The Winchester School Com- 
mittee voted approval to exten- 
sion of the Campus Plan to the 
end of thc current school year at 
its Monday evening session, Ap- 
ril 13. 

Action followed the presenta- 
tion of a study conducted on the 
program. A second evaluation is 
scheduled to be given to the 
School Committee at its second 
meeting in June. 

This first report is based upon 
opinions solicited frohi the facul- 
ty, students, merchants and par- 
ents. It is centered upon these 
results with no attempt made at 
this time to form u judgement on 
the program. Approximately 300 
students are now participating in 
the Cumpus Plan. 

When queried as to how teach- 
ers were spending these free per- 
iods not allotted to study hall 
supervision, instructors reported 
reserving this time primarily for 
student conferences and for pre- 
paring records and correcting 
papers. Generally they felt the 
strengths of the program lie in 
Increased student responsibility, 
enrichment of educational pro- 
grams und increased student 
morale. From approximately 70 
teachers given this questionnaire, 
45 responded. 

Students reported, there were 
171 evaluations received from 
them, that time was mostly spent 
for homework, independent study 
or reading, and on non-educution- 
al matters. Students emphasized 
that the program contributed to 
themselves personally by giving 
them greater responsibility. 

Among items noted by school 
personnel as “positive” observa- 
tions were that students would 
not have the opportunity to take 
mini-courses if it were not for 
the Campus Plan, that the circu- 
lation of bocks in the high school 
library has not been affected.

The report deals with the condi- 
tion of public education in the 
Commonwealth, Dr. Gibson said. 

Education is a state operation. 
Dr. Gibson said, noting that in 
the Commonwealth educational 
decisions have become locally en- 
trenched with a higher degree of 
parochialism. 

This has caused inequalities of 
educational opportunities, he ad- 
ded. 

His committee was studying 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion for three reasons, Dr. Gib- 
son said. Among these were that 
the structure of the Department 
had been changed; that there was 
a new commissioner and ways 
were needed to help him; and 
that the executive branch of the 
state government was being re- 
organized and by May 1971 a 
secretary for educational affairs 
would handle budget matters. 

Report 

Commenting on his committee’s 
report, Dr. Gibson said they felt 
a strong state department of edu- 
cation was needed and that the 
best from local boards and the 
state should be drawn together 
to advance the quality of educa- 
tion. 

A strong state department, he 
noted, could become a leadership 
and service agency, delivering 
specialized services to schools 
that don’t have them, 
j Stating that the League could 
help in the fight to improve edu- 
cation, Dr. Gibson said that his 
committee would call on citizens 
to organize a committee on qual- 
ity education to initiate a dia- 
logue on what quality is in edu- 
cation and how to achieve it. 

The people will have to talk 
about goals and will have to 
move the legislature to implem- 
ent the goals, he said.

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More Men Are 
“At Leisure"' 

In The County 

In Middlesex County, a signifi- 
cant proportion of the able-bodied 
male population above the age of 
14 is, by choice, not going to school, 
not working and not seeking or 
wanting work. 

In the last 10 years, the numher 
of local people in this inactive cate- 
gory has risen considerably. 

It is part and parcel of the trend 
all across the country, according to 
the latest figures from the De- 
partment of Commerce arid the 
Labor Department. 

Most of these non-workers are 
retired people who have sufficient 
wherewithal or sources of income 
to enable them to lead lives of 
leisure. Some others, of course, 
are neither self-supporting nor in- 
terested in working. They repre- 
sent a small portion of the total, 
however. 

Of Middlesex County’s male 
population over 14, the number of 
persons in the non-work class is 
estimated at 59,200, as compared 
with the total 10 years ago, 43,518. 

Nationally, there are some 8,500,- 
000 in this non-school, non-work 
group, a sharp increase over the 
6,800,000 in 1960. 

Much of it is attributed to the 
fact that more men are retiring 
when they reach 65. Only one- 
fourth of them continue to work 
beyond that age. 

Of Middlesex County’s male pop- 
ulation over 65, the number who 
have retired has increased greatly 
since 1960, when the total was 
29,537. 

The major factor in enabling 
people to retire, in many cases 
before reaching 65, is the rapid 
rise ia private and public pension 
programs in recent years. 

The Institute of Life Insurance 
reports that almost 44.5 million 
Americans were covered under 
such programs, other than social 
security, last year, a gain of 1.6 
million in one year. 

In addition, the non-work pop- 
ulation has other sources of in- 
come, in varying measure. These 
often include interest on savings, 
life insurance annuities, unemploy- 
ment insurance, social security and 
veterans benefits. 

As to the proportion of non-wor- 
kers in the local male population, 
the latest figures place it at about 
13 per cent. In 1960 it was 10 per- 
cent. 

Nationally, by way of compari- 
son, the average is 14 per cent.

Ton works from the date a Fed- 
eral income tax return culling; for a 
refund is mailed, the taxpayer 
should have either his check or a 
letter explaining: why it ia held up.

A taxpayer who has not henrd 
about his refund should, therefore, 
wait 10 weeks before writing- IRS. 
Most taxpayers will find their in- 
quiry unnecessary if they wait this 
long-. Mr. Williams said. 

.Millions of tax returns are han- 
dled every filing season at the 
North Atlantic Service Center 
which serves Massachusetts tax- 
payers. That many returns make it 
practically impossible to locate a 
particular return and to answer 
any question about it until process- 
ing cycles are complete. 

If it does become necessary to 
write, the taxpayer should indicate 
where and when he filed his return 
and give his name, address and So- 
cial Security number, Mr. Williams 
said.

Mr. Kennedy, a British writer and TV commen- 
tator, has recently traveled completely around the 
world meeting Americans living and working in 
other countries and has here recorded his and their 
opinion of each other. Fairly enough, when he speaks 
at length with an interesting interviewee, he and we 
are aware of the person, not the nationality, where- 
as in describing types (such as the American mili- 
tary) his emphasis is definitely on the point of or- 
igin. And this holds true for congregates of any 
nation.

People everywhere know that drugs are sold in 
the halls of Winchester schools — that you can 
“get anything by the end of the day except her- 
oin and that might take a day or two.”

“It seems like every day more kids are turn- 
ing on," John Puffer, president of the WHS sen- 
ior class said at the hearing.

They’ll try to get students to stop using drugs, 
but if they’re not pushing, only using, they won't 
take them to court. 


That W inchester does indeed have a drug 
problem was brought to the attention of the na- 
tion Friday as Senator Ted Kennedy held a 
hearing on drug abuse in the Winchester High 
School to gather information for the Special 
Sub-Committee on Alcoholism and Narcotics. 


The sub-committee will be hearing testimony 
in Washington shortly on a bill which Senator 
Kennedy is co-sponsoring with Senator Harold 
Hughes | D-Iowa i. who is the chairman of the 
sub-committee. The bill is titled the Federal 
Drug Abuse Dependence Prevention, Treatment 
and Rehabilitation Act of 1970. 


A Trans-World airline stewardess quotes foreign- 
ers as feeling that Americans abroad are quite dif- 
ferent from Americans at home. There seems to be 
a lack of security among tourists, a fear of being 
short-changed (and they usually are) and a need to 
stick together for safety. English tourists are much 
the same, except that instead of attracting attention 
to themselves, they tend to ignore the natives. One 
nice point is Mr. Kennedy’s conclusion that admin- 
istrative American civilians in backward countries 
are much the same as were the British civil servants 
in India. Another often repeated commentary is that 
Americans cannot see with the eyes of other peo- 
ples, but then the converse is equally true. 


Publicity is always attendant upon Senator 
Kennedy, and this occasion was no exception. 
People across the country heard Winchester 
High School students tell some pretty shocking 
things about what it’s like here. We were re- 
ported in all the media as an affluent community 
with a drug problem. 

People everywhere are now cognizant of the 
fact that there were two rooms at W inchester 
High School where marijuana was smoked until 
the faculty found out and closed the rooms. 


“Slowly but steadily the age of the user is 
dropping down,” Dr. Donald E. McLean of CON- 
CERN told the hearing. 

— These are statements that have placed Win- 
chester in the limelight regarding the drug prob- 
lem. We no longer can go around saying “It 
doesn't happen here” or “Not my child.’* 

Let's not look at Winchester through rose- 
colored glasses. Let's face what’s happening and 
do something. 


Surprisingly enough, American Negroes are looked 
down on not only in India (where they consider In- 
dians “dark-skinned white supremacists”) but also in 
Africa. One self-searching American professor in Af- 
rica confessed, “I have a black body and a white 
mind” Yet Mr. Kennedy, witnessing the happy union 
of an American white man, a Japanese woman, and 
their child, sees hope ... “I thought then, as I 
have since, this is how it could be and should be, and 
ultimately, if there is to be peace on earth, how it 
will have to be. We must be encouraged to inter- 
mingle, intermarry, interbreed; and when we have 
done it long enough, in perhaps a thousand or two 
thousand years’ time, we shall all be as one . . . 
But right now the block panthers and white panthers 
and yellow panthers are with us, trembling with the 
knowledge of their own inadequacies, prisoners of 
the ghetfos of their minds, vibrant with fear and 
hate; and, oh God, the bloodshed and degradations 
and horrors we shall all have to live through first!”

ly thought to he a pleasurable activity, or a 
social or business necessity. It is a paradox that 
the public should take so clear a stand on drug 
use, and miss entirely the logic of applying the 
same stiff action against the dangers of drink. 
Researchers on alcoholism have been stressing 
how analogous it is to modern drugs. Contin- 
ued drinking, they say, can lead to physical ad- 
diction which the victim cannot control. 


The nation's sudden stand against heroin anti 
other drugs contrasts with its apathy toward al- 
coholism — also a form of drug dependence with 
grave personal anti social effects. 

It was reported this past week that alcoholism 
is an even more serious problem than was 
thought. Only a few months ago Dr. Roger O. 
Egeberg. Assistant Secretary for Health. Educa- 
tion. anti Welfare, said there were b.o millon 
problem drinkers in the United States. On the 
bash of this figure, alcoholism was the number 
one national health challenge. 

But now researchers at George \V ashington 
University have estimated that there are a third 
more problem drinkers than was previously 
thought. They put the number at nine million, 
with other millions on the borderline of serious 
alcohol addiction. 


It can be argued, perhaps, that militancy 
against drugs other than alcohol is more urgent 
because such are a comparatively new threat, or 
because it affects a younger generation which 
has not yet reached an age of full responsibility 
for its own acts. 


The American Navy conjures up mixed reactions 
in Mr. Kennedy — admiration for its system of legal 
justice and incredulity about prohibition of liquor 
on board ship. When an admiral states that if alco- 
hol was allowed, he doubted the Navy would hold 
up for five years, since a lot of people wouldn't be 
able to take it, “I thought, this is incredible, this man 
is saying that American naval officers can discipline 
themselves in everything except drink, that while 
their British, French, Italian and German counter- 
parts can all manuge to drink to excess, they cannot 
... to have to admit you don’t carry drink aboard 
because you can’t trust yourself to handle it is — 
for a people who set such a store on manliness — a 
humiliating admission of self-defeat.” The Army 
doesn't fare too well either and the A.F.N. programs 
make Mr. Kennedy positively apoplectic (though he 
can’t resist turning them on to torture himself). 


But this does not hold up as an excuse for 
inaction against alcohol. Adults seem either 
hypocritical of inconsistent to inveigh against 
one form of artificial mental stimulant while in- 
dulging in another. Consistency in disapproval 
would only help the case against both alcohol 
and the other lethal drugs.

The public is of course familiar with the sta- 
tistics on alcoholism's toll. American business 
loses $2 billion in inefficiency and absenteeism. 
Half the nation's auto deaths involve drinking 
drivers. And so on. 

Yet it is only fair to say that alcohol and its 
abuses do not get anywhere near the open and 
sharp puhlie reaction they deserve. This may 
of course be because using alcohol is still widc-

Moderator 
Suggests Advance 
Study Of 
Budget Change 

Editor of the Star: 

In the issue of the Star for April 
9th there was a very interesting 
letter by Mr. Nelson C. Lees of 15 
Old Lyme Road relating to a new 
budget process for the Town. 

Mr. Lees suggests that it might 
be possible for the Town to con- 
struct its annual budget in the 
same manner that business, or 
those individuals who have one, 
arrange theirs. Some of the states 
and municipalities have been in- 
vestigating what is known as a 
program budget. This provides that 
the programs to be financed will 
be fitted in accordance with their 
respective priorities into the total 
amount of revenue anticipated to 
be received by the political entity. 
TbiSj, approach is an alternate to 
the line item budget commonly 
used in government today wherein 
the needs of a political entity are 
determined by appropriation and 
the revenue to cover the total is a 
matter for later tax adjustment. 

In his last paragraph, Mr. Lees 
asks whether a program budget 
would be binding upon all sections 
of the Town budget. Under State 
law, I must report that the school 
budget cannot be bound by the 
action of the Town Meeting. To 
handle the remainder of the Town 
budget on the basis of program 
budgeting would take considerable 
advance planning and a vote of in- 
structions from the Town Meeting 
to bring it about. 

In conclusion, I do feel there is 
room for improvement in our bud- 
geting process but I feel advance 
study by a Town committee, such 
as the Town Government Study 
Committee, should be undertaken 
as the first step.

New Plan 
For Students 

Editor of the Star: 

In spite of a recent Boston Globe 
poll showing student opinion to the 
contrary, a number of Winchester 
High School students feel thut the 
present educational system is some- 
thing less than satisfactory. To im- 
prove it, these WHS students have 
been constructing new outlines for 
educution, through discussions with 
fellow students, administrators, 
and teachers. One of their outlines 
for change appears below. 

As presently composed, Winches- 
ter schools offer little incentive to 
the student for learning at his max- 
imum rate. In s^ite of a tracking 
system, the range of individual 
abilities in a classroom is very 
large; consequently, the rute of 
learning tends to be that of the 
slowest common denominator. The 
ideal, of course, is to let each stu- 
dent progress at his own pace — but 
the question is, can any workable 
plan be devised to permit self-pac- 
ing, and simultaneously, to moti- 
vate the student so that he does in 
fact proceed as rapidly as he can? 

These difficulties can be over- 
come. The solution is simple: pro- 
vide an ‘escape’ from each class, 
once a student is able to demon- 
strate that he or she understands 
the material covered in the course. 
A student who wanted to learn 
math as quickly and completely as 
he could — to get it over with — 
would be rewarded with freedom 
under this plan instead of having 
to plod through nine months of the 
subject. After passing a test, he 
would receive credit for the course, 
and be free during thut period for 
the rest of the year. 


One argument immediately aris- 
es — that such an escape would 
reward only the gifted students. 
This objection does not hold up un- 
der examination. Substantial num- 
ber of lower level students are 
where they are because they are un- 
motivated — not because they are 
less gifted. They are unmotivated 
l>ecause they have never felt re- 
warded by learning. The system 
proposed here would be ideal for 
these students especially; it would 
give them a reward for exercising 
the latent abilities they possess. 
Those students who truly are less 
capable, however (and for those 
who are very capable), tests of 
varying degrees of difficulty could 
be given. In this way, no group of 
students would be discriminated 
against. 

As the year progressed under 
this system, some nice things would 
happen. In each class more and 
more of the hard-working students 
would pass and leave the course. 
As the number of students in the 
class dwindled, the teacher would 
be able to spend more time assist- 
ing the remaining students. These 
students, moreover, would be the 
ones who needed his guidance most. 

A further benefit would accrue. 
Highly motivated and/or talented 
students would be able to pursue 
any special interests they had, by 
enrolling in a new class of their 
choice when they had finished the 
old. None of them, however, would 
be forced to take such a class. Stu- 
dents who decide to opt for freedom 
under this plan should be entitled 
to have it — they will have earned 
it. 

This proposal is an outline and 
nothing more. It is just one of sev- 
eral now being drawn up by WHS 
students for presentation to the 
school administrators and the Win- 
chester School Committee. It is our 
hope that by presenting construc- 
tive alternatives to Winchester’s 
present school system that we may 
persuade them, and you, of ways 
to make education more enjoyable 
and effective.

Contract Matter 


Is Brought 
To Courts 


Editor of the Star: 

“What Price GloryT Glory Glory 
Hallelujah!” 

The past week has given us ex- 
amples of what the people of these 
United States will do with no 
thought of obeying laws which 
have been on the law books ever 
since the Constitution has been the 
greatest document ever written for 
the rights and freedom of the citi- 
zens of this country of ours. 

School teachers in the City of 
Woburn, even though they had no 
right to strike, walked off the job 
and closed most of the public 
schools, a fine example to the chil- 
dren whom the teachers ought to 
show the law abiding way. The let- 
ter carriers and workers in the 
postal system of the United States 
walked off their jobs when they 
had no right to strike. Last year 
at New Bedford the teachers were 
fined $50,000 for not obeying the 
law and what a protest went up. 

This country has no respect for 
the law and its inhabitants are 
responsible for the condition which 
exists. The School Committee of 
Winchester, a law unto themselves, 
feel that the members of said 
School Committee are in the same 
category. If one’s foresight is as 
good as its hindsight, one would 
not be kicked for a damsight. 

The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts created the School Committee 
in 1836 for the purpose of running 
the public schools and through the 
years they have done an excellent 
job, but the Legislature is supreme 
in granting power to the School 
Committees of the State. A bonus 
for an M.A. degree which in Win- 
chester amounts to $500 per year 
has not had the approval of the 
legislature and it is not subject to 
bargaining by the unions. This bo- 
nus was increased from $-100 per 
year to $500 by the Personnel 
Board this past year, which is il- 
legal. 

The Winchester School Commit- 
tee even gave the present Superin- 
tendent a raise of $5,000 before his 
status in the Winchester Public 
Schools has been settled. He was 
fired by the preceding School Com- 
mittee and the first thing which 
the new School Committee did was 
to nullify said firing and reinstated 
him as Superintendent thus giving 
him tenure by extending his term 
to end in 1971. This is now being 
tested in the Middlesex Superior 
Court where a Petition for a Man- 
damus will be heard in the next 
week or two. The question is one 
of law, setting forth whether or 
not the present School Committee 
can abrogate the firing of said 
Superintendent by the preceding 
School Committee. 

The only case in the reports from 
the Supreme Judicial Court of Mas- 
sachusetts is the case of Inhabi- 
tants of School District Number 
Six in Natick vs. Edwin C. Morse 
et al, 78 Mass., 61 in an action of 
trespass, 1848. As it is the only 
case on the point in controversy, it 
becomes the leading case in point;

Building Laws

That case was one of Trespass, 
meaning that the succeeding School 
Committee cannot change a con- 
tract or nullify it against a school 
teacher who was duly carrying out 
his contract to teach school and 
he was prevented from so doing 
by being locked out from the school 
by the succeeding District School 
Committee. The General School 
Committee raised a window, got 
into the school and the teacher 
went about his business of teach- 
ing, but the District School Com- 
mittee locked the window and 
again refused to let said school 
teacher into the school: so the 
General School Committee broke 
a window, adjacent to door, I'eaeh- 
ed in and unlocked the door and the 
teacher was confused and went 
home. The court found the defend- 
ants not guilty of trespass and 
rendered the opinion cited above. 

The School Committee, because 
Town Counsel Mullen is at home 
recovering from a lost leg for 
which we send our sincere sympa- 
thy and hope that he will return 
in a short time, did not retain re- 
tired Town Counsel Vincent P. 
Clarke who has filled for Counsel 
Mullen, but another Attorney who 
was a former resident of Winches- 
ter, Special Town Counsel Douglas 
A. Randall of Quincy. 

Now that we are all squared 
away on a “Cause Celebre” which 
may take us to the Supreme Judi-

guidance counselors and English 
teachers feel students are assum- 
ing greater responsibility for 
keeping appointments than previ- 
ously. 

Among those items given as

cafeteria staff of noise and gen- 
eral uncleanliness there, com- 
plaints by the janitorial staff of 
more damage and uncleanliness 
in the building, general problems 
during the lunch period, the opin- 
ion that the majority of students 
are not taking advantage of mini- 
courses or other educational op- 
portunities, the continued problem 
of smoking, and some complaints 
of difficulty in contacting stu- 
dents. 

Community Reaction 

Generally favorable comments 
were received from the Police 
Department, public library and 
churches. Opinions from mer- 
chants were mixed. Of 13 con- 
sulted, eight registered no com- 
plaints, while five were negative 
and five were “intellctually op- 
posed to the whole concept.” Six 
stores felt that students had not 
interfered with their business in 
any way, while six felt that 
their’s had been. 

From a sampling of parents 
who have signed Campus Plan 
Contracts the Parent Faculty As- 
sociation ( P.F. A.) noted that 89 
would still allow their child to 
participate, while 32 would not. 
Twelve were undecided. The ex- 
cutive group of the P.F.A. with 
15 in attendance voted 13 for 
continuance of the Campus Plan 
and two opposed. 

Besides providing time for in- 
dividual study and relaxation by 
students, the Campus Plan has 
offered mini-courses. Difficulty 
with co-ordinating these classes 
with student’s free time is sup- 
posed to have diminished partici- 
pation in them. A third idea is 
to bring in people from the com- 
munity to speak on various topics. 

A list of such volunteers and 
their areas of specialization is 
currently being prepared. 

As of March 30 Campus Plan 
privileges had been revoked for 
15 students. This simply means 
that the students must return to I 
study hall. 

Presenting the study to the 
School Committee was Vincent E. 
I.arocco, an assistant principal at 
the Senior High School. On the 
concluding page of the study he 
reports under “Observations of 
an Administrator,” I have seen 
this one attempt at broadening 
education as a challenge as large 
as life itself and yet so small in 
the total picture of education 
that its very possibilities over- 
whelm me. . . . With all my con- 
tinued reservations, and with the 
rough road which lies ahead, I 
sincerely feel that we can’t go 
back for the Campus Plan has 
opened too many avenues to be 
explored, too many avenues 
which eventually will lead to the 
education of the individual 
rather than the group.” 

While Mr. Larocco reports that 
the program is “operating on a 
shoe string,” the principal ex- 
pense is time, that of faculty and 
administrators, participating stu- 
dents, and the involved communi- 
ty. 

Representative of the student 
body wu3 Phil Sampson, presi- 
dent of Student Council, who pre- 
dicted that the values of the pro- 
gram would get better as time 
went on. He said that students 
felt they were being treated with 
“a little more maturity” and that 
it provided an opportunity to be- 
come better acquainted with 
teachers and administrators. 

High School Principal Dr. W. 
Howard Niblock calls the Campus 
Plan “basically an educational ex- 
periment.” While acknowledging 
the difficulties of administration 
and the fact that double sessions 
may still be inevitable consider- 
ing statistics, he is generally 
pleased with the operation of the 
program at present. 


In other business acted upon by 
the School Committee, approval 
was given to Dr. Richard B. Law- 
rance’s motion to officially rescind 
the moratorium of August 5, 

1969, which declared a complete 
moratorium on Personal Services 
Budget commitments, including 
the replacement of stuff and sal- 
ary increases. 

Under personnel matters, the 
Committee granted longevity sti- 
pends to those teachers who give 
prior notice of retirement to the 
School Committee. This sum is 
$500 per year. Favorable vote 
was given to the candidate for 
elementary guidance counselor, 
providing the third of four 
. scheduled to be available in the 
school system by September, 

1970. 

Participants in the summer 
Curriculum Council, ulready bud- 
getted, were also approved. At 
this point, Assistant Superinten- 
dent of Personnel Henry B. Perry 
reported, about $18,000 of the 
$26,000 budgetted for the pro- 
gram has been committed. They 
will formulate programs to be 


used in the new high school and 
to be tested at. the Senior High 
School in the next two years. 

Superintendent’s Report 

From the superintendent’s re- 
port Dr. Donald A. Klemer stated 
that attempts were being made 
by science teachers to conduct 
appropriate classroom discussions 
on Earth Day, April 22. This day 
fnlls during students’ spring va- 
cation. 

Superintendent Klemer also in- 
formed Committee members that 
Stoneham was applying with 
Winchester for a federal grant to 
be used for the planning of a 
programmed budget, and concern- 
ing the school lunch program, 
that Winchester was close to the 
median in a recent community 
rating of both hot and cold lun- 
ches. 

The possibility of offering a 
self-supporting two week geology 
program this summer in connec- 
tion with Winchester Trails is 
being discussed with Town Comp- 
troller James Costello. This is 
due to budget cuts in the pro- 
gram which were made in the 
School Committee Budget for 
1970-1971. 

Election of the chairman and 
vice chairman, an item of busi- 
ness on the April 13 agenda, was 
postponed until all committee 
members can be present. Mem- 
bers Paul R. DelRossi and Ste- 
phen B. Parkhurst were not in 
attendance at Monday’s meeting. 

The next regularly scheduled 
meeting of the School Committee 
is planned for Monday, April 27. 
Matters anticipated on this agen- 
da include approval of the school 
calendar, a music study report, 
the Muraco School evaluation by 
the Harvard group, smoking in 
the High School, attendance at 
the Regional Vocational School 
by children of faculty members, 
and a full status report on drug 
education. Also planned for dis- 
cussion is redistricting, which will 
focus mainly on the junior high 
schools, and Parkhurst, Lincoln, 
Noonan and Mystic Schools.

These areas were: Involvement 
of the church with issues of so- 
ciety; concern that worship forms 
should be conducted in the lan- 
guage and style of contemporary 
life; concern for the mission of 
the church beyond its walls; and 
a readiness for experimentation. 

“The above emphases which are 1 
| priorities in my ministry, have 
! been welcomed by some, but it is 
clear that the larger number of 
members feel that such emphases 
have diverted the church from 
its main-line business and have 
caused reduced financial support, 
a decline in church attendance, 
etc.,” Dr. Powell said. 

The Rev. Mr. Diehl cited two 
recent developments which trig- 
gered his decision to resign. 
These were the resignation of Dr. 
Powell and a questioning of his 
own ministry to the community. 

He says, “The second develop- 
ment has been a questioning of 
my ministry to the community. 
The subtle withdrawal of funds 
from our missionary programs, 
the cuts in budget, the insistence 
that my job description is a lux- 
ury for the church, bears out the 
rift between my priorities and 
the church’s. I regret that my 
former ministry here was defined 
so rigidly that when we attempt- 
ed to offer other leadership this 
ministry was often misunder- 
stood.” 

Rev. Diehl also expressed sev- 
eral concerns regarding the treat- 
ment of the church custodial and 
secretarial staffs; the difficulty of 
the congregation in accepting a 
“team” ministry; and the im- 
patience and lack of openness of 
the church and the community. 

Senior Deacon Frank M. Gun- 
by Jr. said yesterday: 

“Along with most members of 
our Church, I was surprised and 
saddened by the announced resig- 
nation of our ministers. 

“As with many churches these 
days, ours has differences of opiu- 
ion in our congregation and be- 
tween segments of the congrega- 
tion and the ministerial staff. 
Considering the history of our 
Church and our 2,000 members, 
it would be unusual if this were 
not so. 

“As Senior Deacon of the 
Church, I have to apologize to the 
ministers for not being more a- 
ware of their problems. I had 
and still have the utmost respect 
for these men and respect their 
reasons for the action taken by 
them. 

“A special church meeting is 
being called for next Monday at 
which time, I hope, we will have 
some honest soul searching by 
all factions of the Church. The 
results of this meeting will prob- 
ably chart the course of our 
church for the next several yeurs, 
and is, therefore, of utmost im- 
portance to us all.”

Robert Armstrong spoke in 
favor of the substitute motion, 
noting the increase in cost of 
manning the station. 

Kendall Spencer suggested that 
both motions be approved as the 
Town needs both the report and 
the stntion. 

Moderator Chadwick noted that 
to do this, it would he necessary 
to vote down the substitute mo- 
tion, vote in favor of the main 
motion, and then move the sub- 
stitute motion again as a separate 
motion. 

After further discussion, the 
substitute motion was defeated. 
Following that, Leroy Long, 
chairman of the Permanent Buil- 
ding Committee, suggested that 
the $5,000 for the plans ought to 
be doubled. An amendment to 
that effect was made by Richard 
Lawrance and was defeated. 

The main motion was then 
passed. After that, Mr. Spencer 
proposed the substitute motion 
as a separate motion, amending 
it that the report be in the hands 
of the Town Meeting Members 
two weeks before the next special 
or annual Town Meeting after 
August 15, 1970. 


Moderator Chadwick then an- 
nounced a motion by the Board 
of Selectmen for reconsideration 
of Article 22 concerning the Low 
property. The motion to recon- 
sider was passed. 

The substitute motion called 
for the property to be purchased 
for approximately $40,284. The 
original assessment was for $37,- 
500 and the increase allows for 
eight per cent as an inflation 
figure. 

The motion was passed. 


Drugs 


Considered next was Article 
36, the report of the Town Gov- 
ernment Study Committee. 

Edward Hicks, speaking for 
that Committee, briefly outlined 
the projects with which his com- 
mittee had been involved during 
the year. The report was accept- 
ed. 

A motion was then proposed 
to appropriate $10,000 for the 
hiring of a consultant to study 
Town structure to suggest pos- 
sible ways of operating more 
efficiently. 

The motion was passed. 


Under Article 37, the Perma- 
nent Building Committee for the 
library addition, for the fire sta- 
tion renovations, for the Mary- 
cliff acquisition, and for the study 
of the Cutting House were dis- 
banded. 

The Central Business Study 
Committee was voted an exten- 
sion for one year and it was 
moved to have the Personnel 
Board study collective bargain- 
ing. 

A motion to form a committee 
to study other ways of disposing 
of waste material and to study 
possible rental of incinerator 
time to other towns was lost. 

The motion had been suggested 
by the Finance Committee. It was 
pointed out by the Board of Se- 
lectmen that the incinerator must 
be in proper working order be- 
fore being overloaded. 


The final article concerned a 
proposal to move funds into the 
Stabilization Fund in order to 
reduce the future tax levy. The 
motion was passed.

Describing some young people's 
attitudes toward drugs as “hon- 
ey” in a dreary life. Miss Rich- 
ardson predicted that an inves- 
tigation into the basic education 
system should be made. For some 
users, she said, either the danger 
doesn’t seem real, they don’t think 
about it, or they don't care. 

Estimating the availability of 
drugs, John Puffer quoted “the 
end of the school day” for most 
forms, with heroin requiring 
about one to two days. He feels 
that if only one young person is 
saved, a drug program will have 
its reason for existence. He urg- 
ed administrators and persons in- 
terested in drugs to be honest and 
straightforward with young peo- 
ple, so that they may he trusted. 
He also said that Dr. McLean was 
the “first person kids turn to for 
help.” When trying to present a 
case for non-use of drugs the class 
president recommended emphasiz- 
ing the danger of hard drugs and 
the penalties of laws regarding 
them. Responding to Senator Kc*n- 
nedy’s question, he stated that the 
legalization of drugs would prob- 
ably only “even out” their use. 

ACID Is Consutled 

Under the direction of Father 
Bernard Lane, Malden’s project 
ACID, Adolescent Counseling In 
Drugs, provides group therapy 
and some rehabilitation for drug 
users. It has operated on total 
funds of $30,000, $10,000 of which 
derives from^the state. 

Besides Father Lane the three 
remaining members of this final 
panel were 17-and-18-year-old 
drug users. Their testimony con- 
sisted of recounts of personal ex- 
periences as users. 

Response by young people in 
the audience to Senator Kenne- 
dy’s invitation to address or ques- 
tion the assembly was enthusias- 
tic. He invited anyone who wished 
to direct information on this top- 
ic to him, to write care of the 
U.S. Senate. 

Kennedy’s Statement 

“America in the ’70’s is a drug 
society.” This remark formed 
part of the Senator’s prepared ad- 
dress prefacing panel discussions. 
Referring to drugs, he said, 
“These are the substances which 
destroy our young people’s minds 
and bodies and respect for law 
and even their lives. These are 
the substances which by their na- 
ture turn an adventure into a 
compulsive habit, a craving which 
must be satisfied at any cost, even 
if it requires stealing money, or 
selling drugs to others for profit. 
“The estimated number of addicts 
in the nation is now 120,000. As 
many as one-tenth of these may 
be in the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. We had four deaths 
from heroin overdoses in 1968, 
nearly 40 in 1969, and 100 other 
‘heroin-related deaths. The aver- 
age of users has dropped from 27 
to 21 in Boston since 1965, and in 
some communities over half the 
young people in high school are 
experimental drug users.” 

The subcommittee which Sen- 
ator Kennedy chairmans is at- 
tempting to formulate legislation 
providing a “rational and coor- 
dinated attack” cm drug abuse. 
He emphasizes four dimensions, 
enforcement, education, rehabili- 
tation, and research. He claims 
that the recently passed Senate* 
bill was not the “cure-all” for this 
problem that has been advertised, 
it merely “restructured the fed- 
eral enforcement machinery.” 

“Right now drug rehabilitation 
in the United States is a joke. The 
federal government is spending 
only $10 million nationwide for 
community assistance — enough 
to meet our needs in this state 
alone. 

“Individual efforts are frag- 
mented and competitive. Because 
different programs are vying for 
limited money, they downgrade 
oaeh other and all suffer.” 

Based upon such information 
as was supplied in personal re- 
counts here in Winchester and in 
Lynn on Saturday, the subcom- 
mittee will now attempt to attack 
drug abuse in the educutionul, re- 
habilitational, and research fields.

Attention Now 

During Spring Clean-Up opera- 
tions at your home, watch out for 
trouble causing electrical defects. 

Catching and correcting such de- 
fects may very well save your 
home from fire, says Fire Chief I. 
Francis Amico, because National 
Fire Protection Association statis- 
tics show electrical defects are the 
third most frequent cause of dwell- 
ing fires. 

These are important points to 
check: 

1. Frayed insulation and loose 
connections on lamp, appliance and 
extension cords are danger signals. 
Repairing — like taping over fray- 
ed insulation, for example — is 
risky. Replace the cord and be safe. 
Check not only the cords that are 
out in the poen, but also those 
under sofas and behind beds and 
bureaus where a fault can go un- 
detected. 

2. Cords under rugs are fire-in- 
viters. Traffic and vacuuming over 
the spot will wear and fray cord 
insulation to the breakdown point. 
Take immediate steps to correct 
this situation if it exists in your 
home. Find another and safe way 
to reach the outlet, or better still, 
have a qualified electrician install 
a new outlet to serve the lamp or 
appliance. 

3. Rigging extension cords over 
nails and hooks in the basement, 
attic or garage, or tacking them 
along baseboards anywhere in the 
house, is a hazardous practice — 
but you probably know this. Do 
you also know that any continuous 
use of extension cords is a poor 
and risky substitute for permanent 
wiring? The solution is to bring 
the electrical service in your home

4. For a final electrical safety 
job, check out the fuse box.. in. the 
basement. Get rid of the burned 
out fuses, and make sure you are 
using only 15 amp. fuses except on 
special circuits designed for heavi- 
er loads.

Brush Fires, 
Other Incidents 
Keep Force Busy 


Church Accepts 
Resignations 
Of 3 Ministers 


Selectmen Appoint 
Thomas E, Kennedy 
Police Se rgeant 


Monday’s April showers damp- 
ened the splurge of brush and de- 
bris fires which kept the Win- 
chester Fire Department busy 
throughout the weekend. They al- 
so responded to an early Saturday 
morning automobile fire and a fire 
at a Central Street residence. 

A 5 a.m. alarm at Cox and 
Johnson Roads brought Engine 4 
and the Rescue Truck to a Valley- 
wood Circle home Saturday, April 
18. Lieutenant Bernard F. Stygles 
was in charge. The interiors of 
two vehicles, one a 1970 model, the 
other an unregistered '57 car, 
were ablaze. 

At 5:09 a.m. another box call 
augmented the Fire Department’s 
equipment with Engine 2, the 
Auxiliary Ladder Truck and 
Chief’s Car. Police aroused the 
resident* of the home, while fire- 
fighters managed to keep the 
flames from spreading to the ga- 
rage nearby. Damage to the in- 
teriors of the automobiles has 
been reported as total. 

Later that evening at 6:32 p.m. 
a fire at the home of Vincent Vis- 
conti of 29 Central Street resulted 
in damage only to the second floor 
level following the response of the 
Fire Department. 

Engines 2 and 3 and the Ladder 
and Rescue Trucks answered the 
box alarm. Captain David N. Dal- 
ton was in charge. Woburn equip- 
ment was called to the station to 
cover while Winchester apparatus 
answered this and other calls.

Following the appointment, the 
Board held a petroleum license 
hearing for a gas station permit 
on Main Street. George Whitten, 
who filed the application for the 
permit, was represented at the 
hearing by Bradford Whitten. 

The Board also heard an appli- 
cation for a used car dealer's li- 
cense at the same location as that 
of the gas station permit request- 
This was filed by Gerald Shapiro. 

Attorney William Speers Jr. 
represented the Whittens at the 
hearing. 

Previous Refusal 

Previously the Selectmen had 
refused an application by Mr. 

Whitten for a gas station permit 
at the Main Street location which 
is currently occupied by a car 
wash that is no longer operating. 

A possible traffic hazard was cit- 
ed as the reason for that refusal, 

Selectmen Chairman Ralph Swan- 
son noted at Monday’s meeting. 

Mr. Shapiro explained that he 
wished to operate the car wash 
in conjunction with a used car 
dealership, perhaps in the future 
expanding to a foreign car dealer- 
ship at which time ho would phase 
out the car wash. 

Attorney Speers noted that the 
Board could possibly oppose the 
petroleum license on the basis of 
the fire safety control laws with 
regard to the safety of the tanks. 

He noted, however, that Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico had ap- 
proved the safety of the tanks. 

Following the comments of At- 


AU four ministers who serve 
the church, the Rev. Dr. Oliver 
Powell, the Rev. Richard Diehl, 
the Rev. John Rinehart and the 
Rev. Dr. Kenneth Henley last 
week had submitted their resig- 
nations to the congregation.

Opening the meeting, Mr. Ro- 
zelle commented on the polariza- 
tion of the church and called on 
Frank Gunby Jr., Senior Deacon, 
to report on a meeting held by 
the Church Committee. 

Mr. Gunby noted that the 
Church Committee had voted to 


move that the congregation ac- 
cept the resignations "with sin- 
cerest regret.’’ 

It was then moved to substitute 
a motion giving Dr. Powell a vote 
of confidence from the congrega- 
tion. 

Following discussion, it was 
moved to amend the main motion 
to accept the resignations of all 
but Dr. Henley. 

Following discussion of the le- 
gality of the substitute motion, it 
was voted to substitute the vote 
of confidence motion for the main 
motion. Jhis was deliberated and 
eventually lost by a close margin. 

After the substitute motion was 
lost, it was once again moved to 
accept the resignations of the 
three ministers, however this was 
amended to not accept the resig- 
nations of the three ministers, 
not accept the resignation of the 
Rev. Mr. Diehl. After several 
votes, the amendment was lost, 
and the main motion carried. 

The church will now seek new 
ministerial leadership. The resig- 
nations of Dr. Powell and Mr. 
Diehl become effective in August 
while Mr. Rinehart will leave in 
July.

As the requests outnumber the 
CONCERN members who are 
trained to lead the livingroom di- 
alogues, it was decided by the 
committee to stage a mock living- 
room dialogue in order to demon- 
strate to members of CONCERN 
how the dialogues should be led. 

The demonstration will be held 
on Tuesday, May 5 at 7:45 p.m. 
in the library of the McCall Ju- 
nior High School. This meeting 
will be open to the public, and 
residents are urged to attend. 

Mrs. Mary Wallace and Andre 
Marcous, members of CONCERN, 
will lead the demonstration. 

Currently, CONCERN is plan- 
ning to implement a telephone 
“hot line” for young people with 
problems to turn to for help.

area. These are 
being supplemented by locally pur- 
chased food. A fleet of vehicles, 
including trucks with a total capa- 
city of more than 400 tons, is in 
operation. Fifty additional trucks 
are on the way to the area. 

Twenty-five medical and relief 
teams including foreign personnel 
are operating under the authority 
of the Nigerian Red Cross through- 
out the former secessionist area. 
They are staffing four hospitals, 
17 sick bays, orphanages and mo- 
bile bush clinics and are helping 
to organize and supervise food 
distribution. Two hospitals survey- 
ed by a League representative were 
found to be completely intact with 
patients, drugs, food and personnel. 
No immediate need is seen for 
medical teams, though this is being 
continuously surveyed. 

At the request of the Nigerian 
Red Cross, the League has appeal- 
ed to its member societies for 
funds for local purchases, trans- 
portation, and medical expenses. 
It has also appealed for blankets, 
bedding for hospitals, first aid and 
toilet or health kits, and ambulan- 
ces. Some of these needs are al- 
ready covered by pledges from 
donors. 

To date, in addition to a one- 
million pound grant from the Ni- 
gerian government, the Nigerian 
Red Cross Society has received aid 
or pledges of aid from 17 national 
societies, including the American 
Red Cross, and/or governments 
valued at about $3.7 million. 

Since the full of Biafra, the A- 
merican Red Cross has spent $40,- 
000 in cash and $50,000 worth of 
antibiotics and other drugs, bring- 
ing the total of its aid to $164,000 
in cash and $345,000 in medicul 
supplies. Fourteen of its staff 
members have been assigned to 
assist in the relief program since 
its beginning.

by Amazonian Indian 9 an told to Ettore Biocca 

Helena Valero was eleven years old wheft in 1937 
her family was attacked by Indians along the Rio 
Dimiti. Shot by a poisoned arrow (not mortal, ap- 
parently, if quickly removed), she was marched 
through the Amazonian jungle to the tribe's shapuno, 
or village. Her account spans twenty years and re- 
flects an exceptional memory and keen perception. 
The authenticity of her narrative is bolstered by 
selected photographs of the very rituals and tradi- 
tions which she describes. 

These Indians highly prize female hostages and 
often raid neighboring tribes in order to provide 
wives for their warriors. Too young to bear children, 
Helena was taken in by one of the older women of 
the tribe. Her existence was never easy, but one 
imagines that the resilience of youth and a somewhat 
primitive existence on the edge of civilization prior 
to her capture helped her to survive. And survive 
she did. Blamed for the death of a young child, she 
fled into the jungle, but not before being shot in the 
leg by a poisoned arrow. Despite the festering 
wound and the many dangers of the wilderness she 
lived alone for seven months. This particular ex- 
perience defies the imagination. Her food consisted 
of wild fruits and insects with an occasional animal 
until her fire gave out and she was unable to rekindle 
it. Haunted by jaguars at night and visible dangers 
during the day, and unable to find her way out of the 
jungle, she finally revealed herself some Indians 
from another tribe. 


Her insight into the Indian mind and the extent 
to which she herself had become indianized is dis- 
cernible in her actions just prior to the confrontation. 
She entered the deserted Indian camp. 


“I saw some urucu on the ground, picked it up 
and painted my whole body red. I scraped the 
red colour with my nails and made colourless 
stripes across my body. Then I mixed a little 
urucu with burnt wood which I found where they 
had made their fire and I drew dark lines on my 
face and my body. I wanted to paint myself 
like them, so that they should see that I was 
human like them.” 


Even so, the Indians who had heard about Najmg- 
nu/ma, the white woman, initially mistook her for a 
ghost. 

Once again living within a tribe, she joined the 
four wives of the chief Fusiwe and was surprised 
at being favored and given responsibilities not com- 
mensurate with the position of the youngest wife. 
Her bravery and intelligence stood her in good stead. 
Fusiwe proved to be a relatively kind husband in a 
society which was often violent. Helena describes 
their daily routines, hunting parties, foraging, fu- 
nerary rites which involved cremation and the ritual 
drinking of the ashes. 

Evil spirits were a constant worry to the Indians 
and the devices practiced to outwit them during the 
production of curare add a fascinating chapter to 
this amazing book. Helena was young and unsophis- 
ticated, but even in the remote area where she lived 
with her parents she had heard of airplanes. -Con- 
sequently when the Indians were startled into the 
bush by' a large noisy bird Helena was unabashed. 
The following day when the Indians were all phy- 
sically ill as a result of the phenomenon she was 
quick to note the psychological basis of their ailmemt. 

Fusiwe died in one of the frequent tribal battles 
and Helena became the wife of another Indian. Al- 
ready considered old by the Indians at the age of 
thirty, the mother of several children, Helena found 
life with her second husband less tolerable and her 
never distant thoughts of escape intensified. Tribal 
problems finally forced husband, wife, and children 
to flee down the Orinoco to a white mission. The 
major poi-tion of the tale ends there. A last chapter 
“The wicked world of the white men” speaks for it- 
self — an indictment of white civilization by a wom- 
an who despite privation and suffering displayed no 
rancor or hard feelings towards her captors of twen- 
ty years.

Earth Day 


Earth Day seemed to pass relatively unnoticed 
in Winchester yesterday while people in other 
places across the nation gathered to learn about 
the growing problems of pollution and how to 
combat them. 

Increasing technology has created a world 
that is inundated with things that are paper and 
plastic, non - returnable and non - disposable. 
Dumps can no longer cope with the amounts of 
paper, cans, and bottles. Burning ean not be 
allowed much longer because of the problem of 
air pollution. As the population grows, the 
amount of waste material grows. W here is it 
going to stop? 

Clean water is a myth. The Star received a 
call and a letter this week that the Upper Mystic 
Lake has reached such a state of pollution that 
it will not be stocked with trout this season by 
the Fish and Game Department. Vi ould the cit- 
izens of Winchester like to swim somewhere that 
even the lish can't live? Our recreation areas 


are becoming pools of filth in the name of better 
technology. 

During our visit to Cleveland, Ohio, recently, 
a friend was showing us one of the many rivers 
that feed Lake Erie and was telling the story of 
how the river recently' caught fire from the 
grease scum that floated on top of it. On another 
trip we noticed a Town dump that was located 
on the bank of a river. The river itself was a 
floating extension of the dump. 

Here in Winchester the Boy Scouts removed 
ton? of debris from the Aberjona. What they 
couldn't clean up was the pouring of liquid 
waste that is polluting what used to be a lovely 
stream. 

WBZ radio has instituted a short message in 
its programming on pollution — "If you see it, 
report it.” We would encourage residents to 
follow that recommendation. The places to call 
are, in general, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health and the Department of Natural 
Resources, both the Water Pollution Control Di- 
vision and the Conservation Division.

Last week's Apollo misadventure and the try- 
ing days as the astronauts and Mission Control 
in Houston led the crippled ship hack safely to 
earth brought many thoughts to mind. 

People all over the world responded with let- 
ters and telegrams, prayers, and offers of assis- 
tance. Perhaps the most astonishing offer came 
front the Soviet Union as they sent ships to the 
rescue area to stand by in case their assis- 
tance was necdetl. To see traditional enemies 
working together to save a human life was an 
occasion for joy. President Nixon commented 
on this in his address to the nation on Monday 
nght when he said, “When our astronauts re- 
turned safely to earth last Friday, the whole 
world rejoiced with us. We could have had no 
more eloquent demonstration of a profound 
truth — that the greatest force working for peace 
in the world today is the fact that men and wom- 
en cvervwhere regardless of difference of race, 
religion, nationality', or political philosophy' 
value the life of a human being.” 

Yet even as the whole world prayed for the 
safe return of the astronauts, American and V iet- 
namesc lives were being lost in Southeast Asia. 
Aren’t these human lives worth us much as the 
astronauts'? If the world can work together to 
save the lives of three astronauts, it can work 
together for peace so that war need not claim 
any more lives. 

Throughout the President’s speech, the phrase 
“just peace” recurred. What is a "just peace?” 
Is it a negotiated settlement that allows the L nit- 
cd States to save face while insuring that the 
U.S. will win that country to its domination? 


Is “just peace” the condition that now prevails 
in Korea where American soldiers still guard 
the zone between the North and South anti still 
occasionally lose their lives? Is a “just peace 
what exists today in Germany — a country still 
divided 2.1 vears alter the war has ended? Is it 
a “just peace" that Germans with relatives be- 
hind the Berlin Wall have little, if any, hope 
of being reunited? 

Reflecting our modern world, the first defini- 
tion in the dictionary for “peace” is “a pact or 
agreement to end hostilities, between those who 
have been at war or in a state of hostility.*' It 
seems to ns a rather negative definition that the 
absence of war equals peace — how much better 
is the third definition "harmony in personal re- 
lations: mutual concord.” 

If nations and people can reach out in per- 
sonal harmony to save the lives of three men, 
not caring about their country or their mission, 
only about the danger in which they are. why 
can't those same countries vow to reach out and 
build a bridge of personal harmony in the 
world? 

Perhaps in the Vietnam situation we need to 
give a little more. Peace can't be achieved by 
sitting down and saying “we’re all right and 
you’re all wrong.” It is achieved by understand- 
ing. by trying to sec the other side, and above 
ail, by wanting it. 

"It is Hanoi ami Hanoi alone that stands today 
blocking the path to a just peace for the peoples 
of Southeast Asia." President Nixon said Mon- 
day. Maybe, just maybe, this country is a little 
bit at fault too!

Is Analyzed 

Some idea of the amount of 
money being spent in Middlesex 
County for essential services comes 
from figures recently released by 
the government, covering 7,446 
local establishments. 

They show that the outlays in 
this direction have zoomed upward 
since 1963. The cost of virtually 
every kind of service — from hair- 
cuts to auto repairs and from 
laundry bills to doctors’ fees — 
has increased tremendously since 
then and is still on the rise. 

Not that the loeal increases are 
out of line with those in other parts 
of the country. Some examples of 
the changes that have taken place 
in a period of four years in the 
United States aro given by the De- 
partment of Labor. 

It reports that parking fees have 
gone up 18 per cent; transportation 
costs, 26 per cent; house painting, 
40 per cent; furnace repair, 35 per 
cent; and physicians fees, 30 per 
cent. 

Just how much Middlesex Coun- 
ty’s service businesses have grown, 
in terms of gross receipts, is re- 
vealed in the latest survey of these 
industries, made by the Department 
of Commerce: It is the first such 
study in four years. 

Locally, the amount spent for the 
group of services covered in the 
survey reached a total of $404,468,- 
000, as against a total in 1963 of 
$240,490,000. 

This was some 62 per cent more 
than was spent in the local area 
per household when the earlier sur- 
vey was made. 

The outlay for such services was 
equivalent to $1,061 per household, 
well above the $1,015 spent else- 
where in the United States and the 
$993 in the State of Massachusetts. 

Included in the report were per- 
sonal services of all kinds, business 
services, auto and other repair serv- 
services and transportation serv- 
ices. Not included were educational 
and health services. 

The service industries are 
charged with major responsibility 
for the increase in living costs. The 
reason given is that the output of 
service workers is limited. 

In manufacturing industries, on 
the other hand, machinery enables 
the worker to produce more and cut 
down the cost per unit.

Approximately 19,000 new cases 
of cancer will be detected in 
Massachusetts this year. Roughly 
6,300 lives will be saved. This is 
a tragic figure, in a sense, because 
double the number of 12,600 lives 
could be spared through early de- 
tection and treatment. The esti- 
mated cancer deaths for all sites 
has risen to 10,500 in Massachu- 
setts alone. This is an increase of 
200 more deaths than estimated 
last year. 

According to the American Can- 
cer Society, there are seven warn- 
ing signals of cancer of which the 
public should be aware. These are: 
unusual bleeding or discharge, a 
lump or thickening in the breast 
or elsewhere, a sore that does not 
hcai, a change in bowel or bladder 
habits, persistent hoarseness or 
cough, indigestion or difficulty in 
swallowing, and a change in a wart 
or mole.

Has Openings

The unit drills one weekend each 
month at its own training center 
in South Boston and spends two 
weeks each summer on active duty 
at Camp Lejeune, North Carolina. 
Furthermore, the hometown citi- 
zen-Marines conduct an annual 
"Toys for Tots” Christmas charity 
drive, donating thousands of new 
and refurbished toys to social wel- 
fare agencies servicing the area’s 
needy children.

Wednesday was a good test of your 
slam-bidding technique. Please look 
at the North-South hands and 
check on yours. Final contract? 

At our table the bidding was 
quick and precise. North opened 
1 C (the Schenken club, promising 
17 high card points but not neces- 
sarily a club suit). East passed, 
South bid 6 N T, and everybody 
passed. 

South of course added his 15 
points to the 17 minimum points 
in his partner’s hand and looked 
at his flat distribution. 32 points is 
certainly in the range to think im- 
mediately of a small slam, and 
since North did not open 2 C 
(promising 22 points or more), 
7 N T is an unlikely possibility. 
Also, the immediate bid of 6 N T 
gives the opponents no information 
on the lead. 

Looking at all four hands, you 
can see that North-South makes 
7 N T. However, if you move the 
red Queen in the North hand from 
hearts to diamonds, there is a fi- 
nesse to guess in either Hearts or 
diamonds, and 7 N T may go down.

In competition with 743,334 
students throughout the nation, 
the two girls took two- hour and 
a half tests in English usage, 
mathematics usage, social studies, 
natural sciences, reading compre- 
hension and word usage.

J. Arthur Robertie of 17 Dart- 
mouth Street, a Boston school sys- 
tem educator for over 40 years, died 
suddenly in Winchester Hospital on 
Sunday.

In his comments to the meeting 
Mr. Dwinell remarked on the fact 
that the bank was entering its final 
year of its first century of service 
to Winchester.

18 Or 21? 


lowering the voting age to 18 is in the na- 
tional news this week in the wake of President 
Nixon's advice to the House to reject the Senate- 
passed amendment to the Voting Rights Act that 
would lower the voting age to 18. In its place, 
the President desires a constitutional amend- 
ment which would require a two-thirds approval 
from Congress and ratification by three-fourths 
of the states. 

The President raises the question that the 
Senate-passed amendment, which seeks to effect 
the change by statute rather than through con- 
stitutional amendment, might be open to legal 
question by the Supeme Court concerning its 
constitutionality. 

In his remarks, the President did concede that 
the constitutional amendment route would be 
more “cumbersome,” however, he expressed con- 
cern that approval of the statute might bring 
about a court case following the 1972 national 
election and throw the election into question. 

“Cumbersome” is perhaps a very good word 


for the constitutional amendment route — to 
acquire ratification by three-quarters of the 
states, provided a two-thirds vote of the Con- 
gress could be attained, would take months, if 
it ever came about at all. 

If the House acts rapidly on the Senate amend- 
ment. Congressional leaders have said, the Su- 
preme Court could hear and act on the consti- 
tutionality of the amendment in advance of the 
January, 1971. effective date. It seems to us that 
this route is worth a try — if the Supreme Court 
approves, much time will have been saved: if the 
Court disapproves, the constitutional amend- 
ment path remains open. 

The world has changed radically since the 
early Americans decreed 21 as the voting age. 
It is time to recognize these changes by expedit- 
ing voting privileges for 18 year olds. Perhaps 
by giving them an opportunity to speak through 
the orderly process of the ballot box in order to 
effect the changes they desire in our society, 
we might end the rioting and destruction to 
which they now turn.

Of Pollution 
By Snow-Dumping 

Editor of the Star: 

The selectmen of the Town of 
Winchester were notified by me in 
the Winter of 1967 that by allow- 
ing the Aberjona River to be used 
as the Town’s winter street-refuse 
and snow dump, the Town of Win- 
chester had become a major pol- 
luter of the Upper Mystic Lake and 
was filling the river with sand and 
debris. I requested that the select- 
men locate another site to dump 
upon, a site which would not allow 
the Town’s gutter refuse and street 
salts to run openly into the lake. 
The selectmen refused to act. No 
corrective steps were taken then, 
and now, bcause of pollution in 
the Upper Mystic Lake, the De- 
partment of Natural Resources has 
refused to stock trout in the lake. 

Pollution of the Upper Mystic 
Lake is not a new problem. About 
fifty years ago, homes along the 
Aberjona River dumped their sew- 
erage directly into this stream. 
At that time, however, the Town 
took steps to correct the problem. 
A contractor was hired to deepen 
the stream and close off the sewer 
drains. I know this because my 
grandfather was the contractor. 

Today, since Stauffner Chemical 
has left their upstream site, the 
Town of Winchester may be the 
major polluter of the Upper Mys- 
tic Lake. The pollution situation 
could be abated by the simple reso- 
lution of the Town to find a new 
site for its street-snow dump. How- 
ever, the damage to the stream and 
the lake from years of filling will 
require costly dredging to correct. 

I feel very strongly that the 
damage to the Aberjona River and 
the Upper Mystic Lake is a shame- 
ful example of the Town of Win- 
chester’s disregard of her responsi- 
bilities to conserve a major recrea- 
tional facility in our community.

The capacity of Marycliff. 
which features the open space 
concept, is estimated as 235. The 
projected enrollment here this 
fall would be 236. Capacity at 
Wyman is 326, projected enroll- 
ment would be 319. Capacity at 
Parkhurst is 350, projected en- 
rollment would be 291. 

Muraco District 

Through a proposal to relieve 
overcrowding at the elementary 
level, students would be trans- 
ferred from Lincoln, Noonan, and 
Mystic Schools to Muraco. Faced 
with a need for space at particu- 
lar grade levels at each of these 
schools, redistricting, which would 
only move a few students at each 
grade level, would be ineffective 

The suggestion, therefore, is to 
shift 20 fourth graders from Lin- 
coln, 18 sixth graders from Noo- 
nan, and 17 sixth graders from 
Mystic to Muraco. The rated ca- 
pacity of Muraco is 560, while 
the projected enrollment for 
1970-1971 would be 425. These fi- 
gures, respectively, for Lincoln 
would be 281 and 298, for Noo- 
nan would be 239 and 256, and 
for Mystic would be 413 and 442. 

It was also made known that 
parents wishing to have their 
children enrolled at the Muraco 
School may indicate this by for- 
mally writing to the Superintend- 
ent. Following the establishment 
of a bus route, students would be 
selected for the balance of the 
openings on the basis of their 
nearness to the established route. 

The administration feels that 
overcrowding at McCall necessi- 
tates the transfer of about 40 stu- 
dents from this institution to 
Lynch Junior High. These pupils 
would be those normally assigned 
to McCall for next September in 
grades seven and eight. They 
would be chosen on the basis of 
the geographic areas closest to 
Lynch. This area includes: White 
Street, Rock Avenue, Fitzgerald 
Avenue, Shepard Court, Arthur 
Street, Hill Street, Thompson 
Place, Loring Court, Loring Av- 
enue, Lochwan Street, Kirk 
Street, Wendell Street, Cleveland 
Road, Cross Street (224 and up), 
Verplast, River, Pine Grove, High- 
land View Avenue, Swanton (west 
pf main line of railroad tracks), 
.Chapin Street, Chapin Court, Ce- 
dar, Tremont, Winter, and Sum- 
mer Streets. 

Smoking 

In other business acted upon by 
the School Committee it was voted 
to accept Committee woman Mrs. 
Mary A. M ears’ motion to devote 
as much time as is necessary at 
the next meeting to discuss the 
controversy over smoking, the 
rules and restrictions concerning 
it. It is intended that all officials 
and other persons involved will be 
consulted for their opinions. The 
Committee wishes particularly to 
know the view of parents either 
by correspondence or by attend- 
ance at the meeting. 

The original plan as presented 
on the agenda for this evening 
called for the modification of 
smoking restrictions at the high 
school to allow smoking by stu- 
dents on school grounds at the 
rear of the building. Superintend- 
ent Klemer explained that the ad- 
ministration was not in favor of 
permitting such smoking, but that 
with the operation of the campus 
plan, it had become impossible to 
police this particular area. 

Terming smoking as one of the 
most “durable” problems which he 
has faced, High School Principal 
W. Howard Nibloek said that a 
rule that is unenforceable is no 
rule. He reiterated the difficulty 
of finding personnel to patrol such 
restricted areas. Joseph C. Forte, 
principal of McCall Junior High 
School, commented that outside 
areas were more difficult to super- 
vise and suggested that provision 
in the smoking rules might also 
be made for the junior high 
schools. 

Committeeman Jaul R. DelRos- 
si called it “hypocrisy” to preach 
a rule forbidding smoking and 
then to practice to the contrary. 
Mr. Del Rossi withdrew his motion 
to have the School Committee re- 
affirm the no smoking restrictions 
and to have a report of the Super- 
intendent at the next meeting in 
deference to the suggestion made 
by Mrs. Mears. 

While discussing drug activities 
at the schools, Dr. Klemer inform- 
ed members that the lavatory su- 
pervisors were being instructed 
in some facets of recognizing drug 
use. 

Speaking on this problem Prin- 
cipal Nibloek said that upervi- 
sion was part of the difficulty, but 
that there was particular trouble 
in eliminating the “outside” push- 
er. If it can be determined why 
drugs are used, he noted, an at- 
tack on the» problem may bo made 
at this level. 

Drug Education 

A report on the drug education 
program was submitted by Dr. 
Walter P. Gleason, assistant su- 
perintendent for curriculum and 
instruction, as requested by the 
Committee. It classifies the pro- 
gram into three parts. The pro- 
gram of Mr. and Mrs. Herbert F. 
Ostrach has been implemented in 
grades eight and 11, involving 427 
and 125 students respectively. Ba- 
sically the program undertakes) 
discussion of society and its cur- 
rent problems. The greatest diili- 


culty with the program has been 
one of scheduling. 

It is the recommendation of Dr. 
Gleason and of the Ostrachs that 
the program now be put under the 
guidance of existing curriculum 
areas, specifically the science and 
social studies departments. Begin- 
ning in grades five through nine, 
it would be handled experiment- 
ally in grades 10 through 12. It is 
hoped that this curriculum could 
be developed during the summer. 

A second area of the drug edu- 
cation program is the student-to- 
student program conducted by 
CONCERN. Managed by high 
school students, it involves all 
eighth and ninth graders. Lec- 
tures, dissemination of informa- 
tion and questioning are part of 
these sessions. 

Resource speakers, panels and 
films are heing used on a third 
level. Under the management of 
the secondary school principals, 
this program is presented to all 
students in these schools. 

Parenthetically with the drug 
education program was a discus- 
sion of the application made by 
Stoneham for a federal grant to 
experiment with programmed 
budgeting in which Winchester 
has been included. There was con- 
cern expressed over legal impli- 
cations of being bound by any 
contract executed by Stoneham 
simply due to the fact of being 
in the application for the grant. 
Presenting a similar problem 
Principal Nibloek was disturbed 
over including Winchester in an 
application for federal money to 
participate in a work experience 
program. It was felt by the Com- 
mittee that he should continue to 
act on the application. 

Station Wagons 

In other action the School Com- 
mittee voted to accept the lowest 
bids received for a nine passenger 
and a six passenger station wag- 
on. These vehicles had been sent 
out for bids by the Board of Se- 
lectmen in conjunction with those 
of other Town departments. How- 
ever, the Selectmen had decided to 
reject all bids for all departments 
due to dissatisfaction with the 
bid for the Fire Chief's automo- 
bile. 

It was also recommended at this 
time by William F. Clark, assis- 
tant superintendent for adminis- 
trative services, that the School 
Committee alert the Finance 
Committee to the fact that the 
combined cost of the two station 
wagons exceeds the sum budgeted 
by $1,204. When the budget was 
originally formed replacement of 
only one vehicle was needed. 

The Committee will also warn 
the Finance Committee of the pos- 
sibility of a need for transfer of 
funds in view of the extensive 
theft and vandalism occurring 
since the beginning of the year in 
Winchester schools. The “Detect- 
alarms,” to be installed at Vinson- 
Owen, Lynch Junior High School, 
the Senior High Schools and 
Marycliff, are currently out to 
bid. 

A recommendation to approve 
the courses and instructors for 
the 1970 Summer School Program 
was withdrawn in order to allow 
further future discussion. Thomas 
P. Budrewicz, president of the 
Winchester Education Associa- 
tion, brought to light the fact that 
several instructors' positions in 
this program have already been 
filled by out-of-system teachers 
when the deadline for application 
by Winchester school system in- 
structors had not yet passed. 

In response to a question of the 
need for lead teachers in this pro- 
gram, Summer School Director 
Frederick J. Murray stated that 
supervision of this kind was nec- 
essary at McCall Junior High 
School and Muraco School, espe- 
cially considering the growth of 
the program’s enrollment. 

Under matters of personnel the 
Committee made appointments 
and accepted resignations, and 
then moved into other areas of 
discussion. Mentioned in conclud- 
ing business was a letter sent by 
William A. Warnock, principal of 
Wyman School, to parents in this 
district. The letter requested these 
parents not to send their children 
back to school from lunch early 
due to an observed problem of 
some pupils “using force on” oth- 
er students. 

Commenting on the work of the 
Elementary School Building Sub- 
committee, School Committee 
Member Richard B. Lawrance in- 
formed the audience that a letter 
had been sent to the Selectmen 
recommending the purchase of 
land near Wyman School, specific- 
ally at 89 Church Street. 

In an administrative memo 
from Mr. Clark it was announced 
that furniture and equipment for 
Marycliff arc being sent out for 
bid this week. The needs of the 
Building Committee concerning 
Marycliff are being budgeted with 
those of the School Department 
for efficiency of volume price. 


Newsy Paragraphs 

The Veterans Administration an- 
nounced earlier this year that 14,- 
800 disabled veterans — some 4,- 
100 more than last year — were 
studying in colleges and pursuing 
on-the-job training. 

The VA is urging nearly 667,000 
veterans whose term life insurance 
policies are due for renewal this 
year to examine them closely to de- 
termine whether they should con- 
vert to permanent plan policies.

“When we arrived at the Mis- 
sion Support Room, things were 
busy. Our job was to provide as 
much expertise as we could to 
NASA on which it could base it 3 
decision on how to attempt the 
return flight,” Mr. Kelly said. 

LM Return 

In an interview with the New 
York Times, Mr. Kelly said the 
concept of using the lunar mo- 
dule (LM) to help return a crew 
to earth in case of serious trou- 
ble aboard the command ship was 
worked out early in the program, 
back in 1964, and was practiced 
on Apollo 9’s 10-day earth-orbital 
flight a year ago. “But I can’t say 
we foresaw exactly this type of 
failure with everything out,” Mr. 
Kelly said. 

After about nine hours of work, 
the men and their computers at 
the Grumman plant had furnished 
Houston with all the information 
needed. 

“The LM had more consumables 
left than we figured — enough for 
20-40 hours more. 

“I think the whole operation 
demonstrates how versatile the 
LM system is,” Mr. Kelly said. 

He added that their big worry 
during the flight was that there 
might be another failure. 

The team at Grumman, after 
determining that there were 
enough consumables for the re- 
turn trip, assisted NASA in eval- 
uating the various options it had 
for the return. It was determined 
that no one return route was 
better than another and the de- 
cision was made to attempt the 
return and recovery in the Pa- 
cific. 

A graduate of Cornell Univer- 
sity, Mr. Kelly received his ba- 
chelor’s degree in mechanical en- 
gineering in 1951. He worked at 
Grumman while earning his mas- 
ter’s degree in mechanical engin- 
eering at Columbia University. 

He and his wife have six chil- 
dren.

BOOK REVIEW

THE MAKING OF A 
COUNTER-CULTURE 

by Theodora Roszak 

“It strikes me as obvious beyond dispute,” writes 
Theodore Roszak, “that the interests of our colleger- 
age and adolescent young in the psychology of aliena- 
tion, oriental mysticism, psychedelic drugs, and com- 
munitarian experienmenta comprise a cultural con- 
stellation that radically diverges from values and 
assumptions that has been in the mainstream of our 
society at least since the Scientific Revolution of the 
seventeenth century.” 

This is from his second paragraph in an exciting 
new book, one which has had much thought and re- 
search put into it, but one with which not everyone 
will agree. 

The counter-culture he describes includes a minor- 
ity of the young and a handful of adult mentors. 
Most of what is happening which is new and inter- 
esting in politics, social relations, and the arts is the 
creation of this youth, very much alienated from the 
establishment. 

The paramount struggle, he feels, is not such im- 
mediate emergencies as the Vietnam war, or racial 
injustice, or poverty. It “is against a far more for- 
midable, because far less obvious opponent, to which 
I will give the name ‘the technocracy’ — a social 
form more highly developed in America than in any 
other society.” 

Social engineering has reached such a point that 
politics, education, leisure, entertainment, culture as 
a whole, our unconscious drives, and protest against 
protest are the subjects of technical analysis and 
manipulation. There are such “think-tanks.” as the 
Hudson Institute, now developing strategies of pro- 
grammed dreams. 

Technocracy, increasing and consolidating its pow- 
er, is a transpolitical phenomenon, beyond question 
and discussion, which tries to convince us that the 
vital needs of man are purely technical in character, 
and that except for a few snags, the prerequisites 
of human fulfillment are being satisfied. 

“The real threat to democracy,” said McNamara, 
“comes, not from overmanagement, but from under- 
management.” According to Roszak, “the prime 
strategy of the technocracy is to level life down to a 
standard of so-called living that technical expertise 
can cope with it ... ” 

Roszak raises the question of why it is the young 
which are the protestors. In his book, at least two 
reasons stand out. One, that the young act “against 
a background of nearly pathological passivity on the 
part of the adult generation,” who he claims have 
surrendered their responsibility for making morally 
demanding decisions, for generating ideals. 

And the second seems to be a form of sociological 
ecology, a swing away from affluence, technology, 
and reason to handouts, psychedelic art, and occult 
and. drug-induced aberrations. 

... “A youngster of seventeen, clearing out of 
the comfortable bosom of the middle-class family is 
a formidable gesture of dissent. One makes light of 
it at the expense of ignoring a significant measure 
of our social health.” 

This revolutionary youth, caught in despair, ex- 
periments with various life-styles. Some drift to 
Europe, to bohemianism, and some are influenced by 
older radicals. The more serious among them prac- 
tice “Total Rejection.” They are the centaurs storm- 
ing the temple of Apollo. Many of them are influ- 
enced by the New Left sociology of C. Wright Mills, 
the Freudian Marxism of Herbert Marcuse, the 
Gestalt-therapy anarchism of Paul Goodman, the 
apocalyptic body mysticism of Norman Brown, the 
Zen-based psychotherapy of Alan Watts, and Tim- 
othy Leary’s LSD and occult narcissism, Allen Gins- 
berg and his Hari Krishna, and a host of minor 
cultural and social groups. 

Roszak examines a number of these figures in dif- 
ferent chapters. These personalities, and some dis- 
cerning others, “have a shrewd sense of where tech- 
nology leaves off and the New Jerusalem begins: not 
at the level of class, party, or institution, but rather 
at the non-intellective level of the personality . . . 
they see . . . that building the good society is not 
primarily a social, but a psychic task.” The young 
do not care for the apologists of a de-humanized so- 
cial order. The young realize that the socio-economic 
scientific world has something lacking in it. A new 
magic, a new consciousness, a new dimension, is what 
they are looking for.

Fire Safety 

Everybody takes a new lease on 
life when Spring rolls around. And 
that lease on life — for you and 
your family — will be more certain 
if you’ve planned and practice a 
family fire drill. 

“This is another kind of Spring 
Clean-Up action — cleaning up 
any misunderstanding about what 
to do if fire should strike your 
home.” says Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico.

Meeting On War 

The Winchester League of Wom- 
en Voters is co-sponsoring a free 
public informational meeting on 
chemical and biological warfare on 
Wednesday. May 6, at 8 p.m. at the 
Lexington High School Auditorium. 

Matthew S. Meselson, professor 
of biology at Harvard, will speak 
on the topic “Herbicides, Tear Gas, 
and the Geneva Protocol.” Dr. Mes- 
elson is regarded as a leading au- 
thority on the subject of CBW. He 
has been an expert witness before 
the U. S. Senate’s Committee 
on Foreign Relations on the 
subject. He was appointed 
to the National Academy of 
Sciences panel to study methods of 
disposal of CBW r agents. (This 
was undertaken at the request of 
the Army.) He has served as a con- 
sultant to the U.S. Arms Control 
Agency. He has written a number 
of articles on CBW. 

Following Dr. Meselson’s talk 
there will be an opportunity to ask 
questions from the audience. 

Chemical and biological warfare 
is a growing concern in this coun- 
try since the extent of research in 
this field and the size of the gov- 
ernment’s CBW arsenal has become 
at least partially known. A flurry 
of books and articles have appeared 
on the subject, but many questions 
remain unanswered. The subject 
will take on an added urgency when 
the Geneva Protocol is submitted 
to Congress by the President; this 
country will then have to decide 
just what is a chemical or biolog- 
ical agent and if it is really an as- 
set to security. 

The area Leagues sponsoring this 
important meeting are Arlington, 
Bedford, Concord, Lexington, 
Stoneham, Waltham, Weston, and 
Winchester. For further informa-

School Committee Revises 
Redistribution Proposals 
Following Public Hearing

Two mcmliers were appointed to the Recreation Committee by the Board of Selectmen at its regular 
meeting Monday night in the Town Hall. 

Appointed were Duane M. Belden of 50 Thorn berry Road and James Frongillo of 5 West Chardon 
Road. Others considered for the position were Edward T. Conley of 21 Laurel Hill Lane. Kenneth B. 
Doitaghey of 36 Eaton Street, John M. Falla of 306 Washington Street, and William J. Shinncy of 5 
Fair mount Street. All of the candidates, with the exception of Mr .Shinncy, were interviewed by the 
Board early in the meeting. * 


The appointments were made 
by ballot and the vote required 
four ballots to break ties for the 
two positions. 

Superintendent of Streets Ro- 
bert O’Brien and Highway De- 
partment Mechanic Michael Luise 
appeared before the Board to dis- 
cuss recent bidding for a street 
sweeper for the Highway Depart- 
ment. It was determined by the 
Board to advertise for new bids 
for the sweeper as the original 
bid specifications were thought to 
be too restrictive. 

Pole location hearings were 
held for poles on Squire Road, 
Atherton Road, Blossom Hill 
Road and Central Street. 

In the final hearing of the eve- 
ning, the Board met with the 
Water and Sewer Board to dis- 
cuss complaints received by the 
Selectmen relative to raw sewer- 
age entering the Aberjona near 
the Mystic Lakes and to discuss 
the Board’s need for office space 
with regard to the study being 
made of Town Hall renovations. 


It was reported to the Select- 
men by the Water and Sewer 
Board that sewerage did enter 
the Aberjona at the head house 
near Wedgemere Station when- 
ever a heavy storm occurred. Thi3 
has happened for many years, 
they said, because during storms 
back-ups occur in a pipeline main- 
tained by the MDC and sewerage 
is forced opt of the head house 
on the bank of the Aberjona. 

Water Superintendent Thomas 
W. Conlon said part of the prob- 
lem was people who drained 
ground water from their cellars 
into the sewer line since the 
sewer line was designed to handle 
only the sanitary sewerage. Con- 
sequently, the line becomes sur- 
charged during storms and the 
head house area begins leaking 
raw sewerage into the river. 

It was also noted at the hear- 
ing that more tie-ins have been 
made to the MDC line farther 
north, causing a heavier initial 
load on the line. 

The Board said that this was 
a regional problem currently be- 
ing worked on by the MDC and 
the Town. Selectman Paul Amico 
suggested that the Water and 
Sewer Board send a written state- 
ment of the problem to the Select- 
men. 

In other business the Board 
granted several licenses. These 
included two hackney licenses for 
William P. Falzano; Lord’s Day 
licenses for Malcolm McDonald,

Residents should bring the pes- 
ticides to the Town Yard which 
is opposite Wedge Pond. If pos- 
sible, the box or container of the 
pesticide should be wrapped in a 
water-tight package before it is 
delivered. The collection is for 
one day only. 

The pesticides which arc ban- 
ned are DDT, DDD, Aldrin, En- 
drin, TDE, Hcptaehlor and Toxa- 
phene. Dieldrin may be used only 
with a permit. Chlordane and 
Benzenehoxachloride ( BCH) must 
not be used as tree sprays or as 
mosquito controls. 

It is necessary for each resi- 
dent to check packages for ingre- 
dients contained in a particular 
pesticide as these arc chemical, 
not brand, names. Any pesticide 
containing one of these ingredi- 
ents should be brought to the 
Town Yard on May 15. 

Neighbors should cooperate to 
see that all this material is col- 
lected in their area and deliver- 
ed to the Lake Street site. 

State Requirement 

Every community in Massachu- 
setts lias been required to par- 
ticipate in this drive. Various in- 
termediate collection points have 
been designated ut State Parks 
and Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety sanctuaries around the 
state.

According to the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, these pesticides 
should not be thrown away in 
the usual manner because they 
will not break down into harm- 
less substances but will persist 
in the environment concentrating 
in living organisms and in some 
cases interfering with body pro- 
cesses.

They may not be disposed of by the 
usual procedure of dumping or burning as they 
continue to cause danger. 

It must be remembered that these arc the 
names of chemicals contained in pesticides and 
an- not the brand names of any pesticides. State 
law requires the collection of all pesticides with 
these chemicals as ingredients so residents 
should cheek their supplies immediately to de- 
termine if they own any of the oliendcre. 


THE ANDERSON TAPES 


by Lawrence Sanders 


This novel of a crime and its solution is chillingly 
realistic. Told as a series of tape recordings made 
from various bugged sources — apartments, offices, 
telephones and telephone booths, cars, bars, etc. — - it 
clearly demonstrates the inefficiency of investigative 
services when they are not coordinated. City, State 
and Federal governments and private agencies all 
hadhad partial information on the intended crime 
and had they been able to pool their facts in a central 
clearing house, it need never have happened. The 
agencies were all investigating different subjects — 
narcotics, the Mafia, adultery — and only through 
a central agency could their unrelated tapes have 
made a complete story. 

There are a confusing number of characters in 
the hook and it takes a while for each to come 
through as an individual. The device of taped con- 
versations carried on in assumed privacy provides 
for extremely graphic speech, some of which must 
be read to be believed, sprinkled with terms surely 
unfamiliar to many readers, although their meanings 
quickly become self-evident. "The Anderson Tapes” 
is not a book for the squeamish, but it was not writ- 
ten, I am sure, as a sop to the apparently current 
reader interest in salaciousness, even though it has 
made the Boston Best Seller list. 


There is indictment here of man’s infinite capacity 
to fool himself and inherent pathos. The protagonist, 
John Anderson, a professional thief with a prison 
record, was an uneducated but highly intelligent Ken- 
tucky mountain man. Completely amoral by society’s 
standards, he had his own rigid code of conduct and 
was accepted in the underworld as a natural leader, 
thoroughly trustworthy, one who would never break 
in a clinch. Yet he had his gentleness in his char- 
acter which both his victims and pursuers recognized, 
though not his lady friends. He was deeply troubled 
by paradoxes, being himself a paradox. Ten years 
before the crime in question, he had written — 

“In other words, crime is not just a little thing, a 
small part of society, but it right in there, and it 
makes up most of what everyone calls normal, right 
and desent living. Let us list them. 


"When a woman will not give in to a man unless 
he marrys her, that could be called extortion or black- 
mail . . . 

"Or a big country like the USA goes into a small 
country and buys the kind of govt we want. This is 
criminel bribery . . . 

"We teach young kids in the army what is the best 
way to kill people. Murder — 

"Similar to above, anyone who says I will kill my- 
self if you do not do like I want, that is also extor- 
tion. Or maybe blackmail . . . What I am saying is 
this, that crime is not just breaking laws because 
everyone does it. I do not know if this is something 
new or has been going on for many years. But we 
are all criminels . . . It is just a question of degree 

Rationalization? Think about it. Better still read 
his whole transcript of which the above are a very 
small part (and almost the only excerpts printable). 

Even the Mafia types, who would kill without com- 
punction, have strong and tender family ties. It is 
the women in this book and the "effeminate” men, to 
quote a euphemism used by a cop, whose words and 
thought processes lack the authenticity of the others. 
They do not seem to have many redeeming features. 
Perhaps if they had, they would not be where they 
are. Even so, one pities them. 

The action is very fast and absorbing, but don’t 
put this book on your night table for the casual 
guest. It needs a picked audience.

A Few Spankings? 


“Ridiculous!” was our sentiment yesterday 
morning upon viewing the headlines in the Bos- 
ton papers. “B.U. Cancels Graduation; B.C.'s 
Joyce Backs Strike ...” “35 Colleges Struck 
in New England . . “Flag Incident Marks 
Rally . . .” 


It strikes us that no matter how important 
they think they are, college students really aren't 
the mainstay of the country. Their strikes can't 
hurt the country’s economy, which is the main 
thing that striking workers attempt to accom- 
plish in order to bring industry to its knees 
and to attain their goals. But can the students 
hurt the colleges economically by their strike? 
After all, their tuition is paid, whether or not 
they attend classes, and it is only their own or 
their parents’ money students are throwing 
away. The faculty, secure with salaries to be 
paid on contract, can't possibly object to an ex- 
tended summer vacation. 


Back in the days when we went to college 
(which wasn’t very long ago at all! I, if a student 
cut too many classes lie was placed on probation 
and then, if he continued to cut, he was dismiss- 


ed, or, he flunked out. Perhaps the administrat- 
ors once again should be in command at their 
respective schools and should rule by dismiss- 
ing the student strikers. After all, it was once 
a privilege to attend college. Many “C” students 
who would have worked for that degree could 
not gain admittance to college because they had 
not proven themselves part of the intellectual 
elite. Maybe it is they, and not the strikers who 
deserve to be in college right now. Perhaps it 
would be well to summarily dismiss all the 
striking students. After all, if they’re not in 
class they can’t be very much interested iu the 
education. 


It is our contention that it is about time the 
adult population of this country stopped run- 
ning scared of its youth. Sure they are bright, 
sure they have some good ideas, hut discipline 
is a large part of productive intelligence. Four 
students dead on a college campus is enough 
reason to return the upper hand to the adminis- 
tration before the troops have to be called. 


Perhaps a few well placed spankings during 
the formative years would have prevented this 
sorry state?

A helicopter pilot, he was due 
to return home in April but had just begun an 
extension of his duty when he was killed on 
April 29. His service to his country speaks for 
itself. 


Nothing can make up for his loss; but in his 
memory we must dare to make the dream of 
peace a reality so that no others need die there.

I do not intond to speak, presump- 
tuously, for my neighbors ns the 
previous writer has. However, I 
feel the following comments may 
help to put issues into proper pro- 
spective with regards to the closing 
of Holland and Spruce Streets due 
to construction of our new High 
School. 

Certainly, the closings Have cre- 
ated an inconvenience, for we must 
now take a less direct route to the 
center and to the train station 
whether we walk or drive. 

Motorists do continue to ignore 
the “street closed” signs which 
does create some confusion when it 
becomes necessary that they turn 
in driveways to re-orientate them- 
selves, however. I expect this oc- 
currence will diminish. 

There are usually two sides to 
every issue and this one is no 
exception, because there are some 
benefits to be derived from the 
closings. 

The first plus to be considered, is 
the sudden disappearance of vehi- 
cular traffic from the center to 
Swanton Street businesses and the 
incinerator. Previous to the clos- 
ings. Shore Road and Spruce Street 
provided the shortest route to the 
incinerator from the center and 
was used heavily. In addition to 
excessive traffic flow, we are twice 
blessed in being rid of the too 
numerous “speeders” who used this 
direct route as a drag strip. This 
loss should be welcomed by all of 
us with small children. 

Second, I expect many will have 
less “street cleaning” to do because 
there was much accidental drop- 
ping of refuse as our counterparts 
from other areas in town made 
their weekly constitutional to the 
incinerator. 

Third, is the noticeable reduction 
of vehicular noises which helps to 
tone down our surroundings in 
general. 

We must also consider another 
bonus, that is, the absence of large 
construction vehicles which had be- 
gun to use Holland and Spruce 
Streets as entrance and departure- 
routes to the construction site 
since the closings, they are forced 
elsewhere. 

As I have mentioned in the be- 
ginning, I do not presume to speak 
for the entire neighborhood. I full 
well realize that there must be 
some of us who live on the im-; 
mediate periphery of the construc- 
tion site who are most unhappy 
with the clatter and especially the 
dirt and dust of it all. 

However, for those neighborhood 
people who seem so surprised about 
road and walkway changes to our 
area I say, “where were you when 
these decisions were being formu- 
lated.” 

Month upon month of open build- 
ing committee meetings took place, 
the proceedings of which were well 
documented in the Winchester Star 
and Woburn Times. 

Some of us are not shocked be- 
cause, as interested parties, we at-i 
tended many of those meetings and 
are well aware of the intended 
changes. 

The end result to be sure, will 
be a compromise, but one with 
which we can learn to co-exist.

As we learn in the Star, and on 
posters in our churches, Winchester 
will have a one-day collection of 
"hard pesticides” May 15. 

Numerous people are asking, so 
we all need to know: What are 
"hart! pesticides?” 

First, they are dangerous! They 
are members of a chemical family 
known as chlorinated hydrocarbons, 
which persist in soil or water for 
many years. They build up in con- 
centration in living tissue and have 
been discovered to relate to induc- 
tion of cancer: production of mal- 
formed offspring by mothers ex- 
posed in pregnancy; and changes 
in genetic material. 

Because of these horrors our 
laws are starting to Stiffen and 
people are beginning to think and 
act. We are getting to action slow- 
ly. Some fear we are already too 
late. 

It’s important to know that 
"hard pesticides” are carried in 
streams and oceans to points as 
distant as the Pole, where evidence 
of DDT has been found in pen- 
guins, fish, etc. Pesticides can be 
carried in the air as well. They 
cannot be destroyed by burning at 
temperatures of Town incinerators. 

Pesticides are stored in fatty tis- 
sues including brain. As no exper- 
imentation on human beings is 
permissible it is impossible to say 
precisely what dosages will pro- 
duce reactions in man. Laboratory 
animals arc those tested and where 
discoveries have been made. 

The Public Library can direct 
anyone interested to more complete 
information about pesticides and 
their dangers. Ask the reference 
librarian for the pesticide file. 

The May 2 1970 issue of the 
Saturday Review magazine has an 
article "DDT in Mother’s Milk” 
which should be required reading 
for eve- y United States citizen. 
The Massachusetts Audubon Soci- 
ety May-June 1970 News Letter 
has five pages devoted to pesti- 
cides. Read them! 

The responsibilities in this day 
and age are almost overpowering. 
I personally regret the need to call 
attention to one more problem of 
society. But I’m waking up to tha 
fact that you and I — not some 
vague they — are the government. 
You and I have to help each other 
keep informed, so we can act in- 
telligently together. Don’t forget 
May 15!

A 5-year-old jarirl was critically 
burned when her dress was ignited 
by an electric heater to which she 
was standing too close. 

An elderly woman’s dressing 
robe caught fire when the loose 
sleeves brushed the burner of a 
kitchen range. A small boy playing 
with other children was fatally 
burned when be fell or was pushed 
into a bonfire and his shirt began 
burning. 

These are typical cases from Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
files. 

And they are a reminder, points 
out Fire Chief I. Francis Amico, 
that all articles of the clothing 
worn by everybody everyday do 
burn. Clothing fires are a major 
cause nf fire deaths, as well as 
thousands of painful, sometimes 
disfiguring injuries. The most fre- 
quent victims are children anti :re 
elderly.

Three rounds takes out trumps, 
two losing diamonds and a club 
go on South’s good spades, and the 
other club loser is ruffed in the 
South hand, losing hearts, but not 
one bid the six. Just a moral vic- 
tory!

RUBBISH REMOVAL 


Tree Talk 

Robert A. Bartlett, president of 
the F. A. Bartlett Tree Expert 
Company in Stamford, Connecticut 
has warned that fruit and shade 
trees should receive an early spring 
application of dormant spray for 
protection agninst over-wintering 
insects and certain fungus infec- 
tions. 

“Scale insects, aphids, mealy 
bugs nnd mites are the chief tar- 
gets of dormant spray; uncontroll- 
ed, they can quickly build up to a 
population explosion and do severe 
damage,” he said. 

Mr. Martlett nlso added that 
when using dormant spray, keep 
the following points in mind: 
1. Apply it only once a year. 2. 
Wait until the temperature stabil- 
izes between 40 and 60 degrees. 3. 
Spray when the buds begin to 
swell, but before they turn green. 
4. Don’t overspray; apply just 
enough to cover all twigs and bran- 
ches. 5 Follow directions and use 
the proper concentrations. 6. Sugar 
maple, beech, butternut, black wal- 
nut, Japanese maple, and some 
evergreens cannot safely accept oil 
sprays.

Application 
Process For 
VA Hospitals 
Is Changed 

Veterans 65 or older no longer 
have to disclose financial details to 
be admitted to a Veterans Admini- 
stration hospital. 

Previously this information was 
required from all veterans who did 
not. have a service-connected dis- 
ability and were not drawing a 
pension. 

The new rules were sent to VA 
field stations over the signature of 
Administrator of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E. Johnson. The change 
modifies instructions for filling out 
VA applications for hospital care 
by exempting veterans 65 and older 
from completing questions which 
deal with financial details. 

Veterans in this age group need 
only to certify that they are unable 
to pay for needed hospital or domi- 
ciliary care and for transportation 
for nonservice related medical con- 
ditions. .

by delegates of ICRC. The North 
Vietnamese, however, still refuse 
to allow inspection of camps in 
which Americans and other war 
prisoners are detained. 

The past year has seen a great 
intensification of U.S. government 
and American Red Cross efforts to 
prevail upon North Vietnam to 
honor its signature to the Geneva 
Conventions. In recent weeks, Ha- 
noi has appeared to be easing its 
stand somewhat, reporting that 
320 U.S. prisoners are being held 
and identifying them a few at a 
time. North Vietnam also is allow- 
ing families of identified prisoners 
to send six-pound food parcels to 
them every month. 

Although these moves are con- 
sidered nromising, they still fall 
far short of the agreed upon rules 
of conduct in handling war prison- 
ers, which include identification of 
all prisoners, adequate diet and 
medical care, repatriation of sick 
or wounded prisoners, communica- 
tion with their families, and pro- 
tection from abuse or reprisals.

Summer Intern 
For Winchester

For a unique state-aided sum- 
mer program, Governor Francis 
W. Sargent has announced the 
selection of 12 cities and towns 
which will receive at no cost the 
full-time services of 12 outstand- 
ing college students to help these 
municipalities with vital plan- 
ning and developmental pro- 
grams. 

This $12,000 intern program is 
made available to local govern- 
ments by the Department of Com- 
munity Affairs’ Community De- 
velopment Training Program. The 
students chosen will receive $100 
per week for the 10-week muni- 
cipal internship. 

The Governor said he believed 
this is the first summer program 
in which a state department has 
paid its interns to work directly 
for local officials. 

“The Summer Internship in 
Municipal Administration,” he 
stated, “will encourage college 
students to seek careers in gov- 
ernment, provide needed short- 
term assistance to financially bur- 
dened communities, and allow 
municipal officials to choose what 
they consider their most impor- 
tant development project.” 

Cities and towns chosen from 
the nearly 50 municipalities ap- 
plying for the program are: Som- 
erville, Medford, Melrose, Milton, 
Winchester, Waltham. Salem, 
New Bedford, Fall River, Spring- 
field, Amherst, and Williamsburg. 

The municipal Administration 
Interns will assist these commun- 
ities with low-income housing, 
environmental improvement, hou- 
sing and development code en- 
forcement, municipal administra- 
tion, town planning, community 
relations, youth activities, depart- 
mental regulations and town by- 
laws. 

Thc summer intern selected for 
Winchester is Miss Elaine H 
Kansky of Brookline, a student at 
Suffolk University Law School. 

Commenting on the Municipal 
Administration Internship pro- 
gram, Governor Sargent said: 
"One of thc main functions of 
state government is to provide 
community planning and develop- 
ment assistance to as many cities 
and tAwns as possible. Most mu- 
nicipalities, excluding certain ci- 
ties. do not have available the 
skilled individuals and technical 
expertise necessary to handle 
sudden growth and development. 

“This Summer Intern Program 
brings effective state assistance 
to local government and offers 
our talented youth meaningful 
public service.”

The Winchester Planning Board has recently appointed the firm 
of Candeub, Fleissig and Associates to assist the Board in developing 
its Master Plan. Candeub, Flcissig and Associates specialize in com- 
munity planning and urban renewal consultation. 

The firm is national in scope, 
and has specialists trained in all 
of the separate disciplines which 
typically become involved in the 
planning process. It was this 
multi-discipline approach, and 
the depth of staff available, that 
weighed heavily in the Board’s 
decision, after interviewing sev- 
eral other, highly recommended 
consultants.

Youth Symphony Orchestra mem-

Any instrumentalist who will en- 
ter Grade 7-12 next September is 
eligible to audition upon recommen- 
dation from his or her school music 
director. Application forms and 
lists of required audition solo piec- 
es can be obtained from school mu- 
sic departments. 

The GBYSO organization runs 
two full symphony orchestras. The 
Senior orchestra is conducted by 
Walter Eisenberg, and plays a de- 
manding repertoire of classical mu- 
sic, including the avant-garde, giv- 
ing concerts in schools, in Sympho- 
ny Hall, and last season in Switz- 
erland. 

This August the 1969-70 Orches- 
tra will travel to Israel to perform 
in Jerusalem, Caesarea, and Tel 
Aviv, sharing the program of the 
Israel Festival of Music and Drama 
with such notable artists as Pablo 
Casals, Isaac Stern, Zhubin Mehta, 
Maureen Forrester, and the Juilli- 
ard String Quartet. 

The Junior orchestra, conducted 
by Robert O. Corley, studies less 
difficult symphonic works, empha- 
sizing the techniques of ensemble 
playing, and gives concerts in 
schools and concert halls in the 
Greater Boston area. 

Students who are interested in 
hearing the orchestras can attend 
the Symphony Hall special GBYSO 
Benefit Concert, on Sunday, April 
19, at 3 p.m. Tickets are available 
from the Symphony Hall box office. 
The Junior Orchestra will perform 
works by Donizetti, Gluck, Rossini 
and Giannini.

Mr. Dolben Lauds 
Recent Increase 
Of Interest Rate 

The government’s move in mak- 
ing FHA and VA mortgages more 
attractive to investors by raising 
the maximum interest rate to 8.5 
per cent was hailed recently by 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board as a necessary assist to a 
large section of the home-buying 
market. 

Donald C. Dolben, president of 
the Board’s Brokers Institute, said 
the move will help keep a large 
section of the home-buying public 
active in today’s competitive mar- 
ket. 

“Last fall the Board urged the 
Congress to move quickly to pre- 
vent the then 7.5 per cent rate 
from reverting to six per cent,” 
Mr. Dolben said. “This action, for- 
tunately, was taken. Since then, 
however, mortgage lenders discov- 
ered more attractive forms of in- 
vestment than residential mort- 
gages into which to channel their 
funds. 

“If the FHA and VA interest 
rates had not been extended to 
their new levels, there was a very 
distinct possibility that lenders’ in- 
terest in government insured mort- 
gages would have disappeared 
completely. 

“With such a situation, about 20 
per cent of those wishing to pur- 
chase a home under these forms 
of mortgages would be completely 
cut off.” 

The Brokers Institute president 
pointed out that in recent months, 
investment capital has sought out 
more attractive yields, leaving the 
housing industry little from which 
to choose. 

“Market yields on most types of 
investments have risen by more 
than one percentage point recent- 
ly," Mr. Dolben said. “This was a 
difficult situation for banks which 
must seek out the highest returns 
for their depositors. 

“The action taken by the govern- 
ment in increasing the interest 
rates will do much to prevent a 
further drying up of mortgage 
funds from regular sources. 

"With the Administration’s poli- 
cy of reducing the size of our troop 
force in Viet Nam, it is reasonable 
to expect that more and more 
G.I.'s, having been returned to 
the U<S. and discharged, will be 
seeking shelter. 

“I would hate to think that these 
individuals and others eligible for 
FHA and VA financing would be 
shut out of the market. 

“It is, of course, regrettable that 
today’s economic situation forces 
our government to take such pre- 
ventative measures, but we look 
forwurd to a greater Federal un- 
derstanding of the problems con- 
fronted by the housing industry, ” 
Mr. Dulbuu concluded.

Named Landmark 
Isaac Royall House 


The Isanc Royall House, George . 
Street corner of Main. Medford is 
open for its first week of the cur- 
rent season nnd will be open daily, 
except Monday and Friday, from 
‘2 - 5 p.m. until October lfi. The 
National Park Service has declared 
the site a registered National His- 
toric Landmark because it is a 
fine exnmplj of a 17.12 Colonial 
house. 

The furnishings are all of the 
period, many of them being th' 
gift of the late Frederick Bridge 
of Winchester. 

Originally a farmhouse built in 
the 1600’s on “Ten Hills Farm,’ 
a grant of 600 acres to Governor 
Winthrop, it was purchased and 
expanded by Colonel Isaac Royall 
of Antigua in 1732. It housed his 
family, and later that of his son, 
in lavish style until 1773. when it 
was confiscated by the colonists 
and used as a headquarters for 
General Stark. From a lookout on 
the roof the young Mollie Stark 
watched the British troops camped 
i along the Mystic River. After the 
I evacuation of Boston, March 17* 


1776*, Generals Washington. Lee, 
Sullivan, and Stnrk held many 
councils of war here. 

It is Isncc Rovnll Jr. who is cre- 
dited with founding Harvard Uni- 
versity Law School, when he en- 
dowed a chair in law at Harvard. 

Scout groups nnd school groups 
escorted by their teachers have 
visited this house ns a regulnr 
activity, both from Medford and 
from the surrounding cities and 
towns. The mansion is listed in 
the AAA Directory and in the 
pamphlet. ‘‘New England Museums 
and Historic Houses Open to the 
Public,” published by the New Eng- 
land Council, The Museum of Fine 
Arts — Boston, nnd Society for the 
Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities. 

Since the first Veterans Adminis- 
tration representatives reported to 
Long Binh, Vietnam, in January of 
1967, to give Army troops unprece- 
dented battlefield orientation on 
G. I. Bill benefits, more than 855,- 
j 000 service men and women in Viet- 
' nam have been briefed.

Idealism and Reality 


As a corollary to last week's Star editorial “A 
Few Spankings ?” we would like to offer a few 
additional thoughts. 

The students do have good ideas: peace, pol- 
lution prevention, responsive government, racial 
equality, less poverty. These are all things for 
which we ought to work. Peaceful demonstra- 
tions, letter writing campaigns to public offi- 
cials — these are ways which we find acceptable 
of bringing public attention to the problems. 

We can not. however, condone violence as a 
method of accomplishing a better world. The 
Kent State University riot appalls us. Yet. we 
can sec how a student who has gone the route of 
peaceful demonstration, letters to Congress, etc., 
can be angered by the escalation of the war ami 
the indifference of the whole military-industrial 
complex to the problems plaguing society ami 
can become frustrated at the lack of concern 
shown by public officials and turn to violence 
as a means to draw attention and, hopefully, ac- 
tion. But violence turns us off — as it does much 
of middle America. When we have rocks thrown 
at us it is hard to listen anil even harder to take 
any action other than retaliation. 

The majority of the demonstrators at Kent 
State, on Boston Common and at various other 
places around the country probably did not have 
violence as their objective. The radical few, 
however, who feel that violent revolution is the 
only way, are all that is needed to change a 
peaceful demonstration to a violent confronta- 


tion. Their followers are the students who arc 
rebelling for the sake of rebelling — the ones 
we feel could have used a little discipline a long 
time ago. 

The students who are committed to making 
this a better world by constructive means, we 
applaud. This world needs their idealism and 
their desire to live in peace. 

Student striking we still feel is ridiculous. It 
places pressure on no one. except perhaps the 
college administration. It draws publicity, which 
may be one of the objectives, but because it does 
not directly touch a major segment of the popu- 
lation it is not a way that would command action. 
We don't like to see administrators, in deference 
to the strikers, closing the schools or giving the 
students optional ways of completing their stud- 
ies. We would like to see administrators with 
the strength to keep the schools open and to 
flunk the students who do not complete their 
semester requirements because they are striking- 

Above all, the violence at Kent State should 
awaken Americans to the fact that there is some- 
thing wrong in this country and that everyone 
must begin working to correct the ills of our so- 
ciety. We all need a little of the idealism of the 
youth today — an idealism that will enable us to 
make peace, a pollution-free environment, a re- 
sponsible and responsive government, racial 
equality and less poverty realities in our society. 
It can be done, and we will always believe that 
it can be done peacefully. 


On Amnesty 


Amnesty is a word we've heard a lot since the 
beginning of the student disturbances on college 
campuses. Webster defines it as ”an act of sov- 
ereign power granting oblivion, or a general 
pardon, for a past offense.” For the student it 
seems to mean the ability to break school and 
local laws without fear of punishment. Hold 
the dean prisoner, take over a campus building, 
destroy property, then cry “Amnesty!” in the 
name of protesting the inequities of society. 

There are laws, we agree, that should be 
changed. Society has many ills that should be 
corrected. We have cited a few in the previous 
editorial. The students who arc working to cre- 
ate a better society have our respect and our 
admiration. The ones who break the laws, 
though, and then cry “Amnesty!” we wonder 
about — there’s an old saying, “He has the cour- 
age of his convictions ...” that seems appli- 
cable. Anyone who is deeply committed to an 
ideal also has the courage, born of his commit- 
ment, to face tin* punishment that might be in- 
curred in striving for that ideal. 

Two people, recently in the news, arc exam- 
ples of this “courage of convictions.” They are 
William Baird and David Harris. An advocate 
of birth control legislation reform, Mr. Baird 
was convicted, under Massachusetts law, of dis- 
tributing contraceptive material to unmarried 
persons. He knowingly broke the laws of the 
Commonwealth in public, daring arrest, in order 
to bring tin* Mate law to a court test. It was his 
hope that the court tc*l would liud the law' mi- 
constitutional and that it would he repealed by 
the legislature. The court, however, upheld the 
law. Mr. Baird was sentenced and spent several 
weeks in the Charles Street jail. Although his 
lawyers did t>eek his release on u suspended sen- 
tence, he did not run around crying “Amnesty!” 
— he hud broken a law in his attempt to achieve 
change, and he w illingly paid the price for it. 

David Harris, husbund of folk-singer Joan 
Baez, currently is serving a three-year sentence 
for draft resistance. \u article in a recent issue 
of “Look” magazine outlines the activities that 
led up to his conviction for draft resistance and 
discusses how he is carrying on in prison. In the 
description of his arrest, the article does note 
that the authorities had to conic to his house to 
take him to prison, however, he did not ask 
amnesty for his crime. By resisting tin* draft, he 
stood up lor his belief-, hut by serving his prison 
sentence he is making uu even more eloquent 
pica for draft, reform. 


Henry David Thoreau in his essay “On Civil 
Disobedience” countenanced the breaking of un- 
just laws to protest the law-in his case tax laws- 
but he also admitted the possibility of taking the 
punishment if one were unable to change the 
law when he said. “If any think that their in- 
fluence would be lost there (jail), and their 
voices no longer afflict the ear of the State, that 
they would not be as an enemy within its walls, 
they do not know by how much truth is stronger 
than error, nor how much more eloquently and 
effectively he can combat injustice who has ex- 
perienced a little in his own person.” (The in- 
justice of which lie spoke was imprisonment). 

Earlier in the essay he said, “If a thousand 
men were not to pay their tax-bills this year, 
that would not be a violent and bloody measure, 
as it would be to pay them, and enable the State 
to commit violence and shed innocent blood. 
This is, in fact, the definition of a peaceable re- 
volution, if any such is possible.” — This might 
be an effective present-day means of revolution. 

The person who has experienced injustice in 
challenging the existing system has a far more 
eloquent plea than the person who cries amnesty 
before embarking upon his cause. 

Exhibiting a willingness to suffer punishment 
for an act reveals a deep conviction that the act 
was necessary for the greater good of accomp- 
lishing one’s ideal. The early Christians, despite 
threats of death, continued to follow their faith 
anil many were martyred as a result. A et, the 
current young people, mouthing the phrases of 
the revolution, ask amnesty for their actions as 
part of their “non-negoti able demands.” Are we 
to believe that the commitment of the young 
people to social reform is as real as that of the 
early Christians to their faith or as that of \\ il- 
liarn Baird or of David Harris? 

Much of the student dissatisfaction with to- 
day's society we find valid. It is a shame, how- 
ever. that the students who resort to destruction 
of property, seizing buildings and holding col- 
lege personnel captive and thin crying amnesty 
for their actions have made it impossible for 
many in the adult community to listen with any 
real confidence to their proposals for social 
change. 

Commitment to a belief, without that willing- 
ness to suffer any punishment that might be in- 
curred in fighting for the belief, seems to us to 
be a shallow commi Uncut.

This restructuring; was given 
the approval of Miss Barbara 
Holden, coordinator of foreign 
languages, Walter P. Gleason, as- 
sistant superintendent for curri- 
culum. and the principals of the 
two junior high schools. The de- 
cision was based upon light en- 
rollment in the present German 
class and upon the problems of 
staffing. 

Languages 

Other matters taken up 
brought about the approval of the 
appointment of John Cahill as 
assistant principal at Lynch Jun- 
ior High School. Presently serv- 
ing as acting assistant principal, 
Mr. Cahill was highly recom- 
mended in a letter from Lynch 
Principal Gardner W. Handy. Mr. 
Cahill has been an educator since 
1951 and a member of the Win- 
chester school system since 1061. 
His capability in guidance and 
counselling was cited. He has 
replaced Davit! P. Tenney who 
accepted a principalship in Quin- 
cy in the fall of 1969. 

Committee members also re- 
viewed two programs involving 
federal funds. Superintendent 
Klemer reported that under ;t 
Work-Study Program students 
would spend four hours per day 
working with local companies, 
experience for which they would 
receive school credit. In this case 
the State provides for the relaxa- 
tion of the regulation requiring 
a certain number of.. ; bours to be 
spent in the school building. 

Favorable vote was given to 
continue the application for these 
federal funds. The grant for the 
first year would be $20,000, for 
the second year, $10,000, and for 
the third year, $5,000. In the 
third year it would be rlecessary 
for the Town to contribute its 
first money to the program, a 
sum of $5,000. It is hoped that 
after the third year, with the ex- 
ception of a high enrollment, a 
part time director could continue 
the program. 

It was noted at this time that 
Winchester has a two per cent 
per year drop-out rate from the 
ninth, 10th and 11th grades. 

Programmed Budget 

Approval was also voiced for 
the recommendation that the ad- 
ministration be permitted to par- 
ticipate with Stoneham in a fed- 
erally-funded program providing 
training and consulting services 
in the development of a . pro- 
grammed school budget. Dr. Kle- 
mer informed Committee mem- 
bers that it involved no funds 


from Winchester and was com- 
posed of six training sessions 
from the present to the fall un- 
der the direction of n Harvard 
professor. It is supposed that in 
1971 personnel would have to be 
made available to parallel the 
programmed budgetting ap- 
proach. 

Committeeman Paul R. Del- 
Rossi, who expressed knowledge 
of and satisfaction with this 
particular program, recalled that 
a sub-committee had been pre- 
viously formed to explore the 
proposal for management study 
including training organization 
and programmed budgetting. No- 
ting that the School Committee 
has received no appraisals on 
this specific subject, he was con- 
cerned about the ramifications 
that could result from the facts 
that an administrator has alrea- 
dy attended one of these sessions 
and that inclusion in the applica- 
tion by Stoneham for the grant 
was standing. He feels the Com- 
mittee is entitled to more infor- 
mation. 

According to Dr. Klemer, par- 
ticipation in this program will 
preclude the programmed plan- 
ning proposal provided for in the 
budget. There is dispute over the 
similarities and differences be- 
tween the two plans. 

Passing to other areas of busi- 
ness a Marycliff progress report 
from Marycliff Principal Robert 
G. Forest was aired. Bids on fur- 
niture and equipment have been 
sent out and candidates for tea- 
ching positions, with an emphasis 
upon the open-concept instruc- 
tion situation, are being inter- 
viewed. A representative of the 
Community Schools Association 
informed the audience that this 
organization had taken steps to 
fashion a partner group for the 
school with constitution and by- 
laws. 

The Committee also set aside 
a June date to review with the 
professional staff an analysis of 
the resources and programs in 
the school system. The goal is to 
develop a “new long-range plan 
for the school system that would 
have built into it a method of 
feedback to the teaching staff, 
administration, and School Com- 
mittee so that a regular deter- 
mination could be made as to how 
effectively goals and objectives 
are being met.” 

Position Redesigned 

A review was made of the plan 
to redesign the position of coord- 
inator of guidance anti program- 
ming to that of pupil personnel 
director. Under the proposed re- 
structuring the pupil personnel 


responsibilities would be expand- 
ed, while the data processing 
work would he removed. Mr. 
Demsey would become a 3/5ths 
teacher at the Senior High School 
in the business department, as 
well as handling this shifted data 
processing work load for the 
school system. This does not cre- 
ate an additional position. 

Reporting on the status of bids 
was William F. Clark, assistant 
superintendent for administrative 
services. Furniture and equip- 
ment for Marycliff, vandal alarm 
systems for the Senior High 
School, Vinson-Owen and Mary- 
cliff Schools and Lynch Junior 
High, and portable classrooms 
for the Senior High School are 
currently out to bid. Audio-visual 
equipment for Marycliff will be 
next. 

Mr. Clark also said that con- 
struction at the new high school 
site was “going well.” Pile driv- 
ing continues, while a teamsters’ 
strike has been holding up de- 
livery of concrete. 

Regarding Special Education 
of Education Mutual 
(SEEM). Assistant Superinten- 
dent Clark stated that the Town 
continues to owe sums for bus 
transportation and dues and as- 
sessments to North Reading. As 
set up by North Reading this 
program is under a revolving 
fund. However, the State Legisla- 
ture is the only authority which 
may establish such a method of 
budgetting, a procedure it has 
followed only for the lunch and 
athletic programs. In the mean- 
time it was taken favorably to 
invite SEEM’s director to speak 
before the Committee during 
June. 

In personnel matters, a number 
of resignations and appointments 
were approved, as well as the 
election of two second-year tea- 
chers. Satisfaction with those ap- 
plying for Summer School posi- 
tions was voiced and the recom- 
mendation that two lead teachers 
at a stipend of $100 each be 
named for this program was ac- 
cepted. A number of vacancies 
still exist, however, Summer 
School Director Frederick J. Mur- 
ray stated that qualified persons 
are available and will be recom- 
mended. Appointments for 1970- 
1971 were taken up in executive 
session. 

Among other topics approval 
was also given to the school cal- 
endar for 1970-1971. 

The next regular meeting of 
the School Committee will be 
Tuesday, 'May 26. Matters pro- 
posed for this agenda are discus- 
sion of the use of McManus 
House next year and smoking 
recommendations.

Still Grows 


Call For End 
Of Involvement 

Editor of the Star: 

On tho night of May 4, following 
the tragic events at Kent State 
University, and the announcement 
concerning the United States’ inva- 
sion of Cambodia and the resump- 
tion of bombing of North Viet Nam, 
John Kemeny, the President of 
Dartmouth College, joined scores of 
other universities and college pres- 
idents in “imploring . . . you (the 
President of the United States) to 
consider the incalculable dangers 
of an unprecedented alienation of 
America’s youth and to take imme- 
diate action to demonstrate une- 
quivocally your determination to 
end the war quickly.” He went on 
to suspend “all normal academic 
activities” for the remainder of the 
week. Since then Dartmouth has 
been “on strike.” A “strike” not 
against Dartmouth College, but by 
Dartmouth College, to continue as 
long as is necessary to accomplish 
the task at hand, that of getting 
the U.S. out of Southeast Asia. 

We feel that a significant num- 
ber of responsible citizens must 
share at least a part of our feeling 
that our present position in South- 
east Asia is detrimental to the wel- 
fare of this country, not to mention 
the human lives involved on both 
sides. Unfortunately it has become 
apparent that President Nixon will 
never be responsive to the youth of 
America, distinguished national ed- 
ucators, half a million people 
marching in Washington, or even 
his own “silent majority.” 

We therefore urge all concerned 
citizens to write, telephone, tele- 
graph, or even visit our Congres- 
sional delegation in Washington in 
support of the Senate bill designed 
to limit the power given the Pres- 
ident by the 1964 Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution, and to call for an imme- 
diate end to U.S. involvement in 
Southeast Asiu.

1 will still do it today, if required, 
even though they are only trying 
to be heard..

Middlesex County residents have 
been buying new cars at an increas- 
ed rate in the last few years, a 
national survey shows. 

As a result, more smart-looking 
models are to be seen on the streets 
and roads jn the area, while the 
proportion of older ones is drop- 
ping. 

The car-buying surge has 
brought the local automobile pop- 
ulation to a high level, 478,990. It 
has also increased the number of 
families sporting two or more cars 
in their driveways. By the same 
token, the percentage of families 
without ears is smaller than ever. 

The facts and figures are con- 
tained in a consumer market re- 
port covering all parts of the coun- 
try, issued by the Standard Rate 
and Data Service, and in studies 
made by the National Industrial 
Conference Board and others. 

They show that there has been 
a continuing rise in car ownership 
in Middlesex County and that, by 
the beginning of this year, there 
were 124 passenger cars locally for 
every 100 families. 

This was a bigger ratio than was 
recorded in 1964, when the average 
was 111 cars per 100 families. 

The gain is in terms of net 
change, after allowing for the 
number of cars that were junked. 
Nationally, according to the auto- 
mobile industry’s figures, about 6,- 
800,000 cars went to the scrap pile. 
Against this was the number of 
cars sold in the United States in 
the year — nearly 9,600,000. 

In Middlesex County, the effect 
of the buying surge during the past 
five years has been an increase of 
16.5 per cent in automobile regis- 
trations. The number rose from 
410,560 to 478,990. 

The strong market for new cars, 
locally and elsewhere, is attributed 
to rising incomes, to the growth 
of population in suburban areas 
where care are/ more necessary 
thun in urban arcus, and to the 
rise in number of car-hungry teen- 
agers. 

The net result is that multiplo 
car ownership has become more 
common. Some 27 per cent of the 
nation’s families now have two or 
more cars. 

The automobile continues to play 
a major role in the local economy. 
The amount of money spent in 
Middlesex County’s service stations 
alone in the pust yeur for gas. oil, 
repuirs and parts came to $129,- 
792,000, as against the 1964 total 
of $97,780*000.

JULIE ANDREWS — A Biography

In Mr. Windeler’s prefnee to his biography of Julie 
Andrews he observes that when he discussed his in- 
tention with Miss Andrews she thought tho "whole 
idea of a biography at that stage in her life” both 
“presumptuous and premature.” He declares that 
this is not an “authorized biography,” but that, lik- 
ing Julie Andrews, he has spent a year of his life 
researching and writing as far as possible the “total 
truth” about her. 

Julia Elizabeth Wells was the older of two children 
of a broken marriage, and after her parents’ divorce 
she lived with her father and younger brother until 
her father decided that it would be better for the 
growing girl to be with her mother. Ted Andrews, 
a Canadian singer and vaudeville entertainer, whom 
her mother had married soon after the divorce, rec- 
ognized the possibilities of Julie’s “enormous belting 
freak voice, with a range of four octaves” and for- 
tunately was able to find for her a surpassingly good 
voice teacher, Madame Lilian Stiles-Alien, whose 
name is principally known in Britain for the beauty 
of her concert and oratorio singing. 

“It’s thanks to her that I didn’t do more damage 
to my voice with all that singing when I was 
young, and later in “My Fair Lady.” I used to 
watch her give lessons to all her other pupils. 
Then I would take lessons twice a day. She had 
enormous influence on me. She was my third 
mother — I've got more mothers and fathers 
than anyone in the world.” 

From the time when Julie had just turned twelve 
she sang in theatres all over England, sometimes 
performing with the Andrews in their vaudeville act 
and sometimes alone. She had a governess and a 
chaperone until she was about 17. 

Julie’s first visit to America came in August 1954. 
She was engaged to play Polly, the heroine of “The 
Boy Friend” and made an immense success of the 
part. In April 1955 she was asked to audition for 
Lerner and Loewe for the musical version of “Pyg- 
malion.” Her subsequent success as Eliza Doolittle, 
and the enormous popularity of “My Fair Lady” 
made theatrical history. 

Mr. Windeler gives a very detailed account of 
Julie’s life, both personal and theatrical, through 
her marriage to Tony Walton, the separation and 
divorce, to her marriage to Blake Edwards; through 
“The Sound of Music” and “Thoroughly Modern Mil- 
lie” to "Star” and “Darling Lili.” His account is 
evidently well-informed and shows none of the vitriol 
which has been so evident in the press and movie 
magazines. Indeed, he castigates by name some of 
the gossip columnists who find it necessary to leer 
and smear in order to sell their puerile writings. 

In conclusion, it may intrigue admirers of Julie 
Andrews to hear an amusing story told by her friend, 
Carol Burnett. 

“In January, 1965, Mike Nichols, Julie, and Carol 
had been summoned to Washington to perform 
at President Johnson’s inauguration . . . Julie 
. . . had an early dinner, and returned to her 
hotel ... to wait for Nichols. When he did 
arrive, Carol invited him to their room on a 
different floor. Julie, in her inevitable slacks, 
and Caro], in Joe Hamilton’s bathrobe, went out 
to the elevator to wait. ‘We sat on a settee 
across from the elevator and tried to think of 
something to make Michael laugh,’ Carol said 
. . . ‘but nothing was funny enough. Julie said 
‘I know wot — let’s be kissing.’ I said, T like you a 
whole lot, Julie, but I don’t know.' She talked me 
into it, and we went into a mad embrace the 
minute the elevator doors started to open. A 
woman got out. She didn’t recognize us, but 
the look she gave us — Next time the doors open- 
ed we went into another mad embrace, and this 
time it was about ten male heads — none of them 
Mike’s — who had stopped at the wrong floor. 

By now I’m on the floor in hysterics. Back comes 
the lady. She keeps looking and very solemnly 
says, ‘You’re Carol Burnett, aren’t you?’ I said, 
‘Yes, and that’s Mary Poppins.’ I wasn’t gonna 
be the only one recognized. She goes, and the 
elevator door opens again, and we go into our 
mad embrace. And damn Mike Nichols! He 
walks right out and by and says, ‘Hi, girls,’ like 
we did it all the time.”

With Nixon's lies now fi- 
nally exposed, the immorality and 
hypocrisy of the government’s pol- 
icy has been revealed for all to see. 

“The need for* action has never 
been so great and so urgent. We 
therefore call on the entire academ- 
ic community of this country to en- 
gage in a nationwide, university 
strike. We must cease business as 
usual in order to allow the univer- 
sities to lead and join in a collec- 
tive strike to protest America’s es- 
calation of the war. 

“We do not call for a strike by 
students against the universities, 
but for a strike by the entire uni- 
versity — faculty, students, staff 
and administration alike.

An enterprising Manhattan 
housewife, who is also the neice of 1 
Mrs. George B. Redding of 10 Cran- 
ston Roud, has written what may be ; 
the only funny book on urban re-j 
newnl. In it she recreates the seven I 
years that she and the other tenants 
of a rundown apartment house, 
spent fighting city hall in an effort 
to keep their building from being 
9 torn down. 

Titled "The House Keepers.” it 
was published by Harper and Row 
on May 6. The Winchester Public 
Library has the book on order and 
it is available at Spaulding Book- 
shop, 41 Thompson Street. The au- 
thor Linda Grover is married to 
singer Stanley Grover. They are the 
couple in the “kick-the-habit” anti- 
cigarette commercial which has 
been wddely seen on TV. 

After a year of apartment hunt- 
ing Linda Grover found six rooms 
complete with cockroaches and a 
toilet that flushed by itself. But. it 
did have potential and the price 
was right. 

No sooner had they moved in 
than they found that the building 
was to be razed as a part of an 
urban renewal program. Address- 
ing her book to "those of you who, 
like us, just don’t feel comfortable 
lying in front of bulldozers,” she 
tells how they battled to keep their 
home. "All we wanted was not to 
be forced to live in one of those 
vertical ice cube trays.” 

Their campaign began with a 
dinner which progressed through 
the seven stories of the building to 
which city officials, newspaper and 
television reporters were invited. 
As a result of the publicity the city 
conceded that the building might 
be allowed to stand if its tenants 
proved they could succeed in con- 
verting it into a cooperative. 

To this end Mrs. Grover spent 
months escorting contractors and 
subcontractors through the 130 
rooms — occasionally having to 
endure being chased around the 
roof — in an effort to secure an es- 
timate for renovations. 

"One electrical contractor suf- 
fered from an extreme orientation 
problem. He held the plans upside 
down and unerringly headed in the 
wrong direction all day. 

Some of the others couldn’t seem 
to understand that we didn’t want 
to cheat ourselves and would whis- 
per how they could get away with 
this or that inferior material or 
method; altogether the most amaz- 
ing procession of individuals I’ve 
ever met,” she writes. 

The battle continued through 
endless red tape and frustrating 
encounters with civil servants, law- 
yers, politicians, bankers and archi- 
tects. At one point, the then very 
pregnant Mrs. Grover swayed stub- 
born FHA officials by feigning im- 
, minent childbirth. 

Practically nothing was easy. 
Once Mrs. Grover had to go to the 
bank about the mortgage during 
the transit strike — making the six 
mile round trip on a bicycle. 

The fight, which the tenants 
finally won, culminated in a court- 
room drama, complete with two bus- 
loads of rooters from the Bronx. 

Then came the renovation and 
the beginning of more problems as 
they plunged into an unanticipated 
experiment in communal living. 
“The first and most important casu- 
alty during renovation was the de- 
molition of our sense of proportion. 
People tried to accept the absurd 
with equanimity, such as the fact 
that a woman could not ride to the 
basement without finding a fat man 
to take along as ballast. The ele- 
vator had been adjusted for heavy 
construction loads and would go up 
and down like a yo yo unless you 
had fat friends along,” writes Mrs. 
Grover. 

The improvements took months 
to complete during which the 20 
families lived in a state of complete 
chaos — one family had no bathtub 
for nine weeks. 

Now, several years after the or- 
deal Linda Grover writes, "We’re 
still mostly all together, though 
one lady who said she was tired of 
living in a kibbutz run by amateurs, 
sold her $1500 apartment for $20,- 
000 and left. 

"Monthly charges in those verti- 


cal ice-cube trays the city wanted 
us to move to are coming in, aa the 
buildings are completed, at about 
$00 a room, while ours remains 
stable at $25. Makes us think it still 
pays to tight City Hall. 

She reports that there are per- 
haps some 400,000 units of deteri- 
orating housing in New York City 
which could be saved if the same 
methods used in her building could 
be applied. 

Linda Grover has been a model, 
a Congressional secretary, a clerk 
in the House Indian Affairs Sub- 
committee, and a caseworker for 
the International Rescue Commit- 
tee. The Grovers have three chil- 
dren. The whole family works in 
television commercials, separately 
and together.

School Program 
For Mentally 111 
To Be Discussed 

The school program at Metro- 
politan State Hospital will be the 
topic of the May ’meeting of the 
Association for Mentally 111 Chil- 
dren. A panel of teachers from the 
Gaebler Children’s unit will discuss 
all aspects of conducting a school 
for severely mentally ill children; 
this discussion will be led by the 
principal of that unit, Phillip De 
Mattia. 

I This school is publicly accredited 
and is staffed by teachers who are 
all certified, under Massachusetts 
law. for teaching disturbed chil- 
dren. 

One of the basic concepts of the 
program at the Gaebler Unit is 
that psychotic children need a 
highly structured program of ego- 
building and ego-supportive activi- 
ties; the school therefore provides 
modified school experiences and 
includes some vocational teaching 
as well as basic academic classes. 

The school serves children who 
are inpatients of Metropolitan 
State Hospital and those day stu- 
dents whose educational needs are 
not met by any existing communi- 
ty facilities. Metropolitan State 
Hospital contains the only chil- 
dren’s unit in this state that is 
designated to serve the mentally 
ill child who needs residential 
treatment. 

Current co-chairman of the As- 
sociation is Mrs. E. Stephen Mili- 
aras of 12 Mt. Pleasant Street. The 
meeting will be held on Wednesday, 
May 20, at 8 o’clock in the First 
Parish Church, Harrington Road, 
Lexington. The first part of the 
meeting will be given over to elect- 
ing officers for the coming year, 
approving the charter, and other 
business items. Since this is our 
last regular meeting before sum- 
pier. we urge all members and 
other interested persons to attend.

She suggest- 
ed an initial bond issue of $6 
million with an additional issue 
in the Fall, at which time the 
current high interest rate might 
have fallen. 

The Board decided to maintain 
the original vote and to seek bids 
on the bond issue in early June. 
The decision was based on the 
members’ feeling that the inter- 
est rates might go higher.

I he tax rate for 1970 will be 552 per thousand, a 21 per (cm jump over last year, the Board of 
Assessors announced yesterday. 

This is the earliest the tax rate has been set since the Town moved to full valuation of property in 
19(38 following the mandate of the 1966 Town Meeting. I he 1969 rate was 513 per thousand, a 15 per 
cent increase over the 1968 rate of 537.10. 


At the final session of the 
1970 Annual Town Meeting the 
Finance Committee had estimat- 
ed this year’s tax rate to be $52. 

It is hoped by the Board that 
the tax bills will be mailed dur- 
ing the month of June. Actual 
mailing date is tied to the work 
schedules of the Town computer 
and to the receipt of the bill 
forms by the Town Tax Collector. 

The Town law reads that if the 
tax bills are out before October 
1, payment is accepted by Novem- 
ber 1 without interest charged. 
If they are issued after October 
1, they are accepted without in- 
terest within 30 days of their 
mailing. 


Board Chairman Windsor Car-

381,736.88 as compared to $9,751,- 
754.96 in 1969. 

The 1969 rate was set on Au- 
gust 5. The Assessors had esti- 
mated the 1969 rate to be $44.50, 
$1.50 more than the actual rate 
of $43. The 1970 rate represents 
an increase of $9 over last year. 

A property owner’s tax bill, 
under the full valuation system, 
is figured by multiplying the as- 
sessed value of the taxable pro- 
perty by the current tax rate. 
Revaluation of property in Win- 
chester was undertaken in 1968 
by the firm of Cole-Layer-Trum- 
ble. 

According to Mr. Dade, part 
of the increase this year is due 
to the increase in county taxes 
and to the fact that the 1969 
County taxes were underestimat- 
ed by $32,900.91 and this must 
he made up in the 1970 tax rate. 

The state “cherry sheet” calls 
for Winchester to receive $967,- 
448 .89 this year, a decrease of 
$114, 375.17 from last year’s re- 
turn of $1,081,824.06. This loss 
of state revenue adds the $114,- 
000 to the town’s operating cost.

First, with the North hand would 
you bid no trump or hunt for the 
four-four fit in hearts and open 
one club? My partner chose the 
latter, and after I named the four- 
card suit in the South hand, North 
bid four hearts showing 19-20 
points, i.e., enough for game even 
with a minimum raise from part- 
ner). 

Another decision for South! A 
slam is certainly close, but with 
such a poor heart suit, I passed. 

Now please look at the North- 
South hands and plan the play. I’ll 
admit to the straightforward ap- 
proach, taking out two rounds of 
trumps, finessing the jack of spades, 
and discarding a diamond on 
North’s good fourth club, losing the 
queen of hearts and a diamond to 
make five hearts. 

Did you figure out how to make 
six? Just keep finessing hearts; you 
don’t expect both heart honors to 
he in the West hand, but you may 
as well try. And it works. 

The score sheet showed seven of 
the eleven North-Souths in no 
trump (making three, four, five 
and six, depending on the lead and 
general approach to the play) and 
four in hearts (only one making the 
six). , 

Editor’s note: This hand illu- 
minates one of the many fascina- 
tions of duplicate. In rubber 
bridge, North-South would bid and 
make game without the necessity 
of finding the best contract or of 
making the precious over-trick.

OPEN LETTER TO THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


Dear President Nixon: 


We the undersigned want you to know that we back your ef- 
forts towards a just and honorable peace, and believe that you 
are doing the best you can under the almost impossible condi- 
tions left to you by your predecessors. 


At this point in time when man 
has consistently disfigured the 
beauty of nature, Arbor Day seems 
an especially appropriate time for 
him to gain some recompense. 

The purpose of the holiday is to 
commemorate the part tree plant- 
ing can play in protecting natural 
resources and restoring nature. 

Twenty-two states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia celebrate Arbor 
Day the lust Friday in April. The 
others commemorate it at various 
times and there is interest among 
government officials and private 
citizens to make Arbor Day a uni- 
form, national holiday.

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Editorials: 


To Winchester . . . 


Goodbyes are always difficult, and it is with 
mixed emotions that 1 leave Winchester this 
week for a new home in Pennsylvania. Serving 
the Town as editor of the Star lias been a chal- 
lenging experience and I have enjoyed the Town 
and the newspaper. 

As I leave. I would like to share some thoughts 
on areas in which the Town could improve to 
insure continued progress in the future. 

Throughout the past two years I have heard 
new residents disparaged by those whose resi- 
liency spans more than several decades. It seems 
to be the opinion that anyone with less than 25 
years residency in \\ inchester should not be 
allowed to serve on Town boards or to express 
an opinion on how the Town should be run. 
This is nonsense! A town needs new blood ami 
fresh ideas to remain alert to change and re- 
ceptive to progress. 

Residents with roots in Vi inchester history 
continually tell us at the Star that "all these new- 
comers do is vote expensive projects (especially 
school buildings) and then move,” leaving the 
older residents to hear the tax burden. If this 
were thought through, one would realize that 
a property owner here, newcomer or not. pays 
taxes and that, should the person move on. the 
property would probably he sold in which case 
the tax revenue for that property would con- 
tinue to be received by the Town with only a 
change in the person paying it. or. the former 
resident, unable to sell the property, would have 
to continue to pay the taxes regardless of where 
he resided. The tax base, as is noted in a story 


on the new tax rate in today’s Star, has continued 
to increase, this year alone by about S3 million. 

Everyone has the right to expect good schools 
for his children and to seek improvements in 
the school system of the town in which he is 
living. And. in todays highly mobile society it 
is unreasonable to expect that a person will live 
and die in the town in which he was horn. 

Winchester is fortunate that many of its res- 
idents are highly educated with backgrounds 
rich in experience in the fields of education, law , 
finance, business, engineering, and science. That 
these people are willing to lend their expertise 
to town government free of charge has made 
Winchester a better place. Don’t sell them short 
because they have lived here only five years or 
so! 

Also, spiralling inflation is not a problem 
unique to Vl inchester. It is a national problem 
and the only way to curb costs here is to set 
priorities for projects and to establish limits 
for Town budgeting. The cost of education is 
always the first cost assailed when the tax rate 
is set. but it might be wise to note that W inches- 
ter always has set education high in its prior- 
ities and that, although the educational stand- 
ard here is high now’, if progress is not continu- 
ally made the standard will backslide. Main- 
taining a ‘‘status quo” position is impossible as 
long as other school systems progress. 

inchester is an exceptional town — keep it 
that way!

1 he young Romans, each playing the role of a character from ancient history, celebrated in their 
flowing togas (males) and stolas (ladies). Since the ninth graders were on their Roman holiday serving 
was done by eighth grade “slaves" clad in burlap.

The XXV ancients dined on 
duck with orange sauce and grape 
punch to simulate wine. All food 
was brought from home by the club 
members. 

Teacher Mrs. Edith Phelan co- 
ordinated this, her 10th annual 
Roman Banquet, as the culmination 
of the club’s studies of the history 
of the Roman Republic. Generally 
held in the courtyard of the school 
which give the flavor of Roman ar- 
chitecture, this year the rains qpme 
nnd the second of ten banquets Was 
forced indoors. Enthusiasm and 
spirits, however, were not damp- 
ened. 

Early in the year the club dis- 
cussed the specific character traits 


of its members and Mrs. Phelan 
helped to select the Roman citizen 
who best fit the description of each 
individual.

I*m sure I’ll be remembered 
at any rate, 

As Julius Caesar the Great!" 

The poems were written on 
scrolls as the club members learned 
all important documents were in 
Roman times. 

“Leniuria” was the grand finale 
of the Roman Banquet. This cere- 
mony uses symbolic dried beans to 
drive out the evil spirits in the 
house. Roman tradition dictates 
chanting “I redeem myself and my 
menes (ancestral spirits)” during 
the last rites as each bean is tossed 
away. After the "slaves" cleared, 
Caesar and his friends and foes de- 
parted. All traces of the Roman vis- 
itors were removed. Yet, taxpayers 
will all hope that some of the power 
of lemuria will remain at Lynch 
Junior High until next year’s Ro- 
man Banquet to continue to drive 
the evil spirits away.

BOOK REVIEW

JOYS AND SORROWS; 

Reflections by Pablo Casals 
as told to Albert E. Kahn 

Some of our greatest men are the simplest and 
least ostentatious. Such a one is Pablo Casals, who 
has consistently over the years declined to write an 
autobiography on the ground b that his life does not 
deserve such commemoration. He was born with mu- 
sical ability and feels he can claim no special credit 
for it. His advice to young musicians is, “Don’t be 
vain because you have talent. You are not responsible 
for it; it is not your doing. What you do with your 
talent is what matters." 

Casals is now in his ninety-fourth year. All his 
life he has been devoted to music from his earliest 
childhood in Vendrell, Spain, where he described 
himself as swimming in an ocean of music. When he 
was two or three years old he used to sit on the floor 
and press his ear against the piano when his father 
played. He hegan himself when he was four. In 
spite of his fame as a virtuoso on the cello, he says a 
piano is the best of all instruments. On it one can 
play anything that has been written, so anyone who 
wishes to become a complete musician should first 
learn the piano. 

By the time Pablo was seven he was playing the 
violin and had mastered the art well enough to give 
a concert solo at the age of eight. He longed especial- 
ly to be able to play the organ but his father would 
not allow it until his feet could reach the pedals. 
Since he was never very tall, this took longer than it 
would have with an average child. Finally, when he 
was nine, the day arrived and Pablo learned on the 
Vendrell church organ, a lovely old instrument made 
at the same time as the one in Leipzig used by Bach. 
He did not become acquainted with the cello until 
he was eleven and he describes this as the beginning 
of a long and cherished companionship. 

It was Pablo’s mother who was largely responsible 
for his early success. Although she was not a musi- 
cian in the sense that his father was, she accepted 
the fact that he was different from other children and 
directed his career from the very first, even in the 
face of paternal opposition. The elder Casals was 
not convinced that Pablo should not learn to be a 
carpenter. His mother, howover, insisted that he go 
to the Burcelonu School of Music, this at the age of 
eleven and a half! 

Casals’ life was not totally involved in his artistic 
career. He was a passionate advocate of justice, 
a strong worker for peace. During his first stay 
in Paris the Dreyfus Affair was a cause eelebre 
and he was appalled by it and by the wave of anti- 
Semitism which ehsued. 

Later the atricities of the First World War haunted 
him, causing him to ask himself if this was what 
man was created for. In order to protest the inequi- 
ties of the Spanish Civil War and the Fascist Re- 
gime it engendered, Casals left h ; s beloved country 
and has been living in oxile for more than thirty 
years. Ho reflects that although there are those who 
believe that ah artist should live .n an ivory tower, 
far removed from *,! o struggles and sufferings of his 
fellow’ man, in reality should not human rights be 
more important to him because he has been granted 
special sensitivities and perceptions? 

Joys av d Sorrows is a pleasant hook to read with 
many fine illustrations. Pablo Casals emerges as a 
true artist in all senses of the word.

“Abysmal” 

In a memo from Senior High 
School Principal W. Howard Nib- 
lock he comments, “The rule a- 
gainst smoking in the school buil- 
ding and on the school grounds 
has always been difficult to 
enforce, but conditions are now 
such that effective enforcement 
is even less possible.” “Condi- 
tions are the campus plan. Term- 
ing the problem “abysmal,” he 
said that such enforcement was 
impossible. 

The result of a faculty poll at 
the Senior High School was 39 
in approval and 19 in disapproval 
of allowing smoking in some area. 
A poll of the Parent-Faculty As- 
sociation Executive Committee 
was 17 for and seven against.

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OLD FISH HAWK 


h If Mitchell F. Jay in 


Mitchell Jayne has recreated a slice of timeless 
frontier in this novel about an aging Osage Indian, 
the last of his breed remaining on the edge of the 
forest. The Fish Hawk is tall, spare, tanned and 
impassive as one imagines all Indians to be. Fur- 
thermore, he is wise in the ways of nature, under- 
standing of the ways of men, but none too certain of 
his own future. 


We find him stumbling drunkenly about the streets 
of Bent’s Ford, Missouri, where he is tolerated and 
used by the white townspeople. The Fish Hawk is 
not mistreated openly, but his tenacious retention of 
Indian manners and the stereotyped views of the 
whites combine to act against his acceptance as a 
genuine member of the community. The result is that 
the old Indian camps in the town, performs as a 
veterinarian and jack of all trades, and drinks to 
keep his hones from aching. Real friends are almost 
non-existent for such an outsider, hut the few who 
come in contact with him usually come to recognir.e 
his honesty, wisdom and to admire his ability with 
animals and nature. 


One of these few is Towsaek Charlie, the town 
simpleton. Abandoned by his own family when they 
moved west, Charlie grew up in Bent’s Ford, and 
now in his twenties manages to eke out an existence 
by collecting and selling old bottles. He and the Fish 
Hawk have a lot in common — more, in fact, than 
the old Indian is at first willing to admit. Another 
companion is Billy, the whitehaired marshall who 
periodically rescues the Fish Hawk from the gutter 
or bramble bush into which he has stumbled in his 
stupor. 


v This frontier tale revolves around the daily chores 
of farm and woodland life. Hunting and the care 
and handling of dogs are a constant theme. The 
Fish Hawk is particularly involved in these activi- 
ties since his Indian background uniquely suits hini 
to hunting the more dangerous and elusive type of 
game. On this frontier the Fish Hawk is still needed 
for those occasional forrays, but the old man is 
weighted down by the knowledge of his uselessness 
and increasingly haunted by the memories of his 
long lost past. Against this background of man-work 
and play the Fish Hawk acts out his final role in the 
white society and seeks the dignity he thinks he has 
lost. 


While the Fish Hawk is rethinking his role, re- 
living his past and planning his last days, in the 
forest beyond the white settlement another drama 
is being enacted. An old boar and a black bear do 
battle und each, scarred by the encounter, thereafter 
affects the community. The two tales of animal 
cunning, human planning and Indian wisdom come 
together finally in this remarkable tale. The con- 
frontations between man and beast are not simple, 
nor are the confrontations between man and man 
easy. But each new situation helps to clarify the 
present reality and to awaken the Fish Hawk to his 
own needs. 


One cannot leave out, from all this, the lively 
pups and hound dogs that leap through the pages 
or the wide-eyed Corby Boggs who worships the 
Indian and hi^ngs upon his every word and act. 
The frontier was receding, in fact the terrifying 
boar was the last of his kind, but there was still 
some small need for the Indian’s kind of knowledge 
and the young boy, Corby, soaked it up with the 
legends. This story is very like a legend, a little 
gory in the hunt, but full of life, and love, and 
memory.

remove the state ceiling. In October, the Massa- 
chusetts Selectmen’s Association voted over- 
whelmingly to approve a state-wide town meet- 
ing article to permit w riting Master Medical for 
local employees. 

Blue Cross insists the pressure for removal of 
the state ceiling was not precipitated hv the 
GIC’s decision to drop Blue Cross and go to 
Aetna. “This was started long before October,” 
said Mr. Cummings. 

Also. Blue Cross claims that although hospital 
costs of the subscriber would be paid entirely 
by Blue Cross under Master Medical, there 
would be other deductibles and maximums on 
extended coverage to make the program actuar- 
ilv responsible. 

The Croup Insurance Commission says it 
has been reluctant to waive the state ceiling on 
benefits, which limits full payment in a seini- 
private hospital bed to 120 days, with a $25 
admission deductible, because it fears that broad- 
er coverage would put undue pressure on the 
city or town to pick up as much as 99 per cent 
of the employee group premium costs, and pass 
them on to taxpayers on the property tax rate. 

Blue Cross say> that experience has shown 
that patients who do pay a deductible on admis- 
sion to the hospital actually stay longer in the 
hospital than those who enter without paying a 
deductible. 

The company also claims that because patients 
rarely stay longer than 120 days, the premium 
cost for extending that in-patient coverage in- 
definitely is actuarily a good buy. 

Blue Cross, moreover, insists that it is not 
interested in the method of financing premium 
costs once the plan is adopted, although it does 
admit that the proposition for increasing the 
municipality’s contribution to up to 99 per cent 
of premium cost, which is authorized under the 
statute, is a selling point when the plan is dis- 
cussed with employee groups. 

While the Croup Insurance Commission is 
worried about “over-insurance” and cxcessively- 
high premium costs being passed along to tax- 
payers, Blue Cross is critical of the CIC’s defense 
of private insurers — companies which, says 
Blue Cross, are given competitive advantages 
under the state’s ceiling on insurance benefits. 

Blue Cross says the GIC should require other 
insurers to operate as non-profit carriers on poli- 
cies for employee groups at the state and local 
levels instead of “picking on Blue Cross.” 

And so it goes. . . . (New England News

A ranking official with Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
has taken issue with the State Group Insurance 
Commission, claiming the state agency is penal- 
izing cities and towns that want to liberalize the 
medical insurance plans of their employees. 

Blue Cross is seeking to remove the current 
state ceiling on medical benefits that can be pur- 
chased for public employees, and the non-profit 
insurer claims that for a nominal amount per 
month, public employees could qualify for the 
coinpanv’> Master Medical plan if the ceiling is 
removed. 

Lee A. Cummings, assistant vice president of 
Blue Cross, who is in charge of enrolling public 
employee groups, claims that the Group Insur- 
ance Commission has never once permitted a 
city or town in Massachusetts to exceed the stat- 
utory ceiling on benefits, even though, he says, 
many communities have applied for the waiver. 

The Group Insurance Commission, which 
oversees all medical insurance programs for pub- 
lic employee groups, is fighting pending legisla- 
tion that would permit Blue Cross to sell a plan 
that offers full in-hospital cost payments with 
no costs or deductibles for the employee. 

The GIC claims the plan is actuarily unsound, 
and it foresees communities being forced to ab- 
sorb more and more of the insurance premium 
costs at the bargaining tables, thereby affecting 
property tax rates, if the scheme is allowed. 

Mr. Cummings, in turn, claims that public em- 
ployees are being discriminated against. He 
notes that 90 per cent of the groups eligible for 
Master Medical in Massachusetts now carry the 
coverage. Eligible groups, by definition, include 
those other than public employee groups. 

The Blue Cro>s spokesman also noted that 
some 20 cities and towns have appealed to the 
Legislative Committee ou insurance to support 
removal of the state ceiling »o they can buy the 
Master Medical coverage for their employees, 
and that one city has refused to accept a local 
option law on health insurance standards in or- 
der to avoid state regulation and buy MM cover- 
age in that community. 

The Group Insurance Commission voted last 
October to discontinue Blue Cross as the health 
insurance carrier for state employees in 1970, 
and the program for the 50,000 state employees 
went to Aetna Life. The shift is estimated to 
have cost Blue Cross about SI million a year in 
net income. 

At about that time — October, 1969 — Blue 
Cross began a big push to have the Legislature 
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tion among the various depart- 
ments, and would hopefully result 
in a realistic and knowledgeable 
approach to budget preparations 
next year. The Board unanimous- 
ly approved the proposal, and 
asked Mr. Kenney to proceed 
v/ith arrangements. 

A third hearing was scheduled 
for the Methods and Procedures 
Committee relative to data pro- 
cessing bids. Mr. Chadwick, for 
the Committee, requested a pre- 
liminary discussion in executive 
session, at the conclusion of 
which it was announced that cer- 
tain legal matters pertinent to 
the issue would be referred to 
Town Counsel and the hearing 
rescheduled. 

Other items included the draw- 
ing of three names for the juror’s 
list: David Turnquist, Stone Ave- 
nue; Gloria Swanson, Johnson 
Road; and Harold Moran, Cross 
Street. Several items of corre- 
spondence were noted, including 
confirmation of the appointment 
of Charles Craven as the State 
member of the Winchester Hous- 
ing Authority.

Mr. President: 

Like many Americans, I have 
had questions concerning the war 
in Vietnam. I have not asked them 
publicly because I have had faith 
in your high office and the privi- 
leged information to which it has 
access. 

But, when you look at your elder 
son through the glass of an army 
casket, those questions become 
more than academic. They demand 
honest, straightforward answers. 

Perhaps your candid replies to 
the following questions would go 
far toward uniting our country, 
ask them in this spirit. 

1. Is the war in Southeast Asia 
essential to the defense of the con- 
tinental United States and, if so, 
why? 

2. Is this war crucial in the 
fight against totalitarianism and 
if so, why? 

3. Is this, or is this not, a civil 
war between opposing forces of the 
same country? If it is. what is the 
justification for our involvement? 
What foreign power, for example, 
was so committed in our own civil 
war? 

4. What reliable evidence exists 
that the majority of the South 
Vietnamese people are behind the 
Saigon regime? 

5. If this is an ideological war, 
why have over 40,000 Americans 
lost their lives and. to the best of 
my knowledge, no Russian or Chi- 
nese casualties been reported? 

6. Why are we so certain that 
war is the only way to defeat com 
munism when the two most power- 
ful communist nations — Russia and 
China — are at each other’s 
throats? 

7. Can continuation of this war, 
even for one day, be justified on 
the basis that you will not be the 
first U.S. President to lose a war? 

8. Is our nation so weak, so in- 
secure that, if we have made a mis- 
take, we cannot admit it? 

9. Is there any clear hope of a 
military victory, short of an all-out 
nuclear attack on North Vietnam? 

10. What will prevent another 
Vietnam from erupting in some 
other part of the world? How 
many men and how many dollars 
can we afford to lose in brushfire 
undeclared wars and for how long? 

11. Are George Washington’s ad- 
monition to avoid entangling alli- 
ances and the Monroe Doctrine 
completely dead and worthless? 

12. Why have you opposed Con- 
gressional legislation to limit the 
war to the deadlines you yourself 
have set? 

I respect your sincerity and the 
terrible pressures of your office, 
but I think every American would 
appreciate your unequivocal an- 
swers to these questions. At least 
I would know why my son died.

Outrage Justified? 

Editor of the Star: 

With the recrudescence of stu- 
dent demonstrations nnd strikes, 
one wonders whether the direction 
of United States foreign policy in 
Southeast Asia justifies the out- 
rage of the majority of the acade- 
mic community. 

For many years military consi- 
derations had dictated a senreh- 
and-destroy operation into Cam- 
bodia. Recent political develop- 
ments in that country made such 
an operation practicable, and mili- 
tary men were quick to term the 
situation a “golden opportunity.” 

The term “golden opportunity” 
must bo qualified. If the war in 
Vietnam is to be continued until 
physical and spiritual exhaustion 
forces the belligerents to the nego- 
tiating table, then the Cambodian 
situation does indeed present a 
golden opportunity of short-term 
importance but of little conse- 
quence in the long run. The de- 
struction of enemy supplies in 
Cambodia, if substantial, may al- 
low the Vietnamization program 
to proceed somewhat more smooth- 
ly over the next six to 12 months, 
thereby facilitating the withdrawal 
of critical numbers of U.S. troops. 

However, supplies are all too 
easy to replace, especially with the 
plentiful aid of Peking and Mos- 
cow, and conditions will be as they 
were before within a year’s time. 
It may be argued that at such 
time a fully-equipped and well- 
trained ARVN will be capable of 
undertaking the defense of South 
Vietnam and the Saigon govern- 
ment, but this is conjecture which 
will be proved right or wrong only 
when the crisis is upon us and it is 
too late — decisions having been 
made and policy alternatives for- 
gone. Additional U.S. troop com- 
mitments would be unthinkable — 
a costly exercise in the art of poli- 
tical suicide. 

I do not believe that there exists 
in South Vietnam the unity of pur- 
pose and resolution which will be 
required if the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese are to be suc- 
cessfully encountered. Five hun- 
dred thousand U.S. troops and ad- 
vanced conventional weaponry 
made little progress towards 
military or diplomatic solution, and 
it is unreasonable to expect that 
poorly commanded ARVN forces 
will be any more successful at kill- 
ing their countrymen. 

If I hear correctly, the most 
compelling arguments for contin- 
ued U.S. presence in Vietnam are 
first, the preservation of the honor 
and credibility of the United 
States; and second, the necessity to 
prevent the genocide which vic- 
tory for the North would mean. I 
find these arguments difficult to 
accept. I value the life of a young 
man far more than the presorva 
tion of honor in a war which 
many of the United States’ allies 
are quick to condemn, and others 
are extremely hesitant to support 
in any meaningful manner. I do 
not believe that there will be gen 
ocide because the North has very 
little to gain from it, and I do not 
think the frightful destruction of 
life and property which we read 
of everyday can be justified by the 
highly uncertain possibility of gen- 
ocide some time in the future. 

American presence in Vietnam 
makes any viable settlement be- 
tween the North and the South 
impossible and offers no hope of 
putting a stop to the continual out- 
flow of casualty reports which we. 
the American people, appear to 
have become immune to. Unlike 
some of my peers, 1 do not pretend 
to have the perspicacity and fore- 
sight which might allow me to im- 
pose my personal feelings and de- 
cisions upon others, nor do I con- 
sider myself fully capable of judg- 
ing fairly the actions of others. 
However, I think there has been 
enought violence and killing 
both at home and abroad — to 
demand a serious rethinking of the 
basic assumptions of our foreign 
policy and the reconstruction of 
the decision-making process as 
concerns the implementation of 
foreign policy objectives.

Two Radar Units 
Obtained By Town 
Through Funding 

The Winchester Police Depart- 
ment recently acquired two new 
electronic speed-measuring devices 
(radar units). These devices will 
he used throughout the town on 
speed cheeks and traffic surveys, 
Chief of Police Edward F. Bowler 
has announced.

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M. D. C. Problems 
Highlight Meeting 
With John Sears 

Metropolitan District Commissioner John Sears met with mem- 
bers of Winchester's Board of Selectmen anti other natural resource 
department heads of the Town on Thursday, May 128, to discuss prob- 
lems which the Town faces in its MDC region. 

Major concern centered on pollution of the Upper Mystic Uike 
and led to the proposed creation of a seven member committee to study 
pollution in the Aherjona River which feeds into the Upper Mystic. 
Suggested at this time for chairman of this study group was Professor 

N. Bruce Hanes, currently a member of the Winchester Aherjona Wa- 
tershed Committee, and the Park Department. 


Tentatively the committee 
would be composed of two mem- 
bers from Winchester, one of 
which would serve as chairman, 
and other members drawn from 
neighboring towns and from 
State bureaus such as the MDC, 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces, and State Department of 
Public Health. 

Commissioner Sears stated 
that a sum "in the seven figures” 
had been spent to combat pollu- 
tion in the Mystic River and 
“thousands" had been poured in- 
to the Aberjona. Noting that the 
Aberjona was contaminated in 
the MDC area also, he reported 
that his commission has been 
working here already with the 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces, particularly in fighting the 
algae build-up. 

Concerning accounts of dead 
fish stocked by the Department 
of Natural Resources and its con- 
nection with reported high levels 
of nitrates and zinc in these 
water bodies, opinions are con- 
flicting. 

"Not Irresponsible” 

Ralph M. Swanson, chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, felt com- 
ments received by him were un- 
documented. 

He would like to have statistics 
furnished by the State bureaus. 
State Representative Harrison 
Chadwick called his information 
"not irresponsible.” 

Answering Planning Board 
member Otto E. Schaefer’s ques- 
tion, Commissioner Sears stated 
that he "didn’t know” about sta- 
tistics concerning salt and chemi- 
cal content in the Mystic lakes. 
Professor Hanes volunteered the 
information that the State Bu- 
reau of Fisheries had recorded an 
excess of zinc here.

District Court 
Decisions Made 
In Three Cases 

Recent decisions of the Woburn 
District Court have brought to a 
close three cases investigated by 
the Winchester Police Depart- 
ment, according to Lieutenant An- 
drew Crawford. 

These Incidents deal with the 
attempt to pass a forged pre- 
scription, bomb scares, and as- 
sault and battery. They were re- 
viewed by Judge Albert Sartorelli 
in the Woburn court. 

Convening on Wednesday, May 
27, the court gave a Malden resi- 
dent a $1,000 fine and two years 
in the House of Correction, sus- 
pended for two years, for his 
attempt to obtain drugs by using 
a false prescription. An addition- 
al charge was receiving stolen 
property taken from a doctor’s 
office in Arlington. 

On March 12 the defendant 
presented the forged prescription 
to a clerk in Hevey’s Pharmacy, 
550 Main Street. Police Officers 
William Callahan, directing traffic 
in the Square at the time, and 
Richard Beaton were notified of 
the attempt by one present in the 
store. A chase ensued and the 
Malden man was apprehended on 
Converse Place. 

During the early spring months 
Winchester Police Headquarters 
were plagued by sporadic calls 
of bomb warnings in Winchester 
Hospital. On Friday, May 29, a 
15-year-old Winchester boy was 
put on probation under close su- 
pervision after being found guilty 
by the court of muking these 
threats. 

Lieutenant Crawford informs 
that the calls usually came in late 
Sunday afternoons, claiming that 
there was a bomb hidden on the 
third floor of the hospital. Police 
checked out each call. Finally, 
with the aid of the telephone 
company, the juvenile was traced.

Winchester 
Is Certified 
For Funds 

Torbert H. Macdonald, U.S. 
Congressman from the Seventh 
District, announced on Wednes- 
day, June 3, that the Winchester 
School Committee has been certi- 
fied for immediate payment of 
$19,407 of its $(54,(591 entitlement 
under Public Law No. 874 for 
the fiscal year 1970. 

Funds are made available to 
school districts where enrollments 
are swollen by children of armed 
services personnel or government 
employees, many of whom live 
on government reservations where 
they pay no local taxes. 

It is the Federal Government’s 
way of being a “good local citizen” 
in lieu of taxes. 

Congressman Macdonald 
stated, "l have supported the leg- 
islation necessary to continue pay- 
ments of these impacted area 
funds because 1 feel it is neces- 
sary, and knowing that the Feder- 
al Government as a property 
owner should share in the finan- 
cial support of local governments. 

"Government ownership of land 
takes such land off local tax rolls, 
depriving communities of normal 
tax receipts. I am happy to have 
been helpful in providing this pay- 
ment for the Town of Winches- 
ter.” 

The Winchester public school 
system has relatively few students 
attending its schools who are not 
tuition-paying residents, which 
would include in sense those chil- 
dren whose families pay Town 
taxes. 

On occasion the School Commit- 
tee has waived its Rules and Reg- 
ulations to allow non-residents to 
attend public schools without puy- 
ing tuition. Often reimbursement 
from the Federal Government or 
other sources is found to apply 
to these uuUjUuI emoilmeiiU.

Comr. Sears 
Says Beach 
Will Be Open 

MDC Commissioner John W. 
Sears announced on Tuesday, 
June 2, that the Upper Mystic 
Lake beach will be open for 
swimming this summer as usual. 

"Recent reports relating to 
the death of trout in the lake are 
misleading and tests conducted 
by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health do not 
show the presence of dangerous 
chemicals in the lake.” He added, 
“In addition preliminary MDC re- 
ports show a chloride count which 
is acceptable. A much higher chlo- 
ride count occurred several miles 
up the watershed and zinc counts 
in the lake are insignificant.” 

Commissioner Sears feels that 
the MDC has been working on 
the problem for several years and 
is now taking positive action u- 
gainst pollution here. He wishes 
to emphasize the fact that the 
seven man commission created 
in Winchester on Thursday. May 
28, is to be an "action group,” 
and not another study group. 

A consultant biologist. Jason 
Cortell of Wellesley Hills, has 
been hired to conduct a field test- 
ing and sampling program at the 
Lower Mystic Lake to monitor 
the hydrogen sulfide-dissolved ox- 
ygen ratio and to design odor 
control measures. 

Commissioner Sears concludes, 
"The MDC has now joined forces 
with the towns und the water 
pollution division of the Natural 
Resources Department and we 
will jointly fight as hard as we 
can to stop pollution in the water- 
shed, improve water control, re- 
move algae, and stop fish kill.”

conducted on Saturdays. However, 
this will be done on Mondays. He 
finds that these hours are accept- 
able to his crews. Noting that ap- 
proximately 1,000 to 1,800 people 
use this facility on Saturdays, he 
hopes that the new schedule can 
be adjusted to by citizens.

At this time the Board voted 
to accept the recommendation of 
the superintendent for th© pur- 
chase of new sweepers.

The decision was mude between 
two different manufacturer’s ma- 
chines showing a cost difference 
of $800. Th© Town will purchase 
the more expensive sweeper be- 
cause it is felt that its advantages 
will override this cost difference. 
The Elgin sweeper was recom- 
mended as more effective and sav- 
ings on repairs ar© anticipated. 

Selectman Sherman Saltmarsh 
felt, however, that compensating 
advantages could also be found in 
the Wayne machine. This product 
has been used by the Town for the 
past 10 years and Mr. Saltmarsh 
cited a history of good service. 

The machines are garaged from 
fall clean-up at the end of No- 
vember until spring clean-up be- 
ginning in March. Selectmen Paul 
Amico urged the Board not to 
delay in their selection since the 
sweepers are needed during the 
summer months. 

In a letter to the Board, Super- 
intendent O’Brien recommended 
areas of control at the incinerator 
for future discussion. Stricter 
control of the issuance and display 
of dump stickers, as well as en- 
forcement of the rules and regu- 
lations of tho incinerator were 
mentioned. New restriction on the. 
use of these facilities by out-of- 
town contractors was another 
point. Several of these matters 
will be forwarded to the Public 
Works Council for their study 
and comment.

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Editorial*: 

To The Graduates 


The graduates are marching to the roll of 
funeral drums. Some are not marching at all. 
Some have forsaken the traditional in search 
of relevance and meaning. 

But relevance exists only in each person's 
mind. And so the student bodies split, some 
graduates occuping spaces in a nearly empty 
commencement hall while their fellows stand 
at the gates hymning folk rock. 

Such disagreement has arisen also among a 
very small number of concerned senior- at ^ in* 
Chester High School, particularly on the wear- 
ing of caps and gowns. Their sentiment is well 


understood, however, their choice of issue is 
questioned. Regardless, more traditional cere- 
monies will he observed here this Sunday for 
the class of 1970. 

Congratulations are extended to these high 
school seniors and to the young men ami women 
from Winchester receiving degrees for higher 
studies. They know what they now inherit. For 
those who feel that their graduation should 
bring about and reflect new awarenesses, for 
those who have been and will be disappointed, 
there is now the message. “. . . listen to the 
music playing in vour head.” 


The Good And Bad Angels 


In the columns of “letters to the editor’* of 
last week's Star, May 28, are two letters repre- 
sentative of the dilemma posed by today's youth 
and that of every preceding generation since 
Thucydides noted it in the fourth century B.C. 

The dichotomy is that known as the “ideal- 
ism” versus the “rebelliousness” of youth, such 
labels which are usually realized to be more cor- 
rectly determined by differences in individuals 
rather than black ami white portraits of age 
groups. 

In each letter an appeal is issued to pay 
appropriate attention to the widely differing 
acts by these young people. The community 
now faces a problem. 

James K. Kurker. a Medford City Councillor 
and chairman of that city’s Water and Air 
Pollution Committee, praised the efforts of a 
13-year-old W inchester boy in alerting Medford 
to “indescriminate dumping” near the Winches- 
ter-Medford line. Action is progressing to clean 
up this area. Mr. Kurker concludes, “The Town 
of Winchester must be very proud of having 
developed a young man with the qualities that 
David has shown.” 

But further down this column it appears nec- 
essary for Chief of Police Edward F. Bowler 
to issue a warning to young vandals and request 
the assistance of citizens in reporting such inci- 
dents to the Police Department. Detection and 
prevention of such activities is nearly impos- 
sible to accomplish without everyone's help. 

In the area of vandalism and thefts from 
schools mentioned by Chief Bowler. W inchester 
may compare favorably with a school system 
such as Quincy which reports damage and theft 
losses of nearly $50,000 since January of this 
year. Such losses in Winchester public schools 


between February 8 and April 22 of this year, 
excluding broken glass and small amounts of 
cash, are estimated at $2,450. But even this sum 
was enough to prompt the School Committee 
to alert the Finance Committee to the possible 
need for a transfer of funds into their Capital 
Outlay account. For this past weekend alone 
the police blotter lists two broken panes of 
glass at Noonan, two at McCall, and four at 
Mystic. 

Minor acts of vandalism, such as the BB shot 
which went astray and injured a boy last Sat- 
urday. are often spontaneous, with little con- 
cern being given to getting caught or its conse- 
quences. Perhaps the greatest obstacle to law- 
enforcement against minor vandalism is the fact 
that among a young person's peer group the 
action may be acceptable, and therefore, en- 
couraging. 

Apprehension after the damage has been 
done may be “after the fact,” but facing court 
proceedings and having a court record could 
prevent a second act by that individual and 
serve as a retardant among his friends. The re- 
assuring fact that a vandal alarm system will be 
installed at various locations in the school sys- 
tem ( It has been reported that received bids are 
below the sum hud get ted ) is overshadowed by 
the realization that this is again only a deterrant, 
significant but not sufficient in itself. 

It is realized, of course, that the most effec- 
tive preventative of malicious acts must begin 
within the individual. It is borne of the same 
concern which prompts another person, perhaps 
David Trageser of Mr. Kurker’s mention, to 
act on good convictions. May we try to pay 
appropriate attention to each of these young 
people.

THE PURSUIT OF LONELINESS 

American culture at the breaking point 
by Philip Slater 

“How far can it go? What new inventions will 
ho offered the staggering American to help him blow 
up his life? Will he finally flee to outer space, leaving 
the nest he has so industriously fouled behind him 
forever? Can he really find some means to propel him- 
self sp fnst that he will escape his own inventive de- 
structiveness? Is the man in orbit — the true No- 
where Man, whirling about in his metal womb unable 
to encounter anyone or anything — the destiny of 
all Americans?” 

Dr. Philip Slater, chairman of the department of 
sociology at Brandeis University, is the writer who 
asks these questions in a book which is bound to 
become a conversation piece. It is an astute analysis 
of our contemporary crises, of what we are like us 
human beings; and of the challenges which are immi- 
nent; right here today, did we but know it. 

The framework of the above questions is our tech- 
nological culture. We are all looking for a technologi- 
cal “Fix.” He says, “Each technological ‘advance’ is 
heralded as one that will solve problems created by 
its predecessors. None of them have done so, how- 
ever, but have merely created new ones. Heroin was 
first introduced into this country as a heaven-sent 
cure for morphine addicts, and this is the model 
followed by technological ‘progress.’ We have been 
continually misled into supporting a larger and 
larger technological habit.” 

Philip Sluter is arguing for a reversal of the old 
pattern of technological radicalism and social con. 
servatiam. Perhaps peoples everywhere in the 20th 
century have become too servile towards technocracy. 
In doing so we have lowered the value of human life. 
We have made people things. Dr. Slater states that 
we throw the aged and psychotic into institutional 
holes where they cannot be seen. “Our approach to 
social problems is to decrease their visibility: Out of 
sight, out of mind.” 

Yet we stress that every human life is a thing of 
value. Do we really mean it? “When one observes 
that we devote the lion's share of our national bud- 
get to war and destruction, that capable scientists 
are tied up in biological and chemical warfare re- 
search that would make Frankenstein and his science- 
fiction colleagues look like Dr. Doolittle, we cannot 
avoid asking the question, do Americans hate life? 
Has there ever been a people who have destroyed 
so many living things?” 

There is an enthusiasm for violence and killing, as 
shown in Vietnam, by a pilot who suggested starting 
at the DMZ and killing every man, woman, and child 
in North Vietnam. 

A “Huey” (helicopter) pilot described killing a 
single man: “’I ran that little mother all over the 
place hosing him with guns but somehow or other 
we just didn’t hit him. Finally he turned on us and 
stood there facing us with his rifle. We really busted 
his ass then. Blew him up like a toy balloon.’ ” 

Dr. Slater covers the contemporary scene in re- 
gard to life in suburbia, the generation gap, our 
sexual mores. He has rather an original analysis of 
sexuality and states that we have put pleasure to 
work by placing restrictions on it. This “was a 
stunning cultural invention, more important than 
the acquisition of fire. In it man found a source of 
energy which was limitless and unflogging — one 
which enabled him to build his empires on earth. 
By the weird device of making his most plentiful 
resource (sex) scarce he managed, after many mil- 
lennia, to make most of his scarce ones plentiful.” 

Our socio-economic technological turnmoils are 
all manifestations of what the author calls the old 
culture. We are no longer one culture, but two. The 
second, a new culture, began sprouting about ten 
years ago. 

Dr. Slater describes the old culture, which he 
says, when forced to choose “tends to give preference 
to property rights over personal rights, technological 
requirements over human needs, competition over 
cooperation . . . ,” etc. The new culture tends to 
reverse all of these priorities. 

Both the old culture and the new culture have 
their flaws. These cultures are here and there, on 
a collision course. We need to have reforms in priori- 
ties and incentives. 

We have deluded ourselves “that . . . trying to 
get the better of one another is socially useful in- 
stead of something to be avoided ... It has taken 
us a long time to realize that seeking to surpass 
others might be pathological and trying to enjoy and 
cooperate with others healthy, rather than the other 
way around.”

At our table East opened with a 
weak two-heart bid, showing six 
hearts and under an opening bid 
on points. South hid two spades, 
West said three hearts, and North 
and East passed. 

South then bid three spades, dou- 
bled by West, North passed, and 
after considerable thought, East 
bid four hearts. Passes by South 
and West put the decision up to 
North who had said nothing 
throughout the biding. What would 
you do? 

Our North felt that his hand im- 
proved as soon as East decided he 
couldn’t stand the three spades 
doubled, for that implied that West 
had the missing high cards such 
as the King of clubs. And since 
South went to three spades by him- 
self, surely the Ace and Queen of 
clubs, plus ruffs in the heart suit, 
should give him a chance for mak- 
ing the four spades. Besides 
East-West might make their four- 
heart bid. So North bid four 
spades, and everyone passed. 

South also took account of the 
bidding in playing the hand. A 
heart was led by West, and of 
course a spade return was called 
for to stop any ruffing in hearts, 
but East didn’t have one. 

South took the diamond return 
with the Ace, finessed the club 
Queen, and played the Ace of clubs, 
discarding South’s six of diamonds. 

South then ruffed a diamond in 
his hand, ruffed a heart in dummy, 
another diamond and another 
heart. He then ruffed a club in the 
South hand and led a spade for 
West to take, and all West has to 
leud back is a spade. Four spades 
thus makes, East-West taking the 
Ace of hearts and two spade tricks.

Mrs. Shaw informed Committee 
members that the program for 
SEEM was expanding so that it 
now encompassed instruction for 
the mentally retarded, emotional- 
ly disturbed, and deaf and blind. 
The goal of teachers in this pro- 
ject is to rehabilitate pupils so 
that they may return to ordinary 
classes following an ideal period 
of two years instruction. 

Seven new classes will be initi- 
ated for 1970-1971, she explained. 
She also reports that scheduling 
of intercommunity busses has 
posed no problems as yet. When 
the program was begun in 1969 
preference in distributing children 
and classes throughout the seven 
member community was given to 
the locati9n of teachers. Now lo- 
cation is usually determined ac- 
cording to the largest body of 
students with a specific disability. 

Mrs. Shaw also stated, concern- 
ing the difficulty which Winches- 
ter is experiencing with the le- 
gality of payments for participa- 
tion in SEEM, that the program 
is working legally in accordance 
with the Federal government and 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion.

Committee members resumed a 
discussion from two previous 
meetings of the proposed stag- 
gered entry of children to kinder- 
garten classes starting this fall. 
A motion to continue further dis- 
cussion of this subject for the 
next regular School Committee 
meeting was approved. 

Committeeman Stephen Park- 
hurst urged that there might be 


the possibility of an orientation 
day or the use of teacher aides. 

Expressing their approval of 
the “staggering” concept were Dr. 
Clare M. Corcoran, principal of 
Vinson-Owen, and Miss Paula Y. 
Caffrey, principal of Noonan. Dr. 
Walter Cdeason, assistant super- 
intendent for curriculum and in- 
struction, also favors this ap- 
proach, noting that it would serve 
as an introduction to the Montes- 
sori-type direction which educa- 
tors are taking.

Dr. Klemer stressed that by in- 
novating this form of teaching 
and learning experience in a 
school, educators were striving 
for something beyond the acquire- 
ment of basic learning skills or 
factual memorization.

As part of the recreation pro- 
gram being offered in Winchester 
this summer, American Red Cross 
swimming courses are being giv- 
en. Registration for these classes 
will be held on, Monday. June 29. 
at 10 a.m. at Leonard Pool. Chil- 
dren are requested to bring proof 
of previous Red Cross certifica- 
tion. 

The following nre descriptions 
of the various levels in swimming 
courses which may be elected: 
(Jirl Nonswimmers: 

Hoy Nonswimmers: 

There are no specific age re- 
quirements for this class. Knowl- 
edge of swimming skills is un- 
necessary. The boy or girl must 
only be able to understand and 
follow directions. The purpose of 
this class is to overcome any fear 
of the water that the nonswim- 
mer may have and to tench him 
basic swimming skills. 

Beginners: 

There are no specific age re- 
quirements for this course. The 
beginner should have already 
overcome his fear of the water. 
The students will be taught basic 
swimming skills in order to mnke 
them reasonably safe in shallow 
water. 

Advanced Beginners : 

In order to take this course, 
applicants must have a beginner 
certificate. More difficult skills 
than were learned in the beginner 
course will be introduced. These 
skills will require additional co- 
ordination, stamina, and endur- 
ance. This course will enable the 
students to become quite adept 
in the water within a rather short 
period of time. 

Intermediates: 

In order to take this course, 
applicants must have an advanced 
beginner certificate. This course 
will introduce the elements of 
good swimming. The leg and arm 
movement of all of the basic- 
strokes will be learned. The in- 
termediate will learn to feel com- 
fortable in deep water with his 
additional swimming knowledge. 
Swimmers: 

In order to take this course, 
applicants must have an inter- 
mediate certificate. This course 
is designed to perfect the skills 
learned in the intermediate 
course and to build up the swim- 
mer’s endurance and versatility 
in deep water.

They 
must be in sound physical condi- 
tion and able to pass a prelimin- 
ary swimming test. 

Senior — Applicants must be at 
least 16 years old or in the 11th 
grade in order to take this course. 
They must be in sound physical 
condition and able to pass u pre- 
liminary swimming test. 

Junior and senior lifesaving 
and water safety deal with safety 
in and on the water and the abili- 
ty to assist or rescue a person in 
danger of drowning. A student 
who finishes either junior or sen- 
ior lifesaving and water safety 
should he capable of taking care 
of himself and be able to aid or 
rescue anyone in danger of 
drowning, when the rescue is pos- 
sible.

Probation 
Officers 
View Roll 


This article is written by Charles 
A. Winchester, chief probation offi- 
cer, Fourth District Court of Eas- 
tern Middlesex. Woburn. 

Probation officers generally n- 
pree thnt the single, most import- 
ant factor which is studied in eve- 
ry case before the criminnl and 
juvenile courts is mental health. 

In crime prevention and the re- 
habilitation of offenders, we are 
well beyond the consideration of 
mere “competency.” Legally, the 
courts must still measure compe- 
tency on the basis of whether or 
not the person was able to distin- 
guish right from wrong at the time 
of an offense. But the wise judge 
today carefully studies all the fac- 
tors, including the investigation by 
his probation department before 
pronouncing sentence. 

The probation officer’s report ex- 
plores all the details of home, fam- 
ily, friends, school and employ- 
ment. Often, the sources of mental 
and emotional stress are readily 
discernible, but frequently a pro- 
bation officer will have to work 
many months with an individual 
and his family before discovering 
these stresses. With the help and 
treatment provided by our court 
psychiatrist, many people are re- 
moved from the ranks of “crimi- 
nals” and are administered to and 
henled. 

Unfortunately, our successes in 
probation are not as numerous as 
they could be if more cases were 
referred to us before the crisis 
stage is reached. To cite an exam- 
ple, recently a 14 year old boy 
was referred to us as a school of- 
fender in hopes that a court com- 
plaint could be avoided. On the 
surface it appeared that this might 
be just another “bad boy.” Our 
investigation revealed that a few 
years earlier, the boy’s parents saw 
fit to chain him to a fence for days 
at a time. We may be too late to 
offset the damage that has been 
done, but we will try. 

Recently, a meeting was held at 
the District Court in Woburn which 
was attended by the Presiding Jus- 
tice , Francis P. Cullen, the seven 
probation officers from the Court, 
and representatives from the 
school departments from each of 
the towns in the Court District, 
namely, Woburn, Winchester. Bur- 
lington, Stoneham, Reading, North 
Reading and Wilmington. 

At this meeting various ways 
and means of reaching individuals 
and families, and of helping them 
when problems begin and before 
families are tom apart by court 
action were discussed. Among 
other points made was the decision 
to encourage citizen involvement. 
In addition to the professional help 
which is needed in the courts, pro 
bation offices and mental health 
clinics, there is a desperate need 
for the help of all citizenry. 

If a person, his family or friends 
need help, call the probation officer. 
If a person wants to help as a vol- 
unteer on a one-to-one basis, with 
someone who may just need a 
friend, or can provide an overnight 
haven for a child from a troubled 
family, call the probation office at 
935-4000. This type of work may 
be necessary for everyone’s mental 
health.

Originally a farmhouse built in 
1637, it was purchased and expand- 
ed by Colonel Isaac Royall of An- 
tigua. In 1775 it was confiscated 
and used as a headquarters for 
General John Stark. After the ev- 
acuation of Boston by the British 
in 1776, the house served as head- 
quarters for Generals Washington, 
Lee, Sullivan, and Stark.

HEY, WHITE GIRL! 


by Susan Gregory 


Serving The Community For 89 Years 


“Praise ho to Allah, who gave to me two 
separate sides to my head" — this quotation from 
Kipling's THE NAULAKAH, might well have been 
a motto for Sue Gregory. 

When she was almost 17, in 1907, her family 
moved from their comfortable suburb of Wilmette 
to the Fifth City in the heart of Chicago's West 
Side ghetto. As members of the Ecumenical Institute, 
the purpose of which was to train clergy and lay- 
men and to attack the problem of self image for 
the negro, the family lived in an abandoned seminary 
in the heart of tho ghetto and Sue spent her senior 
year in all black John Marshall High School. To 
understand how she was able to do this and sur- 
vive physically and emotionally, it is essential to 
read the Preface and realize her family education. 

What she experienced at Marshall and in the 
ghetto streets should not bo news to anyone, but 
it has a singular impact coming from an intelligent, 
young (this is very important), white girl who 
was completely involved in one of the tragedies of 
our cities. Certainly few youngsters could have 
adjusted as well as she did and still fewer parents 
would have permitted and abetted such aa experience. 
Sue had been brought up to be self-reliant and her 
unusual parents had complete faith in her, quite 
justifiably, as it turned out. 

At 15, Sue had joined the march from Selma to 
Montgomery with her father, so that her thinking, 
at least, was propitious. She did not, however, enter 
Marshall as a crusader. She went — willing, deter- 
mined, and scared — fully aware of her position. 
“Sue, now you’ll know, I thought. You’ll know what 
it was like for every Negro who ever integrated a 
white school alone. As that Negro represented all 
Negroes to his white fellow students, so you will 
represent all whites to the Negroes around you. 
You’re on trial now. Yes, really on trial.” And so 
she was. — “I had the feeling that this was going to 
be the most emotionally draining and lonely experi- 
ence of my life.” Luckily, the loneliness did not last. 
Sue was gradually accepted by first one and then 
another black student, until she had her own loyal 
core of defenders against hostile dissidents. It took 
immense courage and faith in the essential good- 
ness of all human beings for her to progress at all. 

She learned the ghetto lingo and spoke it. She 
listened to the local radio stations and learned the 
sound of soul. Having an excellent voice, she sang 
with the chorus^ often in solo parts, and threw 
herself into, musk, aven classical, with real emotion, 
never hifcherM* -experienced in the stiffly meticulous 
training at her white high school. The completely 
spontaneous reaction of a black audience released 
and overjoyed her. She learned to think black, even 
while her white mind rebelled at the insuperable 
obstacles of opportunity and black self image. She 
integrated so that she saw only persons, never skin 
color, and went .on dates with black boys and be- 
haved exactly as she would have with white ones. 
Some readers will object to this. Many many blacks 
objected to it, too. Prejudice is clearly a two way 
street. 

Then came the murder of Martin Luther King and 
the ghetto rose like a sleeping giant. Black power 
was born. Tho Gregorys left Fifth City and Sue 
was warned by her friends there, that her very 
life would be at stake, should she return. At Kala- 
mazoo College, she was shunned by negro groups, 
but could not fully identify with the whites. She 
was very truly a displaced and unhappy person. 
In her first letter home as a freshman she wrote, 
“Last year I lived life. 1 was aware of my surround- 
ings and what was happening and I let my senses 
go and allowed my feelings to control me completely. 
Where am I now? Where are the people? Suddenly 
1 am boxed in by books and assignments. My emo- 
tions haven’t been stirred for days. Everything is 
at surface level.” 

The book must be read in toto for its full impact 
to be realized. It should be read.

A Roof Over Our Heads 


Besides determining the scope and nature 
of the neeil for such housing in VI incheater, 
the Authority must investigate types of housing. 
Already wary of “an unimaginative collection 
of red bricks/’ the Authority must weigh al- 
ternatives ranging from high rise used in Med- 
ford to garden apartments which require more 
land. And there is also the question of location 
in a town where development sites are rather 
costly and rare.

1 here are some among the elderly in this 
town who spend their hours sitting alone in a 
room, the last of family ami friends, living in 
a strange home. Others walk up flights of stairs 
to second or third floor rooms, though it is 
difficult, because they must. They can find no 
other place to live. 

The problem of housing for the elderly in 
Vi inchester is not as ostentatious as in neighbor- 
ing towns or areas of Boston. Old people do not 
huddle on slum stoops here posing for a pho- 
tographer’s study, nor would they queue up 
before the Salvation Army’s door.

With a hopeful perspective on obtaining 
funds, there will be a question as to whether 
state or federal aid should be sought. And lastly, 
the project must survive the Town Meeting floor. 
Even if the project is deemed feasible and 
worthwhile, it is possible that the new high 
school and other building costs, inflation, etc. 
could void this work. 


1 hough there may be such severe eases in 
Vi inchester, the majority of elderly people here 
ask for housing out of need, but not desperation. 
The Winchester Housing Authority was estab- 
lished by the 1970 Town Meeting to try to alle- 
viate or cure that need. 


And to those who must be convinced ol the 
project's value are some of the elderly them- 
selves. Sixty per cent of those people contacted 
diil not respond to the questionnaire distributed 
by the Public Housing Study Committee. It 
is unlikely that all of these people are secure 
in their own homes, anticipating being able to 
maintain this position both physically and fi- 
nancially. Rather it is possible to assume that 
some are justifiably proud of their indepen- 
dence. and reticent of confiding such personal 
problems after a lifetime of self-reliance. 

But the honest opinions and working statistics 
which may be provided only by elderly persons 
are perhaps the most crucial data with which 
the Authority will work. Cooperation is needed. 

It is realistic to expect that some pcojde who 
have lived all of their lives in Winchester must 
sell their homes and adjust to more modest in- 
comes after retirement, but it is regrettable 
when such people must move to another town 
where housing for the elderly is provided or 
must live under poor conditions because the) 
can neither afford nor find any other. 


As the parent group to the Authority, the 
Winchester Public Housing Study Committee 
had prepared statistics for this Town Meeting 
which seemed to verify a need in Winchester. 
A 40 per cent response ( 1.119 replies out of 
2.764 mailed i to a questionnaire sent to resi- 
dents 62 years of age and over informed com- 
mittee members that 662 of those responding 
would live in housing for the elderly if avail- 
able. Data also indicated that the Town would 
be eligible for state aid with the project. 

The wisdom of the Board of Selectmen in 
making appointments to the Authority was 
based upon assembling an array of profession;, 
knowledgeable in various areas connected with 
the project. Therefore, the Authority is pres- 
ently composed ol* an attorney, a hanker, civil 
engineer, cost estimator, and an interested and 
informed citizen.

The building open- 
ed in September, 1967 under diffi- 
cult circumstances (this is not 
uncommon for new schools, to be 
sure, but in the case of Muraco 
there were a number of new 
frontiers to be conquered). It is 
still a very young school, and not 
all of its growing pains have van- 
ished, but enough momentum has 
been established and (see Part 
II) there is such obvious support 
from the community, that it no

School students following the se- 
cond year of operation of the 
school as compared for the ave- 
rage scores for the school system. 

School Committee member Mrs. 
Mary Menrs wondered why Mura- 
co students exhibited a lower in- 
telligence quotient in many of the 
areas of study. Responding to 
Mrs. Mears, Dr. Gleason, assis- 
tant superintendent for curricu- 
lum and instruction, stated that 
these figures are from the second 
year of operation- Muraco School 
is currently at the end of its 
third year. He noted that Muraco 
pupils showed an excelled capa- 
city in the area of arithmetic 
computation and htat these achie- 
vement tests are based upon a 
factuarapproach rather than the 
conceptual approach being devel- 
oped at the school. Dr. Gleason 
also cited that these charts were 
basically a measure of growth. 

When asked about the effect of 
the open concept oriented student 
graduating to the more controlled 
environment of the junior high 
school, PrT Anderson admitted 
that this is one area which the 
study had neglected. 

Another area apparently posing 
major concern to parents was 
thnt of the individual pupil and 
how well each one is suited to 
this particular form of learning. 
Dr. Anderson expressed with con- 
fidence his belief that all children 
were capable of performing well 
if not better under this system.

Radio station WRKO is holding 
for the second consecutive Sun- 
day night a drug “rap-in” pro- 
gram to be on the air from 8 p.m. 
to midnight, June 21. WRKO has 
asked CONCERN’S Dr. Donald 
McLean, chairman, and Phil 
Sampson, youth co-chairman, to 
he on this program for the last 
hour. 

The basic aim of this program 
is to be simple to allow partici- 
pants to air “their thing.” whe- 
ther it’s a special program on 
overall aid to addicts, drug educa- 
tion, treatment of those in the 
“drug bag,” or law enforcement. 

This will be an informal gath- 
ering of participants to compare 
notes on the air and inform liste- 
ners of the tremendous amount of 
work being done to relieve ten- 
sions concerning drugs and their 
abuse. 

Through the radio media, 
WRKO hopes to create an actual 
“rap-in” to give the views of 
participants durimg this four hour 
session. Concentration will be on 
the participants, to actually keep 
the listening audience informed. 
However, they do plan to allow 
some telephone callers to become 
involved in the program. 

The two week drug “rap-in” 
has replaced the regularly sche- 
duled “Now Generation” conduct- 
ed by WRKO. Both programs are 
geared to youth and their con- 
temporary problems.

Summer Gatherings 


“Organized play” for young people ol junior 
und senior high school age is a difficult program 
to organize and maintain vitally. Such enter- 
tainment, usually left to the devices of school 
administrators during the academic year, has 
been forced to depend upon the wit and spon- 
taneity of the young people themselves in past 
summers. But this season the Recreation Com- 
mittee has incorporated a series of athletic and 
social offerings with its Summer Program 
geared to this age group. 

These particular classes, all supervised, will 
he conducted at the Senior High School and 
include badminton, gymnastics and tumbling 
for boys, tumbling and acrobatics for girls, and 
weight lifting and ri fiery and small arms handl- 
ing, both for boys. Formation of a junior and 
senior high basketball league is also planned. 

Taking into consideration those students who 
work, the groups will meet evenings. Combining 
with all ages, young people may join in swim- 
ming instruction. Community Band, and Com- 
munity Theatre. 

Admittedly, the program is limited. The 
number of girls attracted to the High School 
gymnasium on Friday evenings for tumbling 


and acrobatics will, most probably, provide 
little cause for a feeling of success. However, 
the program itself is a beginning and a pro- 
jection to future expansion may be allowed. 

It is true that the churches and junior and 
^senior high schools offer a wide variety of clubs 
and sports from September to June. But it 
seems a supplement is needed. 

Aside from the obvious gap existing over the 
summer months, there is the problem of loca- 
tion for student gatherings. Institutions are 
limited in their ability to function as after-hours 
havens for young people with “nowhere to go.” 
Their primary duty, understandably, is to their 
particular work schedule. \\ hether at some fu- 
ture time a designated center for young people 
as provided by the Recreation Department or 
other organization would actually relieve any 
of the "congestion” on the common, at the food 
store parking lot, or other areas, is only specu- 
lation. 

Perhaps it will prove true this summer that 
not the number of persons participating, but 
the attitude of these participants will encour- 
age both the Recreation Department and the 
voung people themselves to pursue a more 
satisfying, year-round program. 


Summer Departures 


The Summer Solstice, scientifically marking 
the begining of summer, will occur this Mon- 
day. It was preceded by the graduation of high 
school and college seniors and arrives with final 
preparations for the closing of all schools. Adult 
anticipation of holidays from work runs ahead 
of all. 

Winchester residents frequent the Cape Cod 
and North Shore beaches and escape to the 
mountains and shores of northernmost New Eng- 
land, devoting part or all of the summer to 
life at these locations. 

Meanwhile, the Town must adjust to the halt- 
ing attention of its citizens. It carries on rec- 
reational activities with boating, tennis, and 
swimming. It builds to the Fourth of July 


celebration, and relaxes into evenings of com- 
munity theatre ami strawberry festivals. 

But in the area of government, little vitality 
is lost in the summer heat. Newly organized 
and refurbished. Town boards and study group- 
settle down to the ta.-ks assigned at the Annual 
Town Meeting. In the center of these proceed- 
ings is the Board of Selectmen, their docket 
always full. And at this time the School Com- 
mittee peaks activity in the effort to finalize 
staff, material, and policies before the autumn 
opening of schools. 

Wherever townspeople choose to r>pcnd their 
summer days, it is hoped that both their enjoy- 
ment of the coming months and an enlivened 
interest in the community will pervade renewed 
Town activities this fall.

Salt Studies 

Editor of the Star: 

In response to the letters of 
May 28 from Adrianne Rogers, out- 
lining the causes and effects of pol- 
lution in the Aberjona and Mystic 
Lakes, and from Thomas Ford, ex- 
pressing concern over the loss of so 
many of the shade trees in town; 

I would like to share the informa- 
tion I have about the practice of 
salting the streets in winter. 

First, Winchester uses far more 
salt than any of the surrounding 
towns. Our streets receive 4500 
tons of salt unmixed with sand on 
86 miles of road, or about 20 lbs. 
to a foot in a winter. Medford uses 
2800 tons on 118 miles and Stone- 
ham uses 850 tons on 70 miles of 
street. Both of these towns mix 
sand with the salt. 

Winchester started using pure 
salt on all its streets about ten 
years ago, because it is more econ- 
omical. makes safer streets, and 
saves labor in snow removal and 
sand clean-up in the spring. Mr. 
O'Brien at the Highway Depart- 
ment estimates that his $260,000 
budget for snow would be increas- 
ed by only 1/3 if he used little or 
no salt and depended heavily on 
sand and plowing to clear the 
streets. 

Second, although the studies and 
experiments on the effects of salt 
on trees made at the University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst and at 
the University of New Hampshire 
in Durham are not in complete 
agreement, they all indicate that 
salt plays a role in killing trees; 
especially sugar maples, hard ma- 
ples, black cherry, paper birch. A- 
merican beech, red and white pines, 
white spruce,, hemlocks, and bal- 
sam firs. Oaks seem more tolerant, 
partly because the considerable 
root damage they suffer prevents 
salt from being carried up into the 
twigs and leaves. 

The one study from the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts that showed 
only a slight increase (three to six 
times higher than normal) in the 
chloride content of the leaves and 
no obvious detrimental effects on 
growth was looking at trees ten to 
30 feet from a paved road spread 
with calcium chloride (the same 
salt we use) at only one-tenth the 
rate used in Winchester. A study in 
New Hampshire comparing trees 
within 30 feet of the highways, 
where salt is used, to trees in three 
towns where no salt is used found 
the town trees in much better con- 
dition. Experiments have also been 
made spreading salt directly over 
the root area on a year-round ba- 
sis, and, not surprisingly, the trees 
have been killed. I am sending 
leaf and twig samples from trees 
in town to Amherst for analysis of 
their chloride content. In all stu- 
dies to date, the damage goes 
where the chloride goes. 

Finally, the present budget to 
outside contractors for removal of 
trees is $8000, and the men of the 
Highway Department remove more 
of the town trees themselves. Only 
$2500 was spent last year to buy 
200 new replacement trees, and al- 
though Mr. O’Brien says he hopes 
to put in double that number of 
trees this year, $12.50 does not buy 
a tree that will even begin to com- 
pare for many years with the ones 
we are losing. 

Perhaps it is time for us in 
this town to consider just how 
important it is to us to be able to 
drive fast on all our streets every 
day throughout the winter. Would 
we be willing to use sand and 
plows, slow down a bit, keep more 
of our big trees, and stop polluting 
our river and lakes? Plant new 
trees, as Mr. Ford says, but think 
twice about why we may be losing 
all the old ones..

Sit-In 

Editor of the Star: 

I am one of 169 people who 
staged an obstructive sit-in in front 
of the Newton draft board on Mon- 
day. May 18. The Newton police 
arrested each of us and charged us 
with being “disorderly persons” — a 
charge that carries with it a maxi- 
mum penalty of six months in jail 
and/or a maximum fine of $200. 

The purpose of our civil disobed- 
ience was to communicate our sin-« 
cere opposition to the war in Indo- 
china and to the Selective Service 
System which provides men for 
that war. As you may have learned 
from the papers, our demonstration 
was entirely peaceful. Nevertheless 
when we appeared in Court, I had 
the feeling there were some Newton 
residents who supported our stand 
on the war but who were unwilling 
to condone even minor violations of 
the law. 

I’d like to suggest that there is 
the possibility of taking direct ac- 
tion against the war and against 
the draft while remaining within 
the bounds of the law. The Shea 
bill is now Massachusetts law and 
it states quite explicitly that “no 
inhabitant of the Commonwealth 
who is in the military forces shall 
be required to serve outside the 
territorial limits of the United 
States in hostilities not initially 
authorized or subsequently ratified 
by a formal declaration of war.” 
In other words it’s against the law 
for any Winchester man to be 
forced to fight in Vietnam or Laos 
or Cambodia. 

We all know, however, that this 
law is not enforced and that the 
Supreme Court may yield to poli- 
tical pressure and declare it uncon- 
stitutional. As of right now, 
though, the Shea bill is law. The 
question we should ask ourselves 
is, “As long as this law is in effect 
how can we use it to protect the 
rights of draftees who are opposed 
to the war?” 

People with legal training may 
be able to come up with some an- 
swers (and I would appreciate 
hearing from such people), but 
the lawyers’ arguments must be 
backed up by the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion. For instance, men who 
are 1-A and their families might 
request the Selective Service Sys- 
tem to suspend operations until 
there is a guarantee that each 
Massachusetts man in the armed 
forces will receive the protection 
of the Shea bill.

THE HOUSE KEEPERS 

by Linda Grover 

What fun it is to read the true story of a seven- 
year struggle against apparently insurmountable 
odds, especially when the outcome is a happy one 
and the tale is told with competence and wit. 

Mrs. Grover found an apartment in New York 
which was cheap and possessed of all the disadvan- 
tages associated with that word. However, it was 
conveniently situated for their purpose anil they 
settled in to make it habitable with their rather 
limited resources. 

They were just beginning to appreciate the re- 
sults of their own handiwork when they discovered 
that the City of New York had ideas about the 20- 
family apartment building — it was to be demolished 
as part of an urban renewal plan. As Mrs. Grover 
says in her introduction “. . . . our hardy group 
fought back hordes of attacking bureaucrats, and 
some independent entrepreneurs as well, with what- 
ever was handy, and that included some outrageous 
and highly unlikely weapons.*’ 

In order to impress the responsible people in city 
government that it was a mistake to raze their 
building, the Tenants’ Committee decided to hold a 
dinner party, to which anybody who was anybody 
would be invited. Representatives of the newspapers, 
magazines and TV stations were also asked to at- 
tend to report the event and a schedule was drawn 
up which would enable each floor to be inspected 
while a portion of the dinner was served. 

“First floor: Appetizers and wine (but as the 
floor contributing wine caught the spirit, they 
escalated to martinis and manhattans) 

Second floor: Soup 

Third floor: Homemade bread and rolls 

Fourth floor: Entree 

Fifth floor: Salad 

Sixth floor: Dessert 

Seventh floor: Coffee 

It would, of course, have been more logical to 
start at the top and work down . . . hut our beet 
apartments were at the top. . . . We wanted the 
officials, pleasantly stuffed, to look down on the 
twinkling lights of the city below and think grand 
thoughts about the human hopes and happiness in 
their hands.” 

There were times when the constant battle against 
losing their building became almost too wearing: 

“We had resisted the trend toward regimented 
city living. .... Of course, if you’re sensible, you 
don’t over stray from the approved Betty Crocker 
vinyl-coated path in modern America. You don’t 
try to track down food without preservatives, or 
toys that aren’t plastic, for if you do you’ll be forced 
to efforts far outweighing any possible gain, and 
become completely alienated from society in the 
process. . . . All we’d wanted was not to be forced 
to live in one of those vertical ice cubes of tomor- 
row — carefully ' designed to meet the living re- 
quirements of a sociological stereotype. For that 
high crime I’d been sentenced to a dismal lifetime 
of haggling over nuts and bolts and plumbing pipes, 
with no end in sight.” 

If any of these observations strike a chord in the 
reader, then you must read and enjoy “The House 
Keepers.”

prnach. hut found that .some stu- 
dents definitely need to be pushed. 
Some form of student contract, 
where students establish individ- 
ual goals and agree to meet them, 
wilt probably he used. 


In discussing the four objec- 
tives established last summer for 
the pilot program. Mrs. Wagner 
and Mr. Stableford agreed that 
attendance has been very good, 
and is in fact better than in con- 
ventional non-college programs. 
All the students are reading 
more, and they have learned to 
evaluate themselves more realis- 
tically. However, at this point the 
touchers are unable to see change 
and improvement in the stu- 
dents’ communication of ideas. 

Both teachers stressed the phil- 
osophical aspects of the pilot pro- 
gram, and acknowledged that 
such programs should only be 
established in schools that have 
willing teachers who have been 
trained in this approach, and co- 
operative administrators who are 
willing to experiment and grow 
with the program.” 

They emphasized the affective 
rather than the cognitive domain 
in their teaching, ami reported 
that the repercussions of allowing 
a child to be labeled a failure 
are severely damaging, as they 
have found that self-concept 
problems are directly related to 
learning problems. 

Frederick Morganthaler, speak- 
ing for a group of 59 concerned 
parents, brought before the Com- 
mittee the problem of overcrowd- 
ing in next year's third grade 
class at Washington school. The 
School Committee’s projections 
show 59 students in two classes. 

Since it is the Committee’s 
policy to have no more than 30 
pupils in each class, grades one 
to six, Dr. Donald Klemer, super- 
intendent of schools, said that he 
would recommend transferring 
six students to the Muraco and 
Lincoln Schools, each of which 
have room in the third grade. 
He will be making a recommenda- 
tion on this matter at the next 
School Committee meeting. 

Music Program 

Music Coordinator Wendell S. 
Withington, assisted by Frederick 
Murray and Miss Jeanne Loudon 
of the music staff, commented on 
the evaluation of the music pro- 
gram in the schools, which was 
done this past January by three 
music educators from several 
Boston area music schools. 

Mr. Worthington proposed that 
several things could be done to 
improve the music program in 
the school system without ex- 
pending money. Among his re- 
commendations were to limit mu- 
sic classes to 25-30 students, and 
to employ paraprofessionals for

Mr. Withington also felt that 
vocal groups should carry the

Dr. Klemer commented that the 
School Committee would need 
help from the community to get 
names of musicians who would 
be willing to work part-time in- 
structing students. 

Committee chairman, Mrs. Har- 
riet H. Dieterich, announced that 
among the subjects to be discuss- 
ed by the Committee in the com- 
ing weeks will be consideration of 
a 12 month school year.

New Open Burning Law 
Escaped Till July, 1971 

The State of Massachusetts has adopted regulations for the con- 
trol of air pollution to be enacted in cadi of the six districts com- 
posing the State. Winchester, as part of the Metropolitan Boston air 
pollution control district is subject to these regulations. However, in 
the area ol most concern to residents, that of open burning, the Town 
evades such restrictions until Jul) 1, 1971, through a stipulation in 
the enactment. 

The regulations, the majorii' ..which pertain to industry and 
large establishments, were adoffodAmder the provisions of Section 
I42D, Chapter 111. General Lu»'S, as inserted by Chapter 836 of the 
Acts of 1969. They are the result of research and evaluation by the 
Department of Public Health. Division of Environmental Health, 
Bureau of Air Use Management of the State.

As in the past the Town of 
Winchester will require burning 
permits for use of all home burn- 
ing facilities and incinerators. 
These permits are issued by the 
Fire Department. The restric- 
tions already mentioned concern- 
ing weather, etc. will also apply. 

According to Vartkes K. Ka- 
raian, a member of the Winches- 
ter Board of Health and the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public 
Health, Division of Environmen- 
tal Health, the local board is 
studying this problem and may 
at a future time have its own re- 
commendations to enact and per- 
haps supplement the State reg- 
ulations when they become effec- 
tive. 

Issued on and after July ! 
1971, will be the prohibition of 
use of any incinerator, “other 
than a municipal incinerator, 
which is of a design that has not 
been approved by the Depart- 
ment.” 

The restrictions effective next 
summer will uot apply to open 
burning for cooking purposes, to 
that related to the operation of 
devices such as blow torches and 
welding torches with provisions, 
or to that for the purpose of 
truining or research in fire pro- 
tection or prevention provided 
that it conforms to the General 
Laws ami Department stipula- 
tions. 

Also eluding the regulations 
will be open burning for the 
“purpose of combating or back 
firing an existing fire by persons 
affiliated with an official fire 
lighting agency” <>r to that as- 
sociated with the normal pursuit 
of agriculture. Such burning con- 
ducted fur agricultural land 
clearing and forest management 
operations and the disposal of 
fungus infested elm wood will be 
ullowed under specific conditions. 
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Finance Meeting Yields 
1971 Tax Rate Projection

Schedule 

Postmaster Charles R. Hill an- 
nounced on Saturday, June 20, 
that the Winchester Post Office 
will be closed for the transaction 
of business on Saturdays during 
the summer months from July 
4 through August 29. 

The parcel post and stamp ser- 
vice windows will be closed, how- 
ever, the post office lobby will 
remain open each Saturday from 
6 a. m. to 4 p.m. for the conveni- 
ence of post office box holders. 

The stamp vending machine lo- 
cated in the lobby of the post 
office will be in operation for the 
purchase of postage stamps at 
this time, also. 

As in past years, this closing 
arrangement has made it pos- 
sible for postal employees to en- 
joy summer weekends with their 
families as employees in private 
industry do. 


The program will “provide a 
relevant work experience during 
the day for the marginal high 
school student,” will give the

It is hoped that such a pro- 
gram will keep marginal students 
from dropping out of school, will 
bridge the gap between school 
and work, and will develop an 
increased appreciation of the 
working World an equivalent to 
the academic w6rld. After a 
complete evaluation of the pilot 
program it is anticipated that 
the school department will find it 
desirable to expand the program 
to compare with the work-study 
programs which already exist ir 
other school systems in the area. 

The School Committee also vo- 
ted to employ. n staggered kinder- 
garten entrance schedule next 
fall. This will introduce one-third 
of the morning class the first 
day, bring in the second third the 
next day, and have ull the class 
together for the first time on the 
third day. The same schedule will 
be followed on the fourth, fifth, 
and sixth days by the afternoon 
classes. 

The aims of the staggered en- 
trance schedule are to ease the 
initial contact of children with 
school by having less confusion 
in the classroom, to give the 
teacher an opportunity to become 
acquainted with fewer children 
at a time, to aid her in diagnos- 
ing behavior and learning diffi- 
culties, and in patterning desir- 
able behavior.

Outdoor barbecues and camp- 
fires should be lighted by children 
only if an adult is close by and 
watching. Don't have a fire at all 
if it’s windy, advises Fire Chief 
I. Frnncis Amico. 

When building a campfire on the 
ground, start by completely clear- 
ing a circle about 12 feet in di- 
ameter of dry grass, leaves, twigs 
and debris which could burn. Then, 
in the center of the circle, dig a 
pit several inches deep, surround 
the pit with stones, and lay the 
fire in the pit. This helps keep the 
fire in one place, while the stones 
around the edge help prevent any- 
one from accidentally stepping in- 
to it. 

Also before starting your fire, 
take a moment to think about 
clothing fire safety. Girls should 
stay well away from a fire if they 
are wearing full skirts, long, loose 
sleeves, long scarves or sashes, or 
any “floppy” clothes. Boys wearing 
items like shirts with tails out 
should be equally careful. Any 
lightweight, loose-fitting apparel 
can be dangerous around open 
flames. 

1 Never use gasoline, cigarette 
lighter fluid or paint thinners to 
start your fire. If you want to use 
a liquid, choose only a fire starter 
manufactured for this purpose. A 
safer type of fire starter available 
in the stores is a chemically treat- 
ed block of solid material which 
ignites easily and keeps flaming 
long enough for the regular fuel 
to ignite. 

Once a fire is going, never add 
fire starter or any other flammable 
liquid like gasoline or paint thin- 
ner in an effort to make the fire 
burn better. Also, keep your con- 
tainer of fire starter and the sup- 
ply of unused matches well out of 
the fire’s range. (Reprinted from

Has Announced 
Annual Report 

Since the Inst annual meeting 
of the Winchester Mentnl Health 
Association, a branch of the Mys- 
tic Valley Mentnl Health Associa- 
tion, the Board, or working com- 
mittee has held four Board meet- 
ings. 

The members were as follows: 
Mrs. Kimball Archibald, president; 
Mrs. Robert Bryant, secretary and 
president; Mrs. Charles Du- - 
Toit, treasurer; Mrs. John Sto- 
kle, program chairman; and Mrs. 
Andre Termeulen, Mbs. George 
Harris, Mrs. Maxwell McCreery, 
Dr. Neil Borden, The Rev. Paul 
Fahey, and Arthur Pratt, who 
served cheerfully and well in 
whatever service they were need- 
i. 

The main program was nn ex- 
pansion of what had been started 
in early 1909 as Mother’s Morning 
Out. This was an opportunity for 
mothers of young children, parti- 
ularly those new to Winchester, 
to come to a coffee, with children 
cared for and transportation avail- 
able, all free. On four different 
lays in the winter — sometimes a 
bleak time for mothers’ mental 
health — they met at the First Con- 
gregational Church. 

These get-togethers were mostly 
for fun, but they were also educa- 
tional. As mentioned in the recent 
Newsletter there were excellent 
discussions with Mrs. Richard 
Thuma from the League of Wo- 
men Voters, Mrs. Richard Hawkes, 
and Mrs. Theodore vonRosenvinge 
who discussed learning disabilities, 
and with Father Fahey who was 
an enormous drawing card ns he 
discussed family problems. 

Through the MVMH education 
chairman, pamphlet kits were a- 
vailable and the program chair- 
man of each branch was asked to 
Jistribute these to the Police De- 
partment, the School Department 
and to the Clergymen’s Associa- 
tion. Some follow-up of this distri- 
bution might be worthwhile in the 
early fall, since the MVMH Cen- 
ter in Lexington is prepared to 
give assistance and training in 
working with disturbed adults and 
children. 

Membership is 128 paid at this 
time for the year 1970. Former 
members are reminded that their 
dues are needed and welcome. The 
Board voted in March to give $500.

Education in Winchester will embark upon 
a new direction this autumn with the imple- 
mentation of a pilot work-study program for 
approximately 10 students. In a college-oriented 
school system it appears that this may be an 
initial positive recognition of those students 
who have other goals following their high 
school careers. 

\\ itli the Federal Office of Education of the 
Health. Education, and Welfare Department re- 
porting a country-wide enrollment increase for 
1969 in vocational education courses of nearly 
six per cent, the Town, it seems, is pursuing a 
national trend. Winchester had applied with 
Stoncham recently for such a federal-state grant, 
which was instead awarded to the more eco- 
nomieally deprived town of Chicopee. The fed- 
eral government assumes approximately 18 per 
cent of the co.st of these programs, the remainder 
falling to state and local governments. For this 
pilot program Winchester will supply on its own 
a sum not to exceed Si, 000. 

Interest in vocational education must exist 
within the Town. Reporting at a finance con- 
ference recently J. E. Sharkey of the Northeast 
Regional Vocational School noted that the 
Institution is already planning double sessions 
ami that only approximately half of the applic- 
ant.-! from Winchester can be accommodated. 

Recognition must also be given to Winches- 
ter's current drop out rate of two per cent per

year. These student# are primarily from the 
ninth, 10th, and lltli grades. The proposal for 
this September will select participants from the 
entering junior class, therefore, aiming at those 
directly involved in this problem. 

Evaluation of the work-study program's suc- 
cess will be taken from the opinions of the 
school faculty ami employers, by the number 
of students who continue their high school ed- 
ucation in order to receive a diploma, and the 
students' job stability following graduation. 

In a memo on the subject a guidance depart- 
ment member at the Senior High School stresses 
providing a “positive co-relationship between 
school and work.” enhanced by the granting of 
academic credit toward graduation for this ex- 
perience. She continues, “This factor is import- 
ant if the student is to develop a positive self- 
image, since in this and similar communities, 
the major emphasis for ‘’success* is on academic 
achievement. The workbound student usually 
sees himself as a secondary citizen ami becomes 
alienated from his community during his school 
days.” 

A true evaluation of this limited vocational 
education program will not be possible for at 
least three full years from its initiation. Most 
probably this would not preclude the growth 
of the experiment, however, should indications 
be substantially positive. It could “save” several 
of our potential drop outs.

“Remarkable 

People” 

Editor of the Star: 

In these days of youthful pro- 
tests against our society, it is en- 
couraging to hear n word of praise 
for the accomplishments of the 
adult generation. 

Such a point of view was ex- 
pressed in what I consider nn out- 
standing Commencement address 
by President Eric A. Walker of 
Pennsylvania State University. 
Here are a few excerpts: 

“Ladies and gentlemen of the 
graduating class, let me extend to 
each of you my personal congratu- 
lations and those of the entire Uni- 
versity on the degree you have 
earned today. 

"This ceremony marks the com- 
pletion of an important phase of 
your life. It is an occasion in which 
all who know you can share in 
your sense of pride and accomplish- 
ment . But no one has more pride 
in your accomplishment than the 
next group I’d like to introduce to 
you. 

“If you of the graduating class 
will look over into the bleachers 
to your right or left, I would like 
to introduce you to representatives 
of some of the most remarkable 
people ever to walk the earth. 
These are people you already know 
your parents and grandparents. 
And remarkable people they are, 
indeed. 

“Not long ago, an educator from 
Northwestern University by the 
name of Bergen Evans got toge- 
ther some facts about these two 
generations — your parents and 
grandparents. I’d like to share 
some of these facts with you. 

“These are the people who within 
just five decades have increased 
life expectancy by approximately 
50 per cent who, while cutting the 
working day by a third, have more 
than doubled per capita output. 
These are the people who have gi- 
ven you a healthier world than 
they found. And because of this, 
you no longer have to fear epidem- 
ics of flu, typhus, diphtheria, small- 
pox, scarlet fever, measles or 
mumps. And the dreaded polio is 
no longer a medical factor, while 
TB is almost unheard of. 

“Let me remind you that these 
remarkable people lived through 
history’s greatest depression. Many 
of these people know what it is to 
be poor, what it is to me hungry 
and cold. And becausd of this, 
they determined that itVould not 
happen to you, that you w ild have 
a better life, you would lave food 
to eat. milk to drink, vitamins to 
nourish you, a warm hone, better 
schools and greater opportunities 
to succeed. 

“Because they gave you the best, 
you are the tallest, healthiest, 
brightest, and probably the best 
looking generation to inhabit the 
land. Because they were materialis- 
tic, you will work fewer hours, 
learn more, have more leisure time, 
travel to more distant places, and 
have more of a chance to follow 
your life’s ambition. 

“These are also the people who 
fought man’s grisliest war. They 
are the people who defeated the 
tyranny of Hitler, and who when it 
was all over, had the compassion 
to spend billions of dollars to help 
their former enemies rebuild their 
homelands. And these are the peo- 
ple who had the sense to begin the 
United Nations. 

“It was representatives of these 
two generations who, through the 
highest court of the land, fought 
racial discrimination at every turn 
to begin a new era of civil rights. 
They built thousands ,,f high 
schools, trained and hired tens 
of thousands of better teachers, 
and at the same time, made higher 
education a real possibility for mil- 
lions of youngsters — where once 
it was only a dream of a wealthy 
few. 

“And they made a start al- 

though a late one — in healing the 
scars of the earth and in fighting 
pollution and the destruction of our 
natural environment. They set into 
motion new laws giving conserva- 
tion new meaning, and setting a- 
side land for you and your children 
to enjoy for generations to come. 

“They also hold the dubious re- 
cord for paying taxes — although 
you will probably exceed them in 
this. While they have done all these 
things, they have had some fail- 
ures. They have not yet found an 
alternative for war, nor for racial 
hatred. Perhaps you, the members

THE WORLD TURNED 
UPSIDE DOWN 

by William Rayner 

At the ceremonies for the surrender of Cornwallis 
at Yorktown which signalled the end of the Revolu- 
tion the American musicians played a new favorite, 
''Yankee Doodle." The British marched to the Field 
of Surrender to the tune of a Cavalier song (luting 
from the time of Oliver Cromwell called "The World 
Tamed Upside Doan" And so it' must have seemed 
to them, the improbable defeat of the British military 
might hy the Americans who were not soldiers but 
farmers, shopkeepers, clerks, schoolboys. 

This novel was written hy an Englishman and 
presents an English point of view of the rebellion. 
Its hero is Major James Blackford who at the out- 
set was leading his troops through the Virginia wild- 
erness. The British were understandably nervous 
and resentful of the Colonial’s way of fighting, sneak- 
ing through the underbrush, ambushing, and firing 
from behind trees. It seemed to them unsporting and 
like the savages. 

We get glimpses of how the thickly forested, un- 
civilized countryside affected the English, used to 
the open spaces and manageable bounds of their own 
homeland. The sheer endless expand of emptiness, 
stretching westward made them uneasy. It was like 
an open door through which one could escape if 
circumstances made it necessary nnd this made A- 
mericans different from the deep-rooted British. 
Major Blackford could not wait to get back to a life 
of quiet dignity in Somerset. 

At this period in history England had already 
abolished slavery. It was still a flourishing business 
in Virginia. Blackford observed the presence of the 
Negro and speculated academicly on his plight, little 
knowing that he himself would taste the bitterness 
of enslavement. However, in order to escape capture 
by a Yankee raiding party he conceived the idea of 
darkening his skin and slipped off through the brush 
with a spurious message. This was to prevent his 
being taken for a runaway slave. 

It was in this disguise that he was taken over hy 
a pair of deserters and in their hands he realized 
the degradation of his position. While with them 
there was a violent episode of rape and murder for 
which he was blamed. After several hairbreath es- 
capes he was able to remove the stain from his skin 
and throw off his pursuers. At this point he joined 
up with a group of Rebels who were making their 
way to Yorktown. They accepted him readily, ap- 
parently used to his method of enlistment and his 
muddy and ragged clothes which were much like the 
rest of the recruits. He found the conduct of the 
whole affair most informal, and when he reached the 
British lines he was able to drop out in the same 
casual way and rejoin his own outfit with Cornwallis 
at Yorktown. 

At this point Blackford came down with a severe 
fever and lay for several weeks uncaring while the 
British drifted toward disaster. In those days fevers 
were common and often fatal. A good part of Corn- 
wallis’ military force was down with this ailment. 
The description of their treatment is nothing short 
of heroic. 

Along With a graphic picture of military life, the 
book includes a certain amount of what is referred 
to in book reviewing circles as “explicit sex,” but 
in moderation according to today’s novel writing 
standards. In this vivid story of the long drawn out 
War of Independence, a British fighting man’s view 
of our Yankee ancestors is made believable and un- 
derstandable.

to see if some of them would bo 
interested in transferring their 
child to the Muraco or Lincoln 
School on a volunteer bnsls. He 
also recommended that the prin- 
cipal of Washington School, Dr. 
Lenore Rich, accept no more new 
registrations for the third grade, 
but instead, direct them to the 
Muraco or Lincoln Schools. 

SEEM ( lass 

The superintendent also gave 
a summary report on the estab- 
lishment of a class for emotion- 
ally disturbed children which will 
begin this fall under the SEEM 
program in cooperation with 
three other towns. The class, 
W’hich will he held at the new 
High Street School, will be com- 
posed of five to eight educable 
children of elementary age. At 
present, the elementary guidance 
counselors are reviewing records 
to select children for the class. 

The class for emotionally dis- 
turbed children is subsidized 50 
per cent by the state and is man- 
datory under state law. Future 

plans include expansion in the 
seven SEEM communities to 
classes for each age group. 

The superintendent’s report al- 
so included a status report on 
the Marycliff School, temporarily 
to be called the High Street 

School. Parents of children plan- 
ning to attend the new school 
have received a progress report 

which stated that the internal 

building is going along well. Sup- 
plies and materials have been or- 
dered and the carpeting is sche- 
duled for delivery on August 15. 

The Board of Selectmen has 
requested comments from the 
School Committee on the advisa- 
bility of a 12-month school year. 
Dr. Klemer noted an article in 
the latest issue of “School Man- 
agement” magazine, w'hich the 
committee will be nlaking avail- 
able to the Selectmen and the 
general public in order to stimu- 
late discussion on the subject. 

It was mentioned by members 
of the Committee that according 
to the magazine article, not a 
single school district that has 
tried the 12-month school year 
has found that it has saved mon- 
ey by doing so. However, there 
are other reasons for initiating 
this system and the Committee 
felt that the townspeople should 
become fully informed on the sub- I 
ject, as a possibility for the fu- 
ture. 

Drug Program 

During the summer a narcotics 
education program, coordinated 
with the efforts of the CON- 
CERN committee and utilizing 
trained students, will be devel- 
oped. At the end of the summer 
Dr. Klemer hopes to have curri- 
culum materials and a plan for 
a teacher-training program rea- 
dy. Mr. and Mrs. Herbert F. Os- 
trach will be consultants for the 
development, and will later act 
as helping teachers. 

The School Committee was re- 
minded of the procedures that 
are to be followed in connection 
with exceptions to the ruling on 
the transfer of students to the 
Muraco School under the redis- 
tricting plan. Parents who feel 
that for educational, emotional, 
or medical reasons a transfer of 


school location will affect a 
child’s learning process ami | 
school adjustment, are asked to ^ 
submit a request In writing to 
Dr. Klemer to be reviewed by 
the Committee. IT a child i* tn 
be transferred and parents wish 
siblings also to be transferred, 
this can be done if space is avail- 
able at the Muraco School. 

In regard to personnel matters, 
the Committee approved plans to 
run a workshop for teachers at 
the new High Street School the 
week of August 24 to acquaint 
them with the open area concept. 
In addition to accepting reslgna 
tions and appointments, the 
Committee tabled plans to ap- 
point a guidance chairman for 
grades 10-12, pending a study of 
the guidance departments irt the 
school system. 

The Committee authorized Dr. 
Klemer to accept resignations 
and fill vacancies for positions 
previously established by the 
Committee, and to award bids 
during the summer months, such 
action to be ratified by the Com- 
mittee at a later date. Mrs. Har- 
riet Dieterich, chairman, was al- 
so authorized to write a letter to 
the Selectmen encouraging them 
to continue to acquire the Teele 
property near the Wyman School. 

Bid Awards 

William F. Clark, assistant su- 
perintendent of administrative 
services, recommended the award 
of an electrical work bid to 
Frank Politano of Winchester, a 
milk bid to H. P. Hood, and a 
bus transportation bid to Hud- 
son Bus {dnes, Inc. The Commit- 
tee was alerted that the cost of 
bus transportation has risen 
sharply and the lowest bid, that 
of the Hudson Bus Lines, was 
over the amount budgetted. 

Chairman Dieterich announced 
the appointment of Paul R. Del 
Rossi and Stephen Parkhurst to 
the professional negotiations com- 
mittee, Mrs. Mary Mears to 
the non-professional negotiations 
committee and to CONCERN, and 
Lane McGovern to the Winches- 
ter Advisory Council on Educa- 
tion.

The Issuance of stickers for 
line of the Incinerator received 
some attention at this time. It is 
Mr. O’Brien’s suggestion that a 
common sticker he given bused 
upon motor vehicle registration. 
He believes that the main objec- 
tion which the Director of the 
Board of Health sees in this Is 
the possibility of more than one 
charge per person. He surmises 
thnt there is no objection 
“henlthwise.” 

Board of Health Director Mi- 
chael D. Snraco will he invited 
to the June 29 meeting of the 
Seleetmeh to discuss this vari- 
ance. 

In another matter of Highway 
Department importance, approv- 
al was given to the purchase of a 
chain saw and a collar for the 
incinerator. Superintendent O’- 
Brien has experienced a $9,000 
surplus in hLs equipment account. 
It was his originnl request to de- 
vote this money to purchase of 
a chain saw, portable half-hag 
cement mixer, sidewalk sand hlo- 
iver, adding machine, three two- 
way radios, two radio jack sets, 
and the incinerator collar. He 
stated that these items had not 
been deleted from his 1970 bud- 
get, hut were articles pending for 
a future account. 

The Board of Selectmen, ap- 
proving the two items, decided 
to advise the Finance Committee 
of their actions. It was generally 
felt to he a question of policy as 
to whether items not appropri- 
ated through a budget should be 
acquired by use of such a sur- 
plus. When applied Town-wide 
this could he a hnd policy deci- 
sion. A past experience with a 
department that had over-appro- 
priated in order to later purchase 
an item that had ben turned 
down in its original budget re- 
quest was cited. 

Selectman Paul Amico concur- 
red with the Finance Committee’s 
policy that such additional pur- 
chases should be the result of an 
unforeseen and definite need. 


After noting the construction 
of sidewalk curbing which is be- 
ing done by the Highway Depart- 
ment at various locations in 
Town, an individual request from 
a resident caused the Board 
members to examine the Town’s 
policy on the planting of trees. 
They will not be planted between 
the street and the sidewalk 
and when installed on property 
must be five feet within this 
afea. Mr. O’Brien also feels that 
such work is best accomplished 
during the fall. 

The Board also questioned at 
this time the use of men and 
equipment from the Town’s High- 
way Department for the moving 
and leveling of loam at the ath- 
letic field of the high school 
construction site on Shore Road. 
Besides the problem of time-and- 
a-half wages, the Town’s liabili- 
ty was also considered. 

In other matters the members 
agreed to request the approval of 
Town Counsel for permission to 
borrow a ladder truck for the 
Winchester Fire Department 
from the Town of Belmont. The 
Town’s ladder truck is in need of 
repairs, therefore, it will ho ne- 
cessary to replace this appara- 
tus during this interim. 

Concerning a Boston Architec- 
tural Center Study, the Select- 
men will advise the Planning 
Board to request a transfer of 
funds for purchase of this docu- 
ment from the Finance Commit- 
tee. Selectman Chapman termed 
the study made by two graduate 
level students as “valuable.” 

Reporting on this project, Mr.

“Open burning of combustible 
material will he allowed with ap- 
proval of the Department and 
after demonstration to the satis- 
faction of the Department thnt 
no alternative suitable method 
of disposal of said material is 
available provided that such bur- 
ning is conducted (a) during 
periods of good atmospheric ven- 
tilation, (h) without causing a 
nuisance, (c) with smoke mini- 
mizing starters if starters or 
starting aids are used, and (d) 
under the provisions of a proper- 
ly executed permit issued under 
the provisions of Section 13 of 
Chapter 48 of the General Laws.” 

Enforcement of these provi- 
sions locally will fall to the do- 
main of the Police and Fire De- 
partments and the Board of 
Health.

Mr. Kenney stated that in the 
Inst year the Stabilization Fund 
was emphasized, and it was 
hoped that this would continue to 
grow in light of the anticipated 
elementary school program. 

According to the studies by of- 
ficials concerned with the various 
budgets, increases have been pro- 
jected In those of the Selectmen 
($175,000). Education ($500,000), 
Public Library ($8,500). Ceme- 
tery ($15,000). and for the ele- 
mentary school building program 
($100,000). These sums provide 
the $4.20 figure on the tax rate 
increase. 

Those reporting no foreseen in- 
creases at this time were the 
Board of Health, Town Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, Board of Assessors, 
Department of Recreation, Wa- 
ter and Sewer Board, and Per- 
sonnel Board. The possibility of 
a reduction in appropriations was 
| mentioned by the Park Depart- 
ment and the Planning Board. 

Although it can not be confirm- 
ed, as in all of these instances, 
the cost to the Town of partici- 
pation in the Northeast Regional 
Vocational School will probably 
remain about the same. 

Gross Impacts 

The greatest part of the oper- 
ating budget is consumed by cap- 
ital expenditures and personnel. 
In 1971 it appears that this will 
once again prove true. Estimated 
to have a gross impact of $8.20 
will be the first-year payment 
of principal and interest on the 
high school bonds for a $12,000,- 
000 issue at 6.25 per cent. Full- 
yenr impact of salary increases 
for professional school personnel 
voted by the 1970 Town Meeting 
is $1.30. Negotiated salury in- 
creases for various bargaining 
groups on the assumption of 1971 
Town Meeting approval is $1.10. 
These sums are shared primarily 
by the School, Fire, and Police 
Departments. 

In closing remarks Town Mod- 
erator Harrison Chadwick ob- 
served that this type of increase 
was being experienced by other 
towns and felt that the local pro- 
perty tax was carrying too large 
a burden with respect to provid- 
ing revenue. Ho also encouraged 
’ the Town to obtain more State 
i aid in the future and urged a 
“sharing of services” among the 
various boards and departments, 
thereby effecting decreased ex- 
penditures. 

In his communication to Town 
executives proposing the finance 
1 conference, Mr. Kenney hoped 
r that the exchange might produce 

“some order of priority of needs, 
* on a town-wide basis, .... so 
that there can be some leveling 
to the increasing demands on the 
tax dollar.” The purpose was al- 
so to look at “the sum of money 
that might reasonably be expect- 
ed to be available for financing 
nil Town needs for the forthcom- 
ing year, and then relating the 
needs and desires of the various 
boards and commissions to that 
total amount of revenue.” 

It was suggested thnt such a 
meeting or meetings be held a- 
gain prior to the 1971 Annual 
Town Meeting, possibly in the

If the United States should 
switch to the metric system of 
weights and measures — using me- 
ters, liters and kilograms instead 
of yards, quarts and pounds — 
what would be some of the chan- 
ges in Middlesex County? 

The question is not just an aca- 
demic one. Congress has author- 
ized the Commerce Department to 
conduct a three-year study on the 
advisability of converting. 

Over 90 per cent of the world 
population now utilizes the metric 
system. The United States is thp 
j only large country that does not. 

As a result, it is contended, our 
[ international trade is at a distinct 
! disadvantage. 

The switchover would require 
many adjustments on the part of 
| Middlesex County residents. The 
local automobile driver would pull 
into a gas station and ask for 25 
liters. That would be equivalent 
to 6.6 gallons. 

It would be good for 150 kilo- 
I meters because he gets about 6 
kilometers to the liter, otherwise 
known as 14 miles to the gallon. 

During the course of a year, he 
and the other 479,000 local car 
owners consume 2,720 liters, on 
average. 

Leaving the gas station he 
would pass a road sign reading 
80 km. maximum, meaning that 
he may not drive faster than 48 
miles per hour, old style. 

If he were to cover every part 
of the local area he would encom- 
pass some 2,147 square kilometers, 
since the land area is approximate- 
ly 829 square miles, current scale. 

His daughter, at the doctor’s 
office, has her measurements 
checked.

penditure locally of $361 per unit. 
Nationally, the average was $285. 

Many homeowners spent consi- 
derably more than this, of course, 
and others much less, since only 
a small proportion of them under- 
take major improvements in any 
one year. 

During 1969, according to a 
sample survey conducted by the 
Department of Commerce and re- 
ports from the National Associa- 
tion of Home Builders, approxi- 
mately $13.5 billion was spent by 
homeowners throughout the coun- 
try to refurbish their property. 
This compares with $12.7 billion 
in the previous year. 

Why the increase? The answer 
is that many families who had been 
contemplating selling their present 
dwellings and moving into newer 


homes found that they couldn’t 
do so. 

They were held in check by the 
tight money conditions, which made 
mortgages difficult to obtain, and 
by the high interest rates that 
made for very big mortgage pay- 
ments. 

They decided, therefore, to do the 
next best thing — fix up their pre- 
sent places. 

Their biggest expenditure, in 
most cases, was for additions, al- 
terations and replacements. This 
accounted for 6 per cent of the 
total. 

The other 39 per cent was for 
maintenance, repairs and general 
upkeep, including painting, plum- 
bing, roof reshingling, elecrtical 
i work, floor sanding and the like. 

To a greater extent than ever 


before, these jobs are being tack- 
led by the owners themselves. This 
do-it-yourself trend was brought 
about by the high cost of labor 
and the scarcity of competent 
mechanics. 

As a result, much of the $143,- 
570,000 spent in the year in Middle- , 
sex County for home improvements 
went to local merchants selling 
paint, hardware, paneling, electri- 
j cal supplies and such.

What do you lead from West de- 
fending against the spade game? 

Did you decide on a safe lead 
of a trump? Or try and set up a 
club trick ? Or possibly the Ace 
and another heart, hoping for a 
ruff? All perfectly normal leads. 

Of course when you look at all 
four hands, it’s obvious that some 
sixth sense should have warned 
West to cash his two Aces im- 
mediately, for otherwise South 
can discard his singleton diamond 
on North’s King of clubs, making 
six spades, losing only the Ace of 
hearts! 

How did the eleven tables fare 
Wednesday? Just two Wests cash- 
ed the Aces, holding North-South 
to five. Eight were in the spade 
game with one perceptive North- 
South electing no trump, making 
the same tricks for an extra ten 
points. Two swingers went to the 
six spades, one being set (it’s 
easier to take the two Aces a- 
gainst a six-bid), and one making.
